TRANSLATOR’S PREFACE. 


The Emperor Jilaleddeen Mahommed' Akber, to whofe re- 
gulations for the government of Hindoftan and, patronage of 
the author, the world is indebted for the following Work, was 
the lixth in defcent from Timur, known in Europe by the name 
of Tamerlane. He was^ born in Amerkote in A. D. 1543; 
was proclaimed Emperor in 1556, being then thirteen folar years^ 
and four months old; and he died in Agra in 1605, aged lixty- 
three years and one day? having reigned forty-nine years eight 
months and one day. His body lies interred in a magnificent 
maufoleum in the cemetery of Secundra, near that city. 

He was univerfally efteemed a great and a good prince ; and 
was very fuccefsful, having in his reign made feveral conquefts, 
and reduced to obedience almoll all Hindoftan, which had revolted 
under his father and predeceflbr Hemaioon.

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It is needlels for me here to enter into a detail of the cx- 
eellencies of Akber’s government, as his political talents and un- 
remitting attention to the happinefs of his fubjeds will bell appear 
from the regulations he ellablilhed in every department of the 
empire. Nor Ihould it be confidered as a weak part of his cha- 
rader, that he wilhed to be regarded as one who was under the 
influence of divine inlpiration, lince it is not unreafonable to 
fuppofe that his motives for endeavouring to inculcate this notion 
were purely political. 

His hiliory has been written with great elegance and precifion 
by his vizier Abulfazel, down to the forty-feventh year of the 
reign ; at which period that great man was murdered by fome 
banditti, on his return from the Deccan, whither he had been de- 
puted by the Emperor upon fome weighty bufinefs. Abulfazel s 
hiliory was publillied under the title of Akbernameh, to which 
the Ayeen Akbert is a kind of lupplement, although in itfelf 
a complete work. 

Mahommed Shereef Motamed Khan, the author of the Ekbal- 
NAMEH Jehangeert, who WTotc Only fifteen years after the 
death of Akber, gives in his preface the following charadei- of 
Abulfazel’s hiliory : « To the learned it is well known tlrat Alamy 
« Sheikh Abulfazel, 1^ the command of the Emperor Jilaleddeen 
•« Mahommed Akber, wrote the hilloiy of that monarch, from 

the commencement of his reign tiU the time of his own death. 
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" and which he entitled Akbernameh. It is compofed of three 
“ volumes. The firft volume confilts of a fummary account 
“ of the Emperor’s anceftors. The lecond volume comprifcs the 
occurrences of Akber’s reign, from his acceflion to the throne 
“ down to the forty-feventh year. And this volume is divided 
into two parts : the firft part contains the firft thirty years ; 
“ and the fecond part begins with the thirty-firft year, and con- 
** eludes with the forty-feventh, the time of the author’s death. 
“ The third volume is the Emperor’s inftitutes (or the Ayeen 
Akbert). The whole of the firft volume, and the firft part 
** of the fecond volume, are written in modern language ; but, 
“ in the fecond part of the fecond volume, and tliroughout the 
“ whole of the third volume, he endeavoured to W'rite in the 
“ ftile of the earlieft Perfian authors after Mahommed; which 
** is not only harfti and unpleafing to the ear, but cannot be 
" read or comprehended by the generality of readers without 
great difficulty.” 

I have made this quotation, not with a view of arrogating 
to myfelf a ftiperiority of knowledge in oriental literature, being 
perfectly fenfible of my own infbfficiency, but merely to bring 
proof of the difficulties I have had to encounter in tranflating an 
author who in this part of his work is uncommonly obfeure, 
from having adopted a ftyle that was almoft obfolete two cen- 
tjiries ago. And I truft I lhall hereby fecure myfelf the candour 
•VoL, 1. b and 
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and indulgence of all thofe who are capable of forming a ju& 
criticifm on my arduous undertaking. 

I have rather avoided rendering this Tranflation ftriAly literal, 
that I might not dilgufl; the reader ; but, at the fame time, I have 
endeavoured, to the bed: of my abilities, to make the author Ipeak 
in fuch a manner as I conceive he would have done had he 
written in Englilh ; never taking the liberty to obtrude any ex- 
predion that is not to be found in the ori^nal, nor omitting any 
thing that can be deemed in the dnalleft degree eflential to the 
grand delign of the work. In the original, every regulation is in- 
troduced by a prolufion of fulfome and laboured praifes of Akber, 
which to an Englifh reader would be infufferable ; and therefore 
I have generally fupprefled them. I have alifb entirely omitted 
Fizee’s poem of about doo couplets, in particular commendation 
of every perfbn who at that time held even the fmalled: office at 
court ; as, from the infignificancy of the fubjeft, it would have 
made but a poor figure in Englifh profe. 

In a work which is intended merely for Englifh readers, I have 
not thought it right to pay any r^ard to the mode in which 
D’Herbelot and other European foreigners liave written oriental 
names; but have endeavoured to fpell them in fuch a manner 
as may lead an Englifhman, as nearly as poliible, to pronounce 
them as they are fpoken in Hindoftan. ft is only neceflary to re- 
mark here, that the letter a is always to be pronounced broad, as 

in 
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in the words Pall, Hall, See. The other vowels and the diphthongs 
need no iUuftration. 

To every one who withes to be poffeiled of an authentic account 
of the conftitution of the empire of Hindoftan, and of its immenfe 
refources and expenditures, under the reign of one of its moft 
powerful monarchs, the following volumes cannot fail of being 
acceptable ; and even thofe who read merely for general amufe- 
ment or inllru<ftion, will, it is hoped, find ample fatisfaeftion in 
perufing the geographical and hiftorical parts of the work. 

The Governor-General honoured the Work fo far as to prefent 
to the Board the Propofals for publithing it, with the Tranflator’s 
requeft, that they would afford it their patronage by fubferibing 
for the number of copies which the Court of Directors have 
always taken of every publication tending to promote oriental 
literature. And at the lame time the Governor-General wrote 
the following

The Governor- Gejieral ventures to recommend Mr. Gladwin’f Work 
to the patronage of the Board, as being, in his judgment, mqfl worthy 
of fuch encouragement, and of the acceptance of the reJpeSiable body for 
whofe ufe it is primarily Intended. 

Though every branch of Indian literature will prove a valuable acqui- 
fiion to the foci of European knowledge, this voork will be found pecu- 
Vtarly fo, as it comprehends the original conftitution of the Mogul empire, 
defcribed under the immediate infpedlion of its founder', and will ferve to 
ajjift the judgment of the Court of Direhiors on many pints of import- 
ance, to thefirji inter fis of the Company. It willfhew where the mea- 
fures of their adminifration approach to thefrjipinciples, which perhaps 
will he found Jupertor to atvy that have been built on thetr rums, and 
certainly mof eafy, as the mojl familiar to the minds of the pople, and 
whest any deviation from them may he likely to counteraSt or to afimilate 
with them. 

The Governor- General thinks it proper to a^d, that hceving fern and 
approved a fpecimen of the Tranflation above a twelvemonth ago, he 
aduifed Mr. Gladwin to profecute it ; and be therfore thinks it incumbent 
on him to afford this afffflance to the pubUcation, and the more efjpecially 
as he has fence fern the Trariflation in its pogrefs, and much approves 
of it.

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He is the moft commendable who ftrives to perform meritorious 
aftions, rather than how to utter fine Ipeeches; and who* by 
delineating a few of the wonderous \\'orks of the Creator of the 
world, acquires immortal felicity, 

Abul Fazel hlobarek returns thankfgiving to the Almighty, by 
finging the praifes of royalty ; and, for the infirudion of thole 
who fearch after knowledge and prudence, he records a few of the 
inflitutcs of the Lord of the world*; thus tranfmitting unto all 
ages a model of wifdom. Since the fum of his intentions is to 
fet forth the laws of royalty, it is necellary that he Ipeak fomething 
of its exalted dignity, and defcribe the conditions of tliofe who 
are afliftants in this great office. 

Some with cheerfulnefs take the road of obedience, by the light 
of the king’s juftice ; whilft others, through fear of puniffiment, 
abfiiain from violence, and out of neceffity make choice of the 
path of reditude. 

They call him King who fiirpafies his fellows, .and who, by his 
wifdom, is acquainted with the temperament of the world, and 
Emulates his adions by the fiate thereof. Out of the abundance of 
his patience he doth not depart from his fration at the fight of any 
impropriety ; neither is he difcouraged at an inconfiderate rebellion.

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By his liberality the hearts of the high and of the low obtain their 
deiires ; fo that the needy never wait in painful expeftation. He is 
perfectly religned to the will of God; being confident of the 
equity of the divine dilpentations. He is not deje<3:ed in adverfity ; 
and in prolperity he doth not negledt to return thanks unto God. 
He putteth the reins of defire into the hands of reafon, and will 
not lofe himfelf in leeking after what is improper. He keepeth 
his anger under the lubjedlion of wifdom, to the end that blind 
rage may not get the upper hand, nor inconfideratenefs cany 
aught beyond its limits. He feateth himlelf on the eminence of 
humanity, that thole "who have fwerv'ed from their duty may 
have a way left to return, without being expofed to ignominy ; 
and in his behaviour there is fuch condefcenfion, that the peti- 
tioner feems to be the judge, and himfdf the. liiitor for jufiice. 
He confiders the happinefs of his people as the befi: means of 
pleafing the Creator ; but he never feeks to pleafe tlie people in 
contradidion to reafon. He is ever fearching after thofe who Ipeak 
truth, and ho is not difpleafcd with words that are bitter in ap- 
pearance but fweet in efFedt. He confiders the nature of the Ipeech 
and the rank of the fpeaker. He is not contented in that folely 
himfelf doth not commit violence, but he lees that no injuftice is 
committed within his realm. He is continually attentive fo the 
hl^lth of the body politic, and applies remedies to the feveral 
difeafes thereof. 


And 
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And in tlie lame manner that the juli temperature of the animal 
conftitution is produced by a fit mixture of the elements, lb alio 
doth the political conftitution become well tempered by a proper 
diftribution of ranks ; and by means of the pure rays of unanimity 
and concord, a multitude of people become one body; and the peo- 
ple of the world may be divided into four kinds : Warriors, in the 
political body, have the nature of fire, whofe flames, guided by 
reafon, deftroy the firaw and rubbilh of rebellion and ftrifo. Th<j 
artificers and merchants hold the place of air, as from their labours 
and travels the bleflings of God become univerlal, and tlie breeze 
of contentment gives vigour and frelhnefs to the tree of life. The 
learned, fuch as the philofopher, the phyfician, the arithmetician, 
the geometrician, and the aftronomer are like water, refrelhing the 
world with the fireams of art and fcience. Hulbandmen and la- 
bourers referable earth, and by their exertions the capital flock of 
life is completed : confequently, a king is a perfon Mdio, having 
put each of thefe in their proper place, flrives to make the world 
flourith, and regulates the degree of truft by tlie degree of ability, 
when certainly confufion will hide its head in non-exiftence ; for 
this mixture will produce a due temperament. 

And as the grand political body is temperately adjufted by four 
^ds of men, fo likewife is the royal palace. The army, regard- 
^^f themlelves, make no account of their lives in the field of 
plare''^^^ thete fortunate men are in the king’s court, in the 
being the enlighteners of the hearts of his friends, 

^ ^ and 
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and the deftroyers of his enemies. At the head of this number is 
the vakeel, who has acquired wifdom in the fourth degree of per- 
fection. He is the emperor’s lieutenant in all matters ; and by his 
management and penetration the grand affairs of the nation are fct 
Jn order: promotion and degradation, appointment and difmiflion, 
depend on his good pleaHire ; therefore he muft poffefs great ex- 
perience', wifdom, nobility of mind, honefty, liberality, and con- 
fummate patience ; he muft . entirely diveft himlelf of prejudice, 
and behave with equal complacency towards relations, ftrangers, 
friends, and enemies. He muft be eloquent, intelligent in bulinefs, 
a Ipeaker of truth, well-bred, capable of giving advice, faithful, 
vigilant, and longli^ted. He ftiould be well verfed in the arts 
of government, and be privy to fJie fecrets of the ftate, that in 
bulinefs there may be no obftruftion. He Ihould not fulFer his 
mind to be diftraded by the multiplicity of his affairs, but Ihould 
confider it as his duty to promote the wilhes of others. All his 
adions Ihould be founded on the bafts of integrity and a due regard 
to the different ranks of men. Defirous of attaching to himfelf 
the hearts of all perfons, he treats even his inferiors with relped. 
He takes care not to commit impropriety in converfation, and 
guards himfelf from bad adions; and although he is not the 
immediate fuperintendent of the finances, yet as the heads of all 
the offices make their reports to him, it is neceflary that he be 
himlelf acquainted with the particular duty of each. The meer 
mahl, the keeper of the leal, the meer bukhlhy, the youbeghy, the 

kourbeghy, 
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kourbegliy, the meer tuzek, the meet behr, the meet ber, the meet 
munzil, the khanlalar, the moonthy, the koofkbeghy, aad the 
akhtah beghy * are included in this dirifion. 

The alEliants of victory, the collectors of the revenues, and 
thofe who are entrufted with the management of the receipts 
and difburlements of government, refemble wind : either a heart- 
rejoicing breeze, or a hot peftilential blalt. The head of this 
divifion is the vizier, whofe office is equivalent to that of dewan. 
He is manager of the finances, grand-treafurer, and accomptant. 
He muft be a perfon of diftinguiflied worth, fkilful in arithmetic, 
free from avarice, circumfpeCl and abftinent, aCtive in bufinefs, and 
poflefTed of a pleafing and clear ftyle of writing; a Ipeaker of 
truth, of flriCl honefty, with an agreeable manner ; and he Ihould 
avoid precipitancy in bufinefs. He is alfo the recorder and keeper 
of the archives. He explains many intricate points of bufinefs 
that happen to the muflofy ; and whatever is beyond his ability is 
referred to the vakeel. The muftofy, the writers of the wafie- 
book and of the journal, the meer laman, the fuperintendent of 
the offices, and the dewan of the offices ; together with the mufh- 
reff of the treafury, the wakeh navees, and the aumil of the 
khallah, are under his orders, and aCl by the force of liis wifdotn. 
Some princes reckon the vizaret a part of the vakalet ; and fome-

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times, from not being able to find a perfon qualified for the 
office of vakeel, they make choice of fome one who has a 
tafle of his qualities, whom they appoint mufhreff dewan; and 
he is higher in rank than the dewan, and lower than tlie 
vakeel. 

The companions of the prince, whofe advice he follows in 
afiairs of moment, refemble water. When they are of a mild 
temperament, they wafh off the duff of affliction from tlie hearts 
of the diffrefled, and diffufe frefhnefe and delight ; but if they 
depart from moderation, they inundate the w*orld witli a deluge 
of calamity, fo that numbers are overwhelmed by the billowy 
waves of misfortune. At the head of thefe is the philofopher, 
who, by the depth of his wifdom and the foundnefe of his 
morals, ffrives to infufe virtue into mankind. And the fudder, 
and the meer add, the cazy, the phyfidan, the allrologer, the 
poet, and the foothfayer are of the number of thofe fervants who 
adorn the portico of the kingdom, and are neceflary for the fervice 
of the prefence. 

The tneriiaLl fervants, who perform the duties about the royal 
perfon, are in the place of earth. If they are free from impurities 
and alloy, they are the elixir of the body ; otherwife they are 
;its deftruClion. The lackeys, the kewirchy, the Iherbetdar, the 
abdar, the tufliekchy, the kerkerah, and fuch like, are included in 

this 
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tliis number ; and as the monarch adjufts the political body by 
a wife arrangement of ranks, fo is his court properly regulated by 
a judicious mixture of thefe. 

The fages of ancient times have delineated the four elements of 
monarchy after the following manner : ift, An upright intendant 
of the finances, who is the protedor of the hufbandman and alt 
the fubjedts of the ftate, and who increafes the revenues, by 
caufing the kingdom to flourilli. ad, The commander in chief of 
the troops, who acquits himfelf to the latisfadion of all. 3d, The 
chief jutlice, free from con'uption and avarice^ who,, feating him- 
felf on the eminence of circumfpedlion and inveftigation, does his 
utmofl: to come at the truth, and decides with ftridl impartiality. 
4th, An intelligencer, who will twnfmit the news of the world 
without addition or diminution, being poflefled of integrity and 
penetration. 

It is moreover incumbent on a king to make himfelf ac- 
quainted with the five kinds of men of whom the world is 
compofcd : ift. The moft commendable perfon is he who makes- 
choice of the propereft time for every bufinels, and whofe good^ 
nefs benefits others. Such an one is the fittefi perfon for a king 
to confult in -the arrangements of government. siA, One who 
poflefies the fame abilities as the perfon above defcribed, but who> 
does not communicate benefit to others. Although -it may be- 

proper. 
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proper to lliow him kindnefs and relped, yet he doth not merit 
any degree of confidence. 3d, A fimple perfon, -w ho doth neither 
good nor harm. Although he he not worthy of greatnefs, yet 
he delerves to live at his eafe. 4th, The inconfiderate man, who 
injures himlelf without hurting others. Him the king fliould dif- 
appoint in his expedtations, and bring into the road of virtue by 
good advice and fevere reprehenfion. 5th, He ’w hole nature is 
vicious, and whofe bafe condudt injures others. If advice and 
reprehenfion do not amend him, he Ihould be confined feparate 
from mankind; and pro'idded this treatment doth not awaken 
him to a fenfe of his error, let him be banilhed the city ; and if 
even this dotli not reform him, they fliall deprive him of fight 
and cut off his limbs; but they may not take away his, life. The 
fages cpnfidering the human form as the work of God, have not 
given permiliion for its deftrudtion. 

He is a juff king who, having followed the light of knowledge 
and penetration, hath made himfelf acquainted with the ranks 
of men, and regulates bufinefs accordingly : and from hence it is 
that the fages of ancient times have laid. Thole axe tlie rnofl: illuf- 
trious princes who mount the fteed of wifdom.-J-They admit not 
into their fervice any low people, but always make choice of thole 
whom they know to be worthy of the ffation. They do not 
judge every one fit to be admitted to their prefence every day; and 
thole who are , lb elpecially favoured as to have daily admittance, 
are not therefore deemed worthy of a near ffation; ndther is 

every 
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every one who is fit for a near flation to be admitted into their 
privacy ; nor are all thofe who are admitted into privacy allowed 
to be feated in the auguft alTembly ; and of thofe who are fo 
fortunate as to be permitted to fit in the auguft afierably, every 
one is not to be treated with familiarity : nor are all familiar com- 
panions to have a place in the cabinet council of ftate afiairs. 

Praife be unto God ! the exalted monarch of our own time is 
fo endowed with thefe laudable diipofitions, that it is not exag- 
geration to fay he furpafles all the Ages.of iTd|n the light 

of wifiiom he difcovers the i»nks ^of mefi ; and by the re<9:itude 
of hjis conduct he adds Iplendor to his underftanding by the per- 
formance of laudable actions. Who is it that is able to meafure 
the extent of his virtues ? They are not only beyond expreffion, 
but even exceed conception. It is better that I make not the at- 
tempt, but point out only a few intelligible wonders, by fetting 
forth , his regulations for the houfehold, for the ordering of the 
army, and for the prolperity of the kingdom ; upon which three 
things depend the glory of a monarch ; hereby preparing a rich gift 
for the intelligent who feek after knowledge. Thofe who are 
verled in ancient hiftoiy, wonder how kings of fprmer times go- 
verned without fijch a wife rule of condudt.

The 
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The wife efteem not him a king who confines his attention to great affairs, 
becaufe fycoghants abound who ftrive to place things in a falfe light, in or- 
der to prejudice the virtuous, and thereby promote their own particular 
intereflTs. The good prince refufes not his attention to the moft trivial 
points ; and by the grace of God, he is able to attend both to his tem- 
poral and eternal concerns, like the king of our time, who, contrary to 
the maxims of former monarchs (they having thought it derogatory to 
their greatnefs) makes himfelf converfant with the particular duties of the 
feveial offices, and eftablifhes proper regulations for every department. 

The fuccefs of this vaft undertaking depends upon two things : ift, Wif- 
dom and forelight to difcover what is proper to be done : ad. Committing 
the execution thereof to men of integrity. > 

Notwithftanding many fervants of the houfehold receive their falaries on 
* 

the lift of the army, there was paid moreover on this account in the thirty- 
ninth year of the prefent reign, the fum of thirty erore, ninety-one lads, 
eighty-fix thoufand and ninety-five darns *. 

Both for the expences of the ftate and for the receipt of the revenues, 
there are uj)wards of one hundred offices, each refembling a city, or rather 
ti little kingdom j and by the unremitting attention of his majefty they are 
all condiifted with regularity,. and the revenues are encrealing dally; a few 
particulars whereof fhall here be given' for the ufe of pofterity who may 
fearch after truth.

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ROYAL TREASURIES. 


’ It is univerfally agreed, that the nobldft employments are the reformation 
of the manners of the people, the advancement of agriculture, the regulation 
of the offices, and the difcipline of the army : and thefe defireable ends 
are not to be attained without ftudying to pleafe the people, joined with 
good management of the finances, and an exaft oeconomy in the expences 
of the Hate ; but when all thefe are kept in view, every clafs of people 
enjoys profperitj. 

When his begah ta^Ve,.ji^ittie attention to th^fe weighty 

cpncerns, an eunuch of the royal palace, was dignified 

with befitting titles, and entrufted with his inmoft fecrets ; whereby a few 
of the royal intentions were gradually introduced into pradice. 


The royal domains and the Jagheer lands were feparated, and a col- 
ledor appointed pver every crore of dams, to each of whom a treafurer was 
appointed. And it was commanded that they flhould not infift upon the 
hufbandman paying coin of full weight.; but that in whatever Ipecies the 
coiledions were made, an ?iccount thereof fliould be taken in writing, and 
be fealed up with the money : and this laudable regulation relieved the 
fubjeds from a variety of oppreffions. When this mode was eftablilhed, 
there was appointed a grand-treafurer, with a darogha and clerks. 




The following cuftpm was alfo introduced — When the 
treafuries had acCurpulated thejfutn of of dams, th^fent the 
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to court ; which, together with their accounts, were delivered to the grand 
treafurcr. 

There were alfo appointed treaferers, and ofiicers under them, for ther 
fejhhijhi for reverfions, for offerings, and for the monies ufed in weighing 
the royal perfon, and, for charitable donations. And to thofe who' had 
charge of the money for difburfements, was delivered, from the grand 
ireafurer, whatever was requifite for their expences. , 

In Iran and Turan there is only one treafurer, which neceffarily creates 

great difficulty in making inveftigations j but here the wealth is fo tx- 

ceffive, and the bufincfs fo multiform and extenllve, that there are 

twelve treafuries ; nine for the different kjg^ds of fpecie, and three for the 

jewels, the plate^ ahd inlaid -work. JBefides which diftind 

treafuries for every office, whole number is near one hundred } and there 

are kept^daily, monthly, quarterly, and yearly accounts of the receipts and 

difburfements. Alfo, by the command of his majefly, a perfon of known 

integrity keeps ready in the largah-aum * fome gold ^d filver for the 

neceffitous, that their wants may be relieved without delay. Moreover;

there are always ready in the palace a crore of dams, every thoufand of 
which are kept in bags, which they call fahfah, and thefe when heaped 
together are called a gimge, 

Beiides a|l thefe, there is a fum of money entrufted to fome of the nobi- 

/ ' ■ 

lity, part of Which is always carried in a purfe, which they call hehlah ; and 
from hence it arifes that^this is ufiially called curch lehhh, or the expences

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of the purfe. This laft is likewife one of his majefty’s righteous mfti'- 
tutions. Would to God he might live a thoufand years, for the hap- 
pinefs of his people !

His majefty appointed to this office a treafurer, a iepJkchy, a darogha^ 
and feveral Ikilful jewellers} and they claCed the jewels in the fol-

THE MINT. 

Providence has beftowed on men gold, filver, and copper, for the 
equitable adjuftment of their tranfadtions with each other ; and princes, in 
order to ^ve currency to thofe metals, have eflabliflied mints, the fuccefs 
of which depends m the Ikill and iht^ty of-the o®E'd»si 

The officers of the mint are, ift. The darogha, who muft be a man of 
authority, knowledge, and integrity, to ‘comprehend the whole, and keep 
every individual to the foithful difcbarge of his duty. 

ad, A feraff who is perfeftly acquainted with the art of allaying metals, 
and who will execute the bufinefs of his office with honefly. In this glorious 
reign there are numbers of Ikilfol ferafs ; and by the attention of his majefly,

gold and filver are refined to the higheftoi^ee of purity. 

In Perfia thoydd nojj know above ten degrees of finenefs, which they 
call /kiees^ In SBndqftan they have twelve degrees, which they call harah 
hatitiy. Formerly, t^e old ^«n, which is a gold coin current in the Decan, 
they reckoned at ten ^annees y but his majefiy has now fixed it at eight 

and 
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and three quarters s and the gold round i^inar of Khofru Allaiy, which they 
received for twelve harmees^ now turns out only ten and a half. 

Thofe who are experienced in the bufinefs, have written hiftories of this 
matter, and in their fables confider this gold as the efFedof alchymy; for,* 
fiiy they, gold ore does not come up to this finenefs. They know not 
that when gold is put into fufion fmall particles feparate from it and mix 
with the alhes, and that although the ignorant make no account of this, 
yet the Ikilful recover the metal therefrom. Although gold ore be made 
malleable, is calcined, and even reduced to afhes, yet by a certain opera- 
tion it is taught back to its original ftate with a little lofs. 

BUNWARY, OR THE TOUCH-NEEBLESt 

In this country the ferafs know the degree of finenefs from the colour 
and brightnefs of the metal ; but for the fatisfadion of others this grand rule 
has been introduced : the hmsaary is compofed of a number of bars of 
copper, or fuch like metal, on the point of every one of which is fixed a 
fmall piece of gold, and the degree of purity written thereon. 

When they want to aflay the newly imported gold, they djraw on the 
touchftone a line of that and a line of the bunwaryi and by comjsaring them 
together they difeover the degree it is of. There are alfo other methods of 
afifaying gold. 

They mix one majkah of pure filver with the fame’ quantity of'*p^j^ 
copper, and melt them together with fix majkdhs of gold of ten* 
and a half j then one majkah of this compofition is dividi^’^KiMb 'jikteerr

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parts, every ofie of which will be half a rutty. Whenever feven and a half 
ruttees of this gold are mixed with one part of the compofition, the touch 
thereof will be ten hannees and a quarter : and if feven ruttees of gold are 
mixed with two parts of the compofition, it becomes ten iapneest &c. as is 
fet forth in the following table

Summarily, every half rutty of the compofition leflens the iamee one- 
fourth; and if it be required to lefiTen the touch of the fix and a half 
lanrtee, which is 'entirely of the above compofition, they mix together half 
a rtOty of copper and filver with feven ruttees and a half of this compofition, 
and this will leave fix hnmees. And if a bafer mixture than this is wanted, 

add 
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add another half rutty of copper and filver, and take away halt a rutty from 
thefe fix lannees. But in the hmvaty they do not aflay lower than fix hannees. 

3d, An aumeen, who is perfectly difinterefled, to prevent any one from 
adting with diflionefty. 

4th, A mujhreffxa write the wafte-book, in which are entered the receipts 
and difburfements, and from whence the journal is formed. 

5th, The met chanty whofe bufinefs it is to buy gold, filver, and copper, 
to be coined, by which he gains a profit for himfelf, and benefits the 
revenues of the fratel ’ And this- trade wiK wdien the rulers are jufr^ 

and not avaricious* 

6th, The treafurer, who watches over the frock of profit, and is upright 
in his dealings. 

The falaries of the daroghtf aumeen, mujhreff, and treafurer, differ from 
each other ; the ^ra/ is paid by fees, and the merchant guns his own profit. 

7th, The taeighman, who weighs the coin* If he weighs 10© gpld 
mohurs, he takes a fee of one dam and a half j for 1000 rupees in filver, fix 
dams and nineteen ; and for looo dams of copper he takes elevew 

cheefeh ; and, after this rate, according to the quantity. 

8 th, Meher of- the metal hrfore it is refined. He znakes trenches

different fizes in a bed of clay, which he moifren&with oil,^ ainitpot^ iNbi 
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them the melted gold and filver, to caft them into ingots. For copper, 
inftead of anointing with oil, he fprinkles the moulds with alhes. 

His fees are, for the weight of loo fuch gold mohursy two dams and fifteen 
eheetehi for looo rupees weight of filver, Q^&dams thirteen cheeteh and a 
quarter i and for looo dams of copper, four dams twenty-one cheeteh and a half. 

9th, The phte-maker. The adulterated gold he makes into plates of fix 
or feven mjijhahs weight, and of fix fingers in length and breadth j thefe he 
carries to the affay-mafterj who meafures them in a mould made of copper, 
and then makes a ftamp upon them. His fees for each of fuch too gold 
mohurSy is forty-two da7ns and three quarters. 

THE METHOD OF REFINING GOLD. 

When the above-mentioned plates have* been ftamped, the owner of the 
gold, for the weight of every 100 gold mohurs, muft furnifli four feers of 
faltpetre, and the like quantity of new brick-duft j. which are to be ufed in 
the following manner 

The plates, afto: having been wafhed in water, are ftratified with the above 
mixture, and the whole is covered with field cow-dung, which, in the Hin- 
doftany language, is called ouphh. Then they fet fire to it, and let it burn 
gently till the cow-dung is reduced to afties, when they leave it to cool j then 
thefe alhes, being removed from the fides, are preferved. In Perfian, this is 
called khak khelafiy and in Hindoftany,^^o^ i and by a procefs which will 
■ be hereafter related, they recover filver from it. 


The 
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The plates then remain upon the aflies that are underneath them, and 
twice again are covered with cow-dung in the manner before direfted, and 
thefe afhes are alfo preferved j when after this manner three fires have been 
applied, they call it feetihy. 

After that, the plates are again walhed in clean water, and fbratified with 
the aforefaid mixture; which operations muft be repeated till fix firatifica* 
tions and eighteen fires have been applied. 

Then the aflay-mafter breaks one of the plates j and if there comes out a. 
flat dead found, it is a fign of its being fufficiently pure ; otherwife; it mull 
again be llratified with the mixture, and undergo three more fires. 

Then from each of the plates is taken one viajhah ; of which aggregate a 
plate is made and tried on the touchflone. If it is not fufficiently pure, it 
is llratified once or twice more ; but the defired efiedt is generally obtained 
by four llratifi cations. 


THE FOLLOWING IS ALSO A METHOD OF ASSAYING. 

They take two tolahs of the above gold, and the like quantity of pure gold,, 
and make eight plates of each, of equal weight. 

Then having fbratified the whole with the above-mentioned ingredients, 
and fet fire to them in the manner above directed, they walh them clean ; 
and if, upon weighing them with an exad balance, both kinds are found, 
to be equal in weight, it is a proof of purenels. 


10th, 
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loth, The tnelter of the refilled metal. He melts the refined plates of gold, 
and cafts them into round ingots. His fee for loo ^o\i.mohurs is three dams. 

I ith. The Tierrab cuts from round ingots pieces of gold, filver, and copper, 
of the lize of the coin. His fees are, for loo gold mohursy twenty -one dams 
one cheetel and a quarter; for loo filver rupees, fifty-three dams eight 
cheetels and three quarters ; and for looo rupees weight of four anna filver 
pieces, twenty-eight dams more. For looo dams in copper he takes twenty 
dams fee ; and for one half or one quarter dams, twenty-five dams ; and for 
eighths, which are called dumety, fixty-nine dams for loo dams weight. 
It is furprifing, that in Iran and Turan they cannot cut thefe round pieces 
without an anvil made on purpofej and in Hindoflan, the workman without 
any fuch machine, performs this bufinefs with fuch exaftnefs, that there is not 
^le difference of a Angle hair, 

I'ath, The feal-engraver. He engraves- the dies of coins on fteel', and 
fuch like metals. At this day, Mollana Aly Ahmed of Dehly, who has not 
his equal in any country, cuts different kinds of letters in fteel, in fuch a 
manner as equals the writing of the moft Ikilful matters. He holds the rank 
of axiyoozbajhy ; and two of his men are in the mint, each of whom has a 
monthly falary of 300 dams. 

13th, The fickchy places the round piece of metal between two dies; and 
by the ftrength of the hammerer both fides are ftamped’at one ftroke. His 
fees are, for 100 gold rmhurs, one dam and ten cheetels for 100 filver 
rupees, five dams nine cheetels and a half; and for rooo filver rupees weight' 
of fmall pieces, one ^mand three cheetels more; for tooo dams of copper, 
tjuree dams ; for zooo half dams, or 4000 quarters, three dams eighteen cheetels 

and 
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and three quarters j and for 8000 eighths, tens dam and a half. And the 
fichchyt out of his fees, gives one-fixth to the hammerer, for whom there is 
no further allowance. 

14th, The fuhhak makes the refined filver into ingots ; and for every 1000 
rupees weight, he take fifty-four dams. 

Silver Is alloyed with lead, tin, and copper. 

In Iran and Taranf the higheft degree of finenefs thereof is alfo called 
ten dihee. The ferafs of Hindoftan call the higheft degree twenty hifwahst 
and according to the alloy, itdefcends in degree; bat it cannot be made lefe 
than five, and none is ufe'd bafer than ten. The Jkilful can difcover from 
the colour with what the fuperficial part is alloyed ; and by the file and punch, 
is learnt the quality of the infide. They alfo try it by heating it in the fire, 
when, upon throwing it into water, blacknefs denotes lead ; rednefs, copper ; 
a whkifli cinder-colour, tin j and according as it is more or lefs white, the 
greater or lefs is the proportion of filver. 


THE METHOD OF REPINING SILVER. 

They dig a hole, and having fprinkled in it a fmall quantity of the afhes 
of field cow-dung, they fill it with the afties of Bahool-'»oo 6 ., then they 
moiften it, and work it up into the fliape of a difli ur coppel ; into this they 
put the adulterated filver, together with an equal quantity of lead, after the 
following manner ; ift, They put with the filver a fourth part of the lead, 
and, furrounding the coppel with coals, blow the fire till the 
melted ; this operation they repea^ often as is neceflary ; but ia'-hioft in- 

ftancoB 
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fiances four times are required. The proofs of the metal being pure are, the 
brightnefs thereof, and its beginning to harden on the fides. When it is 
hardened in the middle they fprinkle it with water, when, if a flame iflues 
from it, it is arrived at the defired degree of finenefs ; and if they melt this 
mafs again, there will be lofl half a rutty in every tolah^ or fix majhohs and 
two ruttees in loo tolaJis. The coppei becomes a kind of litharge, which, 
in the Hindoflany language, they call kehrel^ and in Perfian, kenneh i the 
ufe of which will be hereafter explained. 

Out of loo tolahs of fuch refined filver, five tnajhahs and five ruttees are 
taken for the khalfa ; after which the aflay-mafler marks the m^r <; with a 
damp, that it may not be altered or exchanged. 

Formerly, filver was alfo aflayed by the hamary \ now it is calculated after 
the following manner : — If, by refining too tolahs of the filver called Jhahy, 
which is current in Erah and Khorqfan, and the lary and mijkaly which are 
current in Turan, there are loft three tolahs and one rutty ; and from the 
narcheel frengy and roomy, the mahmoodee and mozuffery of Guzerat and 
Maliuah, thirteen tolahs and fix majhahs and a half are loft, they become of 
the royal ftandard. 

15th, The koorjkool having heated the refined filver, hammers till it has 
loft all fmell of the lead. His fee for the weight of 1000 rupees is four 
^am twelve cheetels and a half. 

1 6th, The chajhneegeer aflays the refined gold and filver after this 
manner 


Having 
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Having- made two tolahs of the refined gold into eight plates, he, in 
the fame manner as. has been before defcribed, ftratifies them with faltpetre 
and brick-duft, and furrounds them with cow-dung, to which he fets fire. 
After that, having waflied the plates, he melts them; and if they have 
not loft any thing by the above operation, the gold is arrived at the greateft 
degree of purity. Then the affay-mafter draws a line of it on the touch- 
ftone, to fatisfy himfelf aijd others. For afi&.ying this quantity he takes 
for his fee one dam and ten cheetek. 

For lilver he takes one tolahy with a like quantity of lead, which he puts 
together into a bone crucible,, and keeps it qp the fire till the lead is all 
burnt. Then, having ^rinkledthe 'filvA' with water, lie* hammers it till 
it has 1^ ' alt fmell of the lead ; and having again melted it ift a new cru- 
cible, he weighs it, and if it has half a rutty, it is fufficiently pure ; other- 
wife he melts it again till it comes to that degree. And for affaying that 
quantity his fee is three dams four cheetels and a half. ^ 

17 th, Neeareeah. The khak khelafs, or felony, being coUefted together, 
he Wafhes two feers of it ; and whatever gold there may Ijc amongft it, from 
its weight,, fettles to the bottom. This tfaflled .earth, in tho -Hindoftany 
language, is called Kookerak ; and it alfo contains fomt; gold ; for the 
recovery of which, direftions fliall hereafter be given. 

To every feer of the above-mentioned • adulterated fediment they add 
fix maJhaTis of qukKfilver, which, being rubbed together, the quick- 
filver attrafts the gpld to it j and this amalgama being pttf- into' 
retort, they place it eh'^fir^ anifl tV,A

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The l^eeareeah’, for refining this quantity x>f earth, takes for his 'fee 
twenty dam$ and two cheetels. 

THE .PROCESS OF KOOKERAH. 

They mix with it an equal quantity oi^oonher •, then, having prepared 
a pafte of rejjy and cow-dung, they break the firft compofitioni into piecps, 
and mixing it with the pafte, work it up into balls of two feers weight, 
which they dry on a cloth. 

THE PROCESS OF POONHER. 

They make a hole in the earth fnfficiently large to contain a maund of 
lead, with fix fingers of the alhes of BaloaV-'fiooA. laid ovm it i then they 
cover it with charcoal, and melt the lead. After that, having removed 
the coals, they place over the hole a curved plate of. clay, and clofing 
up the bellows-hole, they cover the vent with bricks, which they remove 
frequently, to learn the ftate of the lead. When the afhes have foaked 
up all the lead, there will be four majhahs of filver mixed with them. 
Thefe afhes they cool in water j and the name of this compofition is 
poonher. Out of a maund of lead two feers are burnt, and it is encreafed 
by four feers of afhes j fo that the weight of the whole mafs will be one 
maund and two feers. 

Re£y is a kind of aqujfortis, made from foap-afhes and faltpetre earth. 

Having explained the procefs of poonher^ I return to finifh the procefs

Then, having filled the veflel with coals within four fingers of the to, 
they place it over a pit dug in the earth, and blow the fire with a bellows.

After that, the afore-mentidned balls being broken into pieces-, they 
fill the veflel with them, and melt theni. The gold, filver, copper, and 
. lead, falling through the hole in the bottom of the veflel, will colledt 
in the pit. Whatever remains in the veflel, they walh it, and fepisate 
the lead from it j and thcylikewife preferve t^d aflies, firom whence alfo 
a profit will be derived. ' " 

Then, having taken out of the pit whatever there be of metal, they 
melt it like foonhsr. The lead will mix with the aflies, from which thirty 
feers will be -recovered, and ten fedrs will be burnt. .The gold, filver, 
and copper, with a fmal.l quantity of lead, will remain together in a 
raafsj and this they call hookr^ty.

THE METHOD OF SEPARATING- COED FROM SILVER. 

This mixture they melt fix times ; thrice with copper, and thrice with 
Hepar lulphur, called in the Hindoftany language, chahcheea.^ 

For each tolah of that mixture, are required one nmjhah of copper, 
and two majkahs and two ruttees of Hepar fulphur. 

Firft, they melt it with copper, and then with the Hepar fulphur.

Jf the mixture be of loo tohhs weight, they firft melt it with fifty 
, majhahs of copper, and then twice again, with twenty-five majhahs each 
time} and the operation with the Hepar fulphur is repeated in the 
fame manner. 

The. following is the manner of melting it : The mixture of gold 
and filver being made into fmall grains, they mix with it fifty majhahs 
of copper, and melt them together in a crucible. They have near at 
hmd ^ veffel full of cold water, qn ihe. .ft«face _of whicli is laid a 
bundle of ftraw, upon which they pour the melted metal, and ftir it with

When it has been thrice melted in this manner, there appears on 
the furface a whitifti kind of aflies, which is the filver. This is taken off 
and kept feparate j and its procefs (hall hereafter be related. 

When the mixture of gold and filver has been thus nlelted fix times 
with the copper' and the Hepar fulphur, it is called, imthe dialedt of 
Punjab, kjrel j and in the city of Dehly, pinjer. If in the above mixture 
there was a large proportion of gold, it will turn out fix laimy and a half j. 

but it crften happens that this pinjer turns out only four or five lamy.^

In order to refine this gold, one of the following methods muft be 
ufed : Either they mix fifty tolahs of this with 400 tolahs of pure gold, 
and refine it according to the felony procefs ; or elfe they ufe the alony 
procefs. 


THE PROCESS OF ALONY. 

Two parts of field cow-dung, and one part of faltpetre earth are ded; 
after this manner. 

Having caft the aforefaid pinjer into ingots, they make it into plates,, 
every one of which muft not be lefs than one talah and a half, but a littje

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broader than thole direded in the felony procefs. Then, having anointed 
them witli fefvne-diX, they Ipread them over with the njixture of cow- 
dung and faltpetre earth, and then give them a gentle fir,e. This ope- 
ration they repeat three or four times ; and, if they want the metal to be 
very pure, they repeat the procefs till it cotnes up to nine latiny. The 
allies thereof are alfo collefted, being a kind of kerhel. 


THE METHOD OF EXTRACTING THE SILVER FROM THE ASHES. 

Whatever alhes and drofs have been colledted, both before and after the 
procefs of ahny, being mixed with an equal quantity of pure lead, they 
put them into a crucible, and keep it on the fire for three hours. 
When the metal is cold, .they refine it, according to the procefs de- 
feribed under the article Stibhak^ and the afhes ..thereof is alfo kerhel. 
Thjs felony ■ is alfo applied to other ufes, well known to, thofe converlant 
in the bufinefs. 

i8th» The pnnlwar having melted the kerhely feparates the lilver from 
the coppd: ; and his fee for every iohh of filver, is one dam twelve cJieeteh 
and a half. And he gladly gives 300 dams per month to the dewan. 

His bufinefs is this : Having broken the kethel into fmall grains, 'he 
adds to every maund thereof orie feer and a half of tmeafy and three feers 
of foap-alhes, and kiieads, them tt^ethcr. After which, having put a feer 
of this into the veffd,' deferibed in the procefs of kookerahy he melts it, when 
lead mixed with filver is collefted in the pit, and afterwards refined by 
the procefs irf Jub^aki and the lead which feparates from this, together 
with the alhes, is poonher.

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19th. The fykar buys the felony and kerJiel from the goldfmiths of the 
city, and carries them to the mint to be melted, and gains for himfelf the 
gold and filver thereof. For one maund of felony he gives feventeen dam y 
and for one maund of kerliel, fourteen dams to the khalfah. 

20th. Neecheweeviahh. He brings old lilver coins, which are mixed' 
with copper to be melted ; and from too iolahs of filver, three rupees and 
a half go to the dewan : and when the filver is again coined into rupees,, 
he pays another duty..

In the beginning of this incomparable reign, gold was coined in many 
parts of the kingdom in the royal name; now none are ftruck excepting 
at the four ^wkg places: Firft, the capital Agra; Second, Bengal; 
Third, Ahmedabad, in Gujerat j Fourth, Cabul. Silver and copper, befides 
wined at the four abovementioned places, 'are alfo ftruck in ten 

other 
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Other cities, viz. lUhabafs, Agra, Owjain, Surat, Dehly, Patna, Caflimeer, 
Lahoor, Multan, and Tandah. And in the following twenty-eight places, 
only copper, viz. Ajmeer, Owedh, Attock, Allore, Badawur, Benaris, 
Behker, Behreh, Putten, Jownpoor, Jalendehr, Seharungpoor, Sarungpoor, 
Sembehl, Kennaje, Rehntore, Herdewar, HiflTar Feerozeh, Calpee, Gualiar, 
Goruckpoor, Kelonwer, Luckhnow, Miindow, Nagore, Sirkind, Seeal- 
hoote, and Serownj. 


A great deal of traffic is carried on in this flourifhing country in molturs^ 
as well as in rupees and dams. 


The firft time that the reins of government were in the hands 6f Rajah 
Tudermull, his currency to four kinds of mohursi ift, The 

laal jihlyf wcrgh'ih^'one /o/isA thirteen mtlees and three quarters, which, 
was of the greateft; degree of finenefs, and in value 400 dams. 2d, The 
mohurt which in the beginning of this reign they had made of the weight 
of eleven majhaht and it pafled current under three degrees. When of 
full weight its value was 360 dams j and if after a time there was worn away 
the weight of three grains of rice, they ftill accounted it of the firfl degree,, 
and made no difference between them ; what was deficient from four to fix 
of fuch grains, they made of the fecond degree, was 355 dams ; 

and if .from fix to nine grains were loft, it was then reckoiied of the third 
degree,, and its value was 350 dams : and whatever was of fliorter weight 
than the latter was received as bullion. 

Rupees were al(b current after three degrefes ; ift. The fquare rtipee of 
pure filver, twelve majhah and a half in weight, which they called jihlyt 
in value forty dams j and the old round od; 
of full weight, and until qne \^eight, was 

.,.Vo^. I. F ‘ detms. 
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iJams^ That which was two n/Z/m deficient was rate^ at thirty-eight 
ilams\ and whatever was of Ihorter weight than this was reiim^d as bullion. 

Again, on the nth of the month Mehcr, and in the twenty-ninth year 
of the reign, jizededdowlah Evteer Faliahulhth Sheer azy coming at the 
head of af^rs, the royal orders were ifiued, that on the mohurSf as far as 
three grains, and on the rupees, as far as fix grains Ihort weight, no account 
fliould be taken, but that they fliould be reckoned of full weight; and 
that whatever were more deficient, the excefs fliould be taken ; and that 
after nine grains deficiency they fliould not be accounted of the fame 
kind. According to this regulation, a mohur that was one rutty deficient, 
was worth 355 dams, and fomething more ; and the value of one rutty of 
coined gold, they calculated at four dams, and fomething lefi. According 
to the regulations of Xudermull, for the deficiency of one .rut^ they took 
?i\zdamsi and for whatever was deficient as far as.three grains and.a half, 
they made no further account ; but upon a deficiency of one rutty and 
a half, they took ten dams fliort weight, and even cxafted this deficiency 
from thofe that were not come- up to- that Limit. According to this latter 
regulation, by taking fomething lefs than fix dams, the value of the third 
degree becomes 353 dams and fomething more. Alfo the round rupee, 
which, although there be no- difference between it and the Jila^ either in 
weight or finemefs, they had eftimated at one dam lefs, was now fixed at 
forty dams, until one rutty fliort of weight ; and two rutiee^ ftiort trf weight, 
which before they reckoned two dams, is hereby made one dam and fome>* 
thing more. 

When Azededdowlah was fent to Kandees, Rajah Tudermull made 
the price of gold mohurs to be eftimated in rupees;, and the deficiency on 
the mohurs and rupees, from his obftinate difpofition, he again fixed at the 
olid rates. 


When- 
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When Kulij Khan came to the head of affairs he confirmed what the 
Rajah had done, excepting that the fliort weight mohurs^ upon which the 
Rajah exafted five damst he caufed to be cflimated iji receipts and paj^- 
ments at ten dam deficiency; and as far as one nttly and a quarter, 
twenty darns \ and whatever were more deficient than one rutty and a 
half, to be reckoned as bullion. 


The king’s mind being at this time occupied by a multiplicity of affairs, 
he paid little attention to this bufinefs, till after having received fbme 
intimation of the matter, he, on the 26th of the month Behmen^ and 
the thirty-lixth year of his reign, adopted another mode. He ordered that 
the mohur of three ^ins, and the rupee that was fix grains deficient, fhould 
no longer be reckoned of full weight. And this regulation was the only 
efie(%ual method that could have been taken for fliortening the hands of 
mean mercenary wretches j becaufe, that if the ofiScers of the mint coined 
money of fuch deficiency in weight, or the treafurers reduced the coins of 
full weight to this quantity of deficiency, there was no remedy : and 
alfo lhamelefs thievifh people dipt the coin ; and mohurs deficient tliree 
grains, they reduced to fix grains deficiency ; and ^ofe of fix grains, they 
made nine grains deficient. Thus, by increafing tnh' deficiency of the coin, 
they defrauded the ftate of a great deal of gold. 


By the command of his majefly they made grains of agate, wJiich were 
ordered to tie ,tifed in weighing ; and during the fiime month, and year many 
other efforts were exerted. It was alfb ordered, that the treafurers and ih^ 
colIe(^ors of the revenues fhould not demand any particular fpecies o|^ 
from the Ryotts ; but that whatever Was .the deficiency in 
filould be taken exaftly according to the prefent rate ai^d , no tiiore. 
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OF BIRHEMS AND DINARS. 

Having given feme account of the immortal coins, I fhall here add a 
few particulars regarding thefe two pieces of money. 

Dirhem, which they alfo call dirham, is a filver coin ; originally it was 
of the (hape of a date-ftone ; in the khalifat of Omar it was changed into 
a round form ; and in the time of Zohier, it was imprefled with the words 
Allah (God) and Berket (bleffing). — Hejaj imprefled it with the Soorah 
Ekhla/s*, and forae fay that he flamped his own name on it j others alTert, 
that the firft perfon who flamped an impreflion on dirhems was Omar. 
According to others, in the time of Aidalmalek MerwOn, Greek dirhems, 
and thofe of the Khofroes and of Hmar, were in ufe ; and at hisroopiraand 
llejaj Yuf^ ftruck dirhems. Some fay that Hejaj refinfcd the bafe dirhems, 
and flamped on them Allah Ahed (God is lingle) and Allah Hamed (God 
is eternal) j and thefe were called the abominated dirhems, becaufe the 
facred name was thereby expofed to the touch of unclean perfons ; and 
aftenvards .Omar Ehn Hoheerah coined in Erak, dirhems like thofe of Hejaj ; 
then Khahd Ehn Abdallah Kajhery, who was governor of Erak, improved 
them ; *and after that, brought them to the higheft degree of 

purity. 

Again, it is faid that Majfaeh Ehn Zohier was the firft perfon who fUrnped 
dirhems', and there are different accounts of their weights, feme faying 
that they were of ten or nine, or fix or five mijkals •, and others relate 
that the}' were of twenty keerats, twelve keerats, -and ten keerats weight j 

* The 1 12lh chapter of the Koran, 


and 
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and that Omar took a dirhem of each kind, and formed a coin of fourteen 
keeratSi being the third part of the aggregate fum. 

It is likewife faid that, in the time of Omar there were current feveral 
kinds of dirhem of eight dangees^ which they called Beghaly^ after Rafs 
Beghalj who was the aflay-mafter, and who ftnick dirhems by the com- 
mand of Omar. Others fay that they are called Beghaly^ from a town of 
that name j and that the dirhem of four dangSt called tehry^ thofe of three 
dangs^ called mughrely, and thofe of one dang^ named were formed 

into one coin.

EXAMPEEr 

The merchant buys for loo hal jihly mohurst a number of gold httwr 
weighing 130 tolah two majhah and five hannyi and of eight hawtees and 
a half finenefs. Out of this - quantity of gold, twenty-two tohhs nine 
majhahs and feven ruttees and a half are burnt in the fire, and mixed 
witli the hhak hhelafs, and there will remain 107 toJahs iovx maJJiuhs and 
one and one-eighth of a riUty of pure gold, which is coined into 105 jihly 
mohurst and leaves a. remainder of about half a toJah of gold, the value of 
which is four ; Aipees. From the ihak khelqfs are recovered two tolahs 
eleven majhahs and four ruttees of gold, and eleven tolahs eleven majhahs 
and four ruttees and a half of filver i the value of which gold and filver is 
thirty-five rupees and twenty-two dams.

OP THE PRODUCTION OF METAIS. 

Metals are formed of vapour and exhalation, which is to be particularly 
learned from books of philofophy. 

Metals are Ceitn hii number, goW, filver, roohtoot^*, copper, 
iron, and lead. " 


* A kind of native pewter. 
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And there are formed compofitions of the above metals, wHch are ufed by 
jewellers, braziers, and others. 

Of this number is fefaid ru, which the natives of Hindoftan call kanleh ; 
and it is a compofition of four feers of copper and one feer of tin, melted 
together. 

Rowee Is made of four feers of copper and one feer and a half of lead j 
and this is called in Hindoftan, buhngar. 

Berinj (brafs) in Hindoftany, peetel, is of three kinds : one kind is mal- 
leable without being heated in the fire, and it is made of two feers of copper 
and one feer and a half of roohtooteea. The other kind is not malleable, 
and it is ufed in cafUng ; this is compofed of two'lBAfs of copper and one 
feer and a half of roohtooteea. 

Seem fuckhteh is compofed of filver, lead, and copper j it is of a deep- 
colour and very bright, and is ufed in filvering. 

Hufc joaCh* Where roohtooteea is not to be had, this is made of the other 
fix metals ; feme call this taleekoon, and others take this to be a fiditious kind 
of copper. 

Ufht daht is a compolTtion of eight ingredients, viz. the fix metals above- 
mentioned, together with roohtooteea and kanfeh* 

Cowelputter, which is compofed of two feers of fefaid ru and one feer of 
copper, is a very elegant andbeautifid compofition- It is an invention of his 
majaljr. 

OF 
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OF THE SPECIFIC GRAVITIES OF METALS. 

All metals are compounded of vapour and exhalations, which are formed 
of the four elements; conlequently, that mixture wherein there are abund- 
ance of fire and air, will be comparatively lighter than thofe which abound; 
with watery and earthly particles. So that cubes of equal fixes of each land, 
of metal, will differ from one. another in weight in the following degrees..

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The fcalcs of the air-balance are both fufpended in air,: thofe of the 
hydroftatic one are on the furface of the water j when whichfoever of the 
two bodies placed thereon is fpecifically the heavieft, will quickly make 
the other kick the beam : and if one of the fcales be placed on the furface 
of the water and the other in the air, the fcale which is in the air will in- 
evitably fmk loweft} becaufe the air being rarer than the water, cannot fup- 
port its fcale. 

If the water gefted be lefs than the weight of the body immerfed, tha; body 
will fmk in water ; and if the water exceeds the body in weight, it will float 
on its furface j but if the water and the body are of equal weights, it will link 
till its fuiface comes even with- that of the water.

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THE HARAM, OR SERAGLIO. 

There is in general great inconvenience arifing from a number of women j 
but his majeAy, out of the abundance of his wifdom and prudence, has 
made it fubfervient ta». public advantage; for, by contrafting marriages 
with the daughters of the princes of Hindoftan and of other countries, he 
fecures himlelf againft infurreftions at home, and forms powerful alliances 
abroad. 

The haram is an enclofure of fuch immenfe extent as to contain a feparate 
room for every one of the women, whole number exceeds five thoufand. 
They are divided into companies, and a proper employment is affigned to 
each individual. Over each of thefe companies a A7om^ is appointed 
darogha. And one is feledled for 'the command of die whole, in order that 
the affairs of the haram may be condudted with the fame regulmty and good 
government as the other departments of the ftate. 

Every one receives a falary equal to her merit. The pen cannot meafure 
the extent of the emperor’s largeffes; but here fhall be given fome account 
of the monthly ftipend of each. The ladies of the firfb quality receive from 
i6io rupees down to loaS rupees. Sonae of the principal fervants of the 
prefence have from fifty-one doWn to twenty rupciesj and others are paid 
fiiom two rupees up to forty. 

At the grand gate is ftationed a mufhreff, to take account of the receipts 
and expenditures of the haram in ready money and in goods. 

• Whenever any of this multitude of women want any thing, they apply to 
' the ticafurer of the haram, who, according to their monthly ftipend, fends a 

memorandum 
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memorandum thereof' to the mufhrefF of the grand gate, who tranfmits it to 
the treafurer of the king’s palace, and he pays the money. In payment of 
thefe demands no affignments are given, but only ready money. 

K 

An eftimate of the annual expences of the haram being drawn out, the 
mufhrefF writes a draft for the amount, which is counterfigned by the 
minifters of ftate, after which it is paid in a coin that his majefty has caufed 
to be ftruck folely for this purpofe. This money is paid by the grand 
treafurer to the paymafter-general of the palace j and, upon a written order 
being fent by the mufhreff of the gate, it is diftributed amongft the inferior 
paymafters of the haram, and by them paid to the different fervants thereof. 
And this money is reckoned in their fakries eqUaF With ther current coin. 

* 

The infide of the haram is guarded by women ; and about the gate of the 
royal apartments are placed the moft confidential. Immediately on the our- 
fide of the gate, watch the eunuchs of the haram, and at a proper diftance 
are ftationed the rajpoots, beyond whom are the porters of the gates ; and on 
the outfide of the enclofure, the omrahs, the ahdeeans, and other troops 
mount guard, according to their rank. 

■Whenever begums, or the wives ,of the omrahs or other women of 
chara&er,want to pay their compliments, they firft notify their defire to thofe* 
who, wait on the outfide, and from thence their requeft is lent in writing to 
the officers of the palace, after which they are permitted to enter the haram ; 
and fome Wonj^ett'j^ Ipank pbtain permiffion to remain there for the fpace of 
a month. 

But befides all the precaVitions above deferibed, his hU 

own vigilance, as well as on that of his guards. 


OF 
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OF THE EQUIPAGE FOR JOURNIES. 

It would be difficult to defcribe every particular of this ellablifhment j but 
fomething {hall be faid of the equipage ufed for hunting, and for Ihort 
journies. 

The goolalbar is an enclofure, the invention of his msyefty, the doors 

whereof are fecured with locks and keys. At the eaftern end thereof is 

« 

eredted a pavilion, containing fifty-four rooms, each twenty-fopr yards long, 
and fourteen yards wide. In the middle is ereded a chowbeen rowty *, and 
to this adjoin other pavilions j and near to thefe is a wooden houfe of two 
ftories, where his majefty performs divine woiibip j and from the upper ftory 
he alfo receives the compliments of the nobility, in, the .morning. But 
women dp not ^ djej^-withput leave. 


Next are twenty-four chowbeen rowtees, ten yards long ^d fix yards 
wide, which are feparated from one another by kenauts. Here reiide the 
Svcmrice women:, and there are other tents and pavilions fet apart for 
particular women : and they are adorned with embroidery, brocade, and 
velvet. Adjoining, to thefe k a pavilion of carpeting, fixty yards fquare, 
under which fbme tents are pitched ; and this is the fiation of the ourdo- 
beg^an 'f' and other wohaen. 

In the &0nt fihertpf, as far as the dowlet khanah khafs, is a plain 15:0 
yards in length and xoo yards broad, which they call mahtaby ; and on

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both fides thereof are ereded magnificent tents, fuch as have been already 
defcribed ; and at the diftance of every two yards is fet up a pole fix yards 
long, one yard of which is in the ground j and the top is ornamented with 
a brafs knob, and it is faftened with two tent-ropes, one on each fide. The 
guards watch here, as has been defcribed in the regulations for the haram.. 

In the midft of this plam^is raifed a platform, over which is fpreadan 
awning called a numgeerah,. which is iupported by four poles. This is the 
place where his majefty fits in the evening ^ and none but thofe who are par- 
ticularly favoured are allowed to be prefent.. 

Near to the goolalbar ifr a circufiir endbfure or ^^^ds, with twelve 
pavilions >. in tl^e-tnidfi; whereof is a chowbeen rowty of ten yar^ fquiter 
raUed from the ground, and forty other rooms. Thefe are covered with' 
twelve awnings of twelve yards each ; and they are feparated from others by 
kenauts*. This place is called the oupcheky khanah. And for each apart- 
ment there is a privy.

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On the firft day of every moon, both the infide and outfide of the dowlet 
Ifhanah khafs ate ornamented with flowered carpeting j and on the outfide, 
for the fpace of 350 yards, tent-poles and ropes are fet np, at the diflance 
of three yards from each other, about which guards are ftationed j and at 
that time this is the dewan hhanah aum, which is guarded on all fides. 


At the diftance of twelve yards from the dojvlet khanah is an enclofure of 
fixty yards of rope, for the nekar khanah ; and in the middle of the area, 
the akafs-deah is lighted up. 

The ferafli * pitch this encampment on a fpot chofen by. the meer munzil. 


And fuch an equipage requires for its carriage 100 elephams, 500 camels, 
400 cartf, andi 10^ men : and they are efcorted by 50b tiavaky, including 
munfub^ j^deeah^ ^nd others. And there are alfo employed on this fervice 
1000 ferafli, natives of Iran, Turan, and IJmdoftari, 500 pioneers, 100 water- 
carriers, fifty carpenters, fifty tent -makers, fifty linkmen, thirty workers in 
leather, and 150 fweepers. The monthly pay of the foot is from 240 to 
130 dam. 


BEGULATIONS FOE THE ENCAJilFMENT OF THE AEM?. 

I^s majefry never coUefts his anmes together in one body ; for, befides 
that many are employed on different fervices, he doth not carry all his troops 
along with hitn, fimpi the confideration that fuch an immenfe multitude 
would breed a famine : and it would be impoffible to find quarters even 
for the fddiers 5 and then what muft become of the followers ©f the camp ! 


* Cainp'colour«ineii. 
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His majefty has invented an admirable method of encamping Ws troops, 
which is the means of affording eafe to the people. 

In a fpace of ground 1530 yards long, are pitched the royal tents and 
pavilions, in the manner juft now defcribed. Then on the right and left fides, 
and behind, is an open fpace of 100 yards, which is never entered by any but 
the guards. After diis, at the diftance of 100 yards, in the quarter of the 
kowr, are the tents of Meriem Mukany and Goolbuden Begum, and other 
princefles, together with thoie of Sultan Daniel. On the right fide, Sultan 
Seleem is encamped ; and on the left, is the ftation of Sultan Morad : and 
at a fmall diftance behind are the. offices : behind which, in every corner, is 
left a road , thirty yards wide. The omrahs are encamped without pa all 
fides, according to their rank. 

The guard for Thurfday, Friday, and Saturday, are encamped in the 
leari thofe for Sunday and Monday, on the right; and thofe for Tuefday 
and WedneCJay, on the left fide of the royal tents. 


, . . . HlEGULATIONS FOR THE ILLUMINATIONS^ 

This is a fpark of celeftial fire,- 

At noon, when the fun enters the fourteenth degree of the fign ArieSy 
they place in the fim^s rays a kind of fhining, onyx, called in the Hb- 
doftany language, foorej kerant, and put to it a piece of cotton, which frooi' 
the heat of the ftone catches ftp z^and thus celeftial fire^ft cominitte4,}(^^|[|tV 
care of proper perfims ; and, .the lamp-ligkers, Ibkmen, and coatei; ffleke 
ufe thereof for their refpeftive offices j and when the y^ expire8iij||||j^y cAtchi 
new fire;. The veflel this fire is preferved in » or the fire- 

“pn*. 
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pot. There is alfo a (hining white ftone, called chundcrkerant, which* upon 
being cipofed to the moon’s beams, drips water. 

Every afternoon, at one ghurry before fun-fet, his majefly, if on horieback, 
alights; oriffleeping, he is awakened. And when the fun fets, the attendants 
light up twelve camphor candles in twelve candlefticks of gold and filvcp 
and bring them into the prefence ; when a finger of fweet melody, taking 
up one of the candlefticks, fings a variety of delightful airs, and concludes 
with imploring bleffings on his majefly. 

It is impofiible to defcribe the beauty and various forms of thefe candle- 
fticks : Some of them weigh forty pounds and upwards, and are carved with 
a variety of figtpres. Some are fingle, others of two branches, and others of 
more. 

They cafl camphor candles three’ yards long, and fbme larger ; and they 
are ornamented with flowers. 

The palace is moreover illuminated withinlide and without with flambeaus 
fixed upon poles with iron prongs. The firft, fecond, and third nights of 
the moon,^ when there is but little moon-light, the prongs are lighted with 
eight flambeaus. From the fourth to the tenth they d^creafe one in Mmber 
eveiy night, fo that on the tenth night, when the moonshines very bright, 
one fbmbeau is fwfficient ; and thq^ continue in this flate till the fifteenth, 
and increafe one every ^day from the fixteenth to the nineteenth. On. the 
twcntieth they-ccttitihue the fame, and on thegtwenty-firft and tw'cnty- fecond 
increafe one daily ; the twenty-third is the fame as the twenty- fecond ; and 
ffiam the twenty-fourth to die ihiritieth night of die moon, eight prongs are 
up. For each link are allowed one feer and a half of oil, and half 
> a feer 
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a feer of rags, more or lefs according to the fize. In fome places they burn 
lamps with greafe ; but in the palace nothing is ufed but oil. 

In order to render the royal camp confpicuous to thofe who come from 
far, his majefly has caufed to be ercAed, in the front of the dowlet khanah, 
^ pole upwards of forty yards high, which is fiipported by lixteen ropes ; 
and from the top of the pole is fufpcnded a large lantern, which they call the 
akafldeeah. 

Thefe offices are performed by many of the munfubdars, ahdeeans, and 
other military men. The pay of a foot-foldier never exceeds 2400, and is 
never lefs than eighty dams. 


THE ENSIGNS OF ROYALTY} 

Which wife monarchs conlider as marks of divine favour. Some of thofe 
which are ufed in our time fhall be here defcribed. 

The aurung (or throne) is made of feveral forms j fome are inlaid with 
precious ftones, and others are of gold, filver, &9. 

The chutter (or umbrella) is made of great value, being ornamented with 
precious ftones, and thofe are never fewer than feven. 

The fayiban is of an oval form, a yard in length, and its handle, like that 
of the chutter, is covered with cloth of gold, and ornamented with precioiw 
ftones. One of the attendants holds it to keep off the rays of 'die' fun^ 
is alfo called aftabgeer.

Kowkebah, 
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Kovvkebah *. Several of thefe are hung up in lire front of the palace. 

And thefe four infignia of grandeur are ufed only, by kings. 

The alum. When the king goes abroad, never lefs than five of diefe are 
carried along with the kowr. They are wrapped up in fcarlet cloth-bags, 
and are difplayed on days of feftivity, and in battle. 

The chuttertowk refembles the alum, only that it is fmaller, and is 
adorned with tails of the mountain-cow. 

The tementowk is like the chuttertowk, only that this is longer. 

And thefe two laft mentioned are the flags of the higheft dignity. The 
tementowk is folely appropriated to military officers rank.’ 

The jendeh is another kind of flag. 

Every one of thefe kinds of flags muft abfolutely be along with the 
kowr i and in battle great numbers of them are dilplayed. 

Of thefe there are eighteen 
pair, more or lefi ; and they make a very deep noife^ 

The nckareh -f- twenty pair, more or lefs.

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The kerna * is made of gold, filver, brafs, and other metals ; and they 
never blow fewer than four. 

The ferna of die Perfian and Indian kinds ; nine in number. 

The nefeer * is of the Perfian, European, and Indian forms ; and they 
blow fome of each kind. 

The fing is of brafs, and made in the’ form of a cow’s horn; of thefe 
there are four. 

The fenj They blow three pair of thefe. Formerly .they ufed to be 
blown at four ^hurries before night, and at the feme diftance from day -break. 
Now the firft blaft is at midnight, and the other at fun-rife. 

One ghurry before fun-rife, the enlivening blaft of the ferna awakens thofe 
who dumber } and the kowrekh is beat a little. Thefe are joined by the 
kerna, the nefeer, and sdl the other mufical inftruments, excepting the ne- 
karah. After a Ihort paufe the ferna and the nefeer play the mufical modes ; 
^er, wbidi the n^kafah is bei^, and the people with ooe'voice pray ble^ngs 
on his mjyefty. ... 

His majefty is converfant in mufic, and has compofed upwards of zoo new 
modes, which are the delight of all hearers. The moft excellent are the 
JilaUhahy, the Meliainieerkurget, and the Nowrozy.

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In this department are munfubdars, ahdeeans, and other troops. The 
monthly pay of a foot-foldier never exceeds 340 damst and is never lefs than 
feventy-four. 


OF THE ROYAL SEALS* 

In the beginning of the reign, Mollana Mukfood, feal-engraver, cut on 
fteel, in the Roka character, the name of his majefty with thole of his pre- 
decelTors up to Timur j and after that, he cut another in the Nuftaleek cha- 
rader, with his majefty’s name alone. — ^For every thing relative to petitions 
another leal was made, of a femicircular form. On one fide was, 

** Reditude is the means of pleafing God. 

** I never fawany one loft in aftraight road.” 

After that, Tumkeen Kabulymade another feal. 

Then Mollana Aly Ahmed Dehlivy cut two leals j one fmall and the 
other large. The fmall one, which is called ouzek, is ufed for ftamping of 
firmans.; and the large one, on which are alfo engraved the names of his 
majefty’s ptedeceilbrs, is ufed for letters' to foreign princes. And both thefe 
Teals are imafe at this day. 

For other orders is ufed a fquare feal, with this infeription, 

-aJI aJU( 

•• God is greateft 5 mighty is his glory !”

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There is alfo a particular feal ufed for all orders relative to the haram : 
and there is likewife a feparate feal for (lamping the conclufion of firmans. 

Mollana Ibraheem has engraved on every one of the rubies of value, 

** The magnificent ruby.’* 

OF THE CAMP -EQUIPAGE. 

The bargah is of fuch a magnitude as to be able to contain ten thoufand’ 
peribns; and the ere£ting of it employs one thoufand feralh fora week,. 
with the help of machines. One of thefe bargahs, without any ornaments,, 
cofts upwards of ten thoufand rupees. They are fometimes finely ornamented' 
with tin. From the price of a plain one, may be formed a comparative 
eftimate of what would be the cxpence of making other kinds.. 

The chowbeen rowty is raifed on ten pillars of unequal heights, and of 
which fome part goes into the ground ; and beams are laid upon the upper 
part, and &fi;en^ .abov.e.^od below with crofs pieces of wood ; and fame 
fmall crofs beams are fixed, on the top,, and fiifleiied' with iron cramps.- 
The roof and walls are made of reeds woven together.. There are either 
one or two doors ; and a platform is raifed at a convenient height from the- 
ground. The infide is ornamented with velvet and brocade, and the outfide 
is .covered with fcarlet J?road cloth bound round with filken tape. 

The duaftianah munail is raifed upon eighteen pillars of fix yawls , in- 
height, which fupport a wooden platform s and on the level thereof pillars 
of four yards in length are- made to fit into thpf? b^J^ and form an upper 

ftory.. 
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ftory. Tiie uppCfC part is the place for divine worlhip, and the lower ftory 
it for the women. In the upper ftory his majefty performs his religious 
duties, and worftiips the fun. After this ceremony, the women are admitted 
to pay their compliments j and when they retire, the nobility enter and make 
their obeifances. On journies the king generally holds his court in this houfe, 
which is alfo called the jehrokah. 


The zemeendoze is made of various forms, and is divided by curtains. 


The ajayby is compofcd of nine awnings, each fupported by four pol.es. 
Five of the awnings are fquare, and four of an elliptical form. 

The mundel iscompofed of five awnings meeting' together, and fupported 
by four poles. Sometimes four of the awnmgs are let down to form curtains, 
and fometime? they lift up one of them. 

The atkembeh confifts of feventeen awnings, fome joined together, and 
others feparate ; and they are fupported by eight poles. 

The khergah is made differently j fome with one, and others with two 
doors. 

The fh^myanah is of different fizes, but, nev»-|eS*^i^ twdve yardi^. 

The calendery is in the form of a tent, and is made of wax-cloth and 
fuch like. It is fpread over the top of the baigah, to defend it from rain 
jand the heat of the frin. 


The 
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The farahperdah. Formerly thefe were made of coarfe white linen cloth ;■ 
but his majefty has now caufed them to be made of carpeting, and thereby 
greatly added to the magnificence of tlie encampment. 

The gulalbar are wooden walls like thofe of the khergah ^ they are 
ftrengthened with ftraps of leather, and fold together for the convenience’ 
of carriage. They are folded up in red linen, and tied round with tape.- 

Galeem *. His majefty has given fuch encouragement to this manufadture, 
that the carpets of Perfia and Tartary are thought no more of. Great num- 
bers of carpet-weavers are fettled here, and derive immenfe profit from their 
labour. The beft carpets are made' at Agra, Futtehpoor, and Lahoor. In 
the royal work-fhops, a carpet in length twenty yards and feven tefllij, and' 
fix yards and a half teffuj broad, is made for i8io rupees; which thofe. 
Ikilled in the bulinefs value at 2715 rupees. 

Tukeeahnemed. Thefe are brought from Europe, and’ abundance arc 
made in this country. It would take up too much time to defcribe the 
beauty and variety of th6 jajuras, fahtrinjes, baluchies, and filken carpets- 
that are' fabricated inj^jis etr^ire^ 

THE ABDAR KHANAH t. 

His majefty calls water cooled with faltpetre the water of life, and hp 
committed the care of it to proper perfons. His majefty, both at home and«, 
on journies, always drmfcs, Ganges water. Some trufty perfoga are ftation^dj,

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on the banks of that river, who fill veflels with Its water, and feal up the 
mouths thereof. When the court is at Agra or Futtehpoor, the water is 
brought from the town of Saroon : now that his majefty is at Punjab, they 
bring it from Herduwar. For the kitchen are ufed the waters of the Jumnah. 
or Punjab, mixed with fome of that of the Ganges. And on journies and 
hunting parties, proper perfons are appointed to make trial of the waters they 
may meet with. 

Saltpetre, whkh inthecompofition of gunpowder fupplies heat, his majefty 
has difeovered to be alfo produdtive of cold. 

Saltpetre is a faline earth. They fill with it a perforated veflel, and 
fprinkle it with water, and collecting together what drops through, they boil 
it until it ebryftalizes. 

A quart of water is put into a gugglet of pewter, or lilver, or any other 
clean metal, and the mouth flopped clofc. Then is thrown into a veflel two 
feers and a half of faltpetre, with five feers of water ; and the gugglet of 
water is ftirred about in that mixture for the {pace of a quarter of an hodr, 
by which time the water will be fufficiently cool. 

The price of laltpetre is from thirty feers to four maunds for the rupee. 

Now that the victorious flandards are creClcd in Punjab, being the thirtieth 
year of the reign, they bring fnow and ice by land and water from the 
ibuthern mountains bordering on the town of Puthan, forty-five cofe from 
ILahoor : the people fell it at the rate of two or three feers for a rupee, and 
find their account in bringing it. 


THE 
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THE KITCHEN. 

His majefty even extends his attention to this department, and has made 
many wife regulations for it. 

He eats but once in. the courfe of twenty-four hours, and he always 
leaves off with an appetite : neither is there any fixed time for this meal j 
but the fervants have always things in fuch readinefs, that in the fpace of 
an hour after the order is given, an hundred diflres are ferVed up. What 
is required for the haram, is going forward from ino^jping till night.

' Trufty people arS appointed to this department, and his majefty is not 
unwatehful of their conduct. 

At the head of thefe fervants is the meer bckawel (or mafter-tafter) who 
has under him many affiftants, who tafte every di(h before it is brought to 
him ; there is alfo an officer to take charge of the money, and of the kitchen- 
utenfils i together with a number of cooks. There is likewife a mufhreff 
to keep the a(Sxmnt!f^;'4<*!^'^k^ 
viftuals. 


There is always kept in readinefs flefh, oil, greens,' fpices, fweetmcat|^^ 
&c. and every day fech a number of exquifite difties are prepared, as am 
fcarcely leen at the banquets of other .monarchs. 


On the beginning of every year there is taken ^out of ftore 
be required for one year’s confumption, and the different ai^ 
tributed to the officers of each particular branch ;

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facks and doors of- the magazine are fealed with the feals of the meet beka-

Every month, is drawn out an account of the daily expenditure, for 
which vouchers 'are produced under the feals of the two officers above 
mentioned, when they are entered in the account charges. 

* 

At the beginning of every quarter, the dewan of the offices and the meer 
bekawel, collefl: together whatever they think will be required for the 
kitchen : fuch as thofe kinds of rice called fukdofs, from Bahrantch ; dow> 
zerah, from Gualiar j khenjen, from Rajowry ; nimlahzurd and oil from 
Hiflar ; and geefr and other water-fowl from Caflimeer. The cooks fatten 
fr^eep, goats, and poultry : the flaughter-houfe is without the city, and 
from thence the meat is, fern to the kitcb^n in lacks fealed by the coo||. 

( 

The water-carriers pour the water out of leather bt^s into earthen veflels, 
the mouths whereof, being covered with Unen cloth, are fealed up ; and the 
water is left to fettle before it is ufed. 

The kitchen-gardens are kept under a guard, that there may be a con- 
tinual fupply of frefli greens. 

The meet bekauTel and the mulhielF draw #tj'"^^feftimate of the daily 
expence of every kind of food, and make that their rule. 

Ordinary people are not permitted to enter the kitchen ; and no 
one is entertained as a fervant who cannot give fecurity for his good be- 
haviour. 


The 
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The viftuals are ferved up in difties of gold, filver, ftone, and china. 

During the time of drefling and taking up the viftuals, an awning is 
fpread over the top of the kitchen, and care taken that nothing falls there- 
from. The cooks tuck up the fleeves and the Ikirts of their garments, and 
hold their hands before their mouths and noftrils. Before the vidluals 
are taken up, a cook and one of the inferior bekawels tafle them ; after 
which they are tafted by the meer bekawcl, and then put, into diflies. 

The gold and lilver diflies are tied up in red linen cloths, and thofe of 

copper and china in white linen p and the meet bekawel puts his leal upon 

every dilh, and writes on the cloth what it contains ; then the mulhreff 

tubbuck khaneh (or clerk of the pantry) makes out an inventory of all the 

diflies, and this is fent under a cover with the feal of the meer bekawel, that 

none of the diflies may be changed.

. The diflies are carried by the inferior tafters, the cooks, and other 
fervants of the kitchen j and the mace-bearers both precede and follow, to 
prevent people from approaching them ; and with the diflies of meat are feat

_ The fervants of the prefence again tafte the victuals, and tljpn ferve it 
up ; when the table is ready, his majefty feats himfelf ; and the attendants 
place themfelvea^^hd the table in a fitting pofture ; firft, the (hare of the 
dervilhes is fet Vpait,' whe» his majefty begins generally with milk 
curds. — After he has dirijed he fiiys grace.

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Befides what is ferved up, a quantity of viduals is kept half-drefled, 
to be ready when called for. 

The copper utenfils for his majefty’s ufe are tinned twice in a month, 
and thofe of the princes and the haram, only once in that time ; whatever 
copper utenfils are broken are given to the braziers, who make new ones. 

OF THE ARTICLES USED IN COOKING. 

It is difficult to defcribe the various difhesj but foniething fliall be 
faid on this fubjedt. 

Cookery is divided into three kinds : ift, That without flefli, which is 
commoifiy called fofyanehj 2d,*Flelh with rice, and fach'Ekej 3d, Flefh 
with greens : and of each of thele kinds 1 (hall defcribe ten dilhes. 

THE FIRST KIND. 

Zerdberinj. Ten leers of rice, five feers of fugar-candy, three feers 
and a half of ghee, half a feer of kilhmilhes ; of almonds and piftachios 
each half a feer j a quarter of a feer of fait j ap eighth of a feer of girder ; 
one dam aad a half of fafiion, and two mi&ab of dnnamoit ; 

thefe will make four ordinary difties 5 forhe make'^iB^^m^th fewer fpices, 
and even without ahy : and' there is alfo Ibraetimes added flefli, with 
other feafonings. 

Khufkeh. Ten leers of rice, feafoned with half a feer of fait j but it 
is made in different ways ; this will make four difties* A maund of Dow- 

zerah-

zerab-paddy yields twenty-five feers of rice, fixteen feers of which will be 
very fine ; a maund df Khenjin-paddy yields twenty-two feers. 

Khitchery. Five feers of rice and the like quantity of fplit peas, five 
feers of ghee, and one-third of a feer of fait, will make four difhes. 

Sheerberinj. Ten feers of wheat ground, out of which a third will 
be loft in lifting, half that weight of ghee, ten milkals of pepper, four 
miikals of cinnamon, three milkals and a half of cloves, the fame quan- 
tity of cardamums, and one-third of a feer of fait, will make four dilhes. 
Some add milk and fugar. 

Chickhee. Ten feers of wheat-flour made into a pafte and walked, 
till it is reduced to two feers j one feer of ghee, and the fame quantity of 
onions; faffron, cardamums, and cloves, each half a damj cinnamon, 
round pepper, and coriander-feed, each one dam ; green ginger and lalt, 
each three dams, will make two dilhes. Some add lemon-juice. 

Badinjan. Ten feers of badinjan, one feer and a halif of ghee, three 
quarters of a fe«r -of osiioiiB, » quarter of a feer cSf" ganger, the fame 
quantity of lemon-jiiidfej pepper and coriander-feed five dams; cloves, 
cardamums, and aflafoetida, each half a dam, will make fix dilhes. 

Pahet. Ten ^ers of mowngh, malh,.and adels, and fuch like, Ikinned j 
■half a feer of gHee^ felt and ginger, each half a dam; cumin-feed two 
milkals, and one half milkal of aflafatida, will make fifteen dilhcsi 
Tltis is generally eaten with khulhkeh.* 


Sawg 
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Sawg is made of Spinach, and man}^ other greens : it is the mofl natural 
dilh that is cooked. 

Ten feers of fpinach and fennel, &c. one feer and a half of ghee, one 
feer of onions, five milkals and a half qf pepper ; cloves and cardamums, 
of each half a mifkal, will make fix difhes. 

Hulwa. Ten feers of wheat-flour, ten feers of fugar-candjr, and the fame 
quantity of ghee, will make fifteen difhes. 

All thefe dilhes are made after different ways, and are eaten with a 
Variety of pickles and fweetmeats.

Cabooly. Ten feers of rice, feven feers of flefh, three feers and a 
half of ghee, one feer of nakhud fkinned, two feers of onions, half a 
feer of fait, a quarter of a feer of green ginger and cinnamon ; cumin- 
feed and pepper, of each one dam ; cardamums and cloves, of each half 
a dam; and fome add almonds and kifhmifhes.

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Showlah, Ten feers of flefli, three feers and a half of rice, two feers of 
ghee, one feer of nakhud, two feers of onions, half a feer of fait ; a quarter 
of a feer of green ginger ; pepper two dams ; and cinnamon, cardamums, 
and cloves, of each one dam, will make fix diflies. 

Boghra. Ten feers of flefti, three feers of flour, one feer and a half of 
ghee, one feer of nakhud, one feer and a half of vinegar, one feer of fugar- 
candy, one quarter of a feer each of onions, carrots, beet-root, turnips, 
fpinach, fennel, and ginger; faffron, cloves, cardamums, and cumin- 
feed, of each one dam, two dams of cinnamon, and eight mifkals; of 
pepper, will make twelve diflies.

Ten feers of flefli, four feers of flour, two feers of ghee, one feer of onions, 
a quarter of a feer of green ginger, half a feer of fait ; pepper and coriander- 
feed, of each two dams; cardamoms, cumin-feed, and cloves, of each 
one dam, and a quarter of a feer of fumach-feed, will make near twenty 
nutabs, which will fill four difhes.

Ber}ran drooft gofpund. Two feers of fait, one feer of ghee, faffron, 
cloves, pepper, cardamums, and cumin, of each two milkals*.wiH make 
four difhes. 

Yekhny. Ten feers of flefh, one feer of onions, and half a fetr of fait.

Yulmeh. A goat is fcalded in water till all the hair comes off, and then 
made into a yekhny, or dreffed in any other way ; but a kid or a lamb is 
preferable. 

Kebab is of various kinds. Ten feers of flefh, half a feer of ghee; fait, 
green ginger, and onions, of each half a feer ; cumin-feed, coriander- 
feed, pepper, cardamums, and cloves, of each one darn ami a half. 

Mefemmen. They take all the bones out of a fowl through the neck, 
fo that the flefh remains perfedt, and which they fill with half a feer of 
flefh, and the like quantity of ghee, together with five eggs, a quart^jpf a 
feer of*onions, ten mifkals of coriander-feed and green ging^, 
of fait, three mifkals of pepper, -and half a milkal of faffron, .

Dumpolfit. Ten feet? of fiefli, two feers of .ghee, one feer of onions, 
fifteen mifkals of pepper ; cloves and, cardamums, of each two dams. 

Kuleeah. Ten feers of flefh, two feers of oil, one feer of onions, two 
dams of pepper ; cloves and cardamums, of each .one dam, and an eighth 
of a feer of fait, will make eight diflies. 


Mulghobab. Ten feers of flefh, ten feers of milk-curds; ghee and 
onions of each one feer, a quarter of a feer of ginger, and, one dam of cloves, 
will.. majee ten di'tttfesf

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THE SUFYANEH. 


His majefly has a great difinclination for flefli ; and he frequently fays, 
“ Providence has prepared variety of food for man j but, through ignorance 
** and gluttony, he deft toys living creatures, and makes his body a tomb 

for beafts. If I were not a king, I would leave off eating fleflx at once ; 
“ and now it is my intention to quit it by degrees.” For fome time he 
abftained from flefli on Fridays, then on Sundays, now on the firft day of 
every folar month, and on Sundays, and on the days of the eclipfes of the 
fun and of the moon, and the day between two fufyanehs *, and the Mon- 
days of the month Rejeb, and the feftival of the month Teer, together 
with the whole of the month, ^ervirdeen (Marc^ and the month in 
whidh his majefty vras born, "dljhich is Aban „and it bdlng or- 

dered that the fufyaneh fhould laft for as many days as his majefty wis yea« 
old, fome days in the next month, Azer, were likewife added ; and now the 
whole of this lafr month is fufyaneh : and out of his righteoufnefs, belides all 
thofe, it is ftill increaling fome days every year, and neyer lefs than five days. 

Whatever is faved in the fufyaneh days, is expended in the other months. 

At the expiration of the great fufyaneh. the /^mfei^es .of fiefli that are 
dreffed conie from the apartments of and next from 

the other pitoees and princeffes, and the princip^ nobility. 

* That is, if 'a da; intervened between two days that were appointed for abfiahiing from 
fiefli, that interme^te day became alfo fufyaneh.

THE FRUITERY. 

His majefty is exceedingly fond of fruit ; and by the great encouragement 
he has given to the cultivation of fruit-trees, Ikilful people have come with 
their families from Perfia and Tartary, and fettled in this country. 

Mulk-melons and grapes are become very plenty; and water-melons, 
peaches, almonds, piftachios, pomegranates, and many other fruits, have 
been introduced into Hindoftan. 

Ever fince the conqucfl: of Cabul, Candahar, and Cafhmeer, loads of 
fruit are annually 1lro«0ht from thence, and flock the markcfS. Mulk- 
melons come in feafbn, irfHindoftan, in the month of March (Fervirde^J 
and are very pknty' in month of April. They are exceedingly 
efpemlly th^fe called naibpatty, and babafheikhy, and alyfbei^,«'and elchch, 
iptifaei, and doodcheragh, and others which continue in feafon two 
If ' M month*. 
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months longer. In the beginning of the month of Awguft they come from 
Caftimcer; and before thefe are out of feafon, great plenty ast brought from 
Cabulj and in the month of November the caravans come from Badakh- 
fhanj and when they are. in feafon in Zabuliftan, they are alfo to be had in 
Penjab. In Behker and its vicinity, they are plentifully in feafon all the year, 
excepting in the extremity of winter. In the months of' May and July 
there are variety of grapes in Hindoftan j and in the month of Auguft, 
the markets are fupplied from Calljmeer, In Cafhmeer eight feers of grapes 
are bought for one dam ; and the expence of tranfporting a maund is two 
rupees : the Cafhmerians bring them on their backs in long balkets. From 
the month of April till September they are brought from Cabul, together 
with cherries, to which his majefty has given the name of fliah aloo (the 
royal plumb) and feedlefs pomegranates, apples, pears, quinces, peaches, 
apricots, feveral kinds of plumbs, and other fruits in great plenty j and many 
. of thefe are alfo introduced into Hindoftan. They alfo bring from Candahar, 
melons, pears, and apples. 

Whenever his majefty is inclined to drink wine, or take opium, or kuknar, 
trays of fruit are fet before him. He eats a few, but the greateft part is 
diftributed amongft the attendants and nobility ; and every one is marked 
according to its degree of excellence. On the mefons of the firft degree they 
mark one line quite acsofs the top, and thoTe of t]ae fecpud d^ree with two 
lines, and fb on. 

In this^departnoent are munfubdars, ahdyans, and other troops. The 
monthly pay of a foot-fold ier is from one hundred and forty dmns down to one 
hundred.

REGULATIONS FOR THE FERFUME-OFFICE. 

His majefty is exceedingly fond of perfumes > and the prefence-chamber is 
continually fcented. with flowers, and fumigated with prepaations of am- 
bergris, lignum-aloes, &c. which are burnt in gold and lilver ccnfcrs. 

His majefty conftantly perfumes his body and the hair of his head with 
odoriferous ointments. Some of the odoriferous compofitions fliall here be 
deferibed. 

Sentowk. One tolah and a half of civet, one tolah of chuwah, two 
malhahs of Jafmin-oil, and two bottles of rofe-water. This is ufed for. 
anointing the body imd it is a great exhilarator* 

Argehjeb. Three qu^ters of a feer of fandal<^ood, two folahs of lignum- 
aloes,, two tolahs of myd, three tolahs of chuwah, two tolahs of the roots 
of and kehlet (which is the feed of an odoriferous %ri^^rafs) half 

a mafhah 
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a malliali of camphor, and eleven bottles of rofe-watw. This is ufed for 
anointing the body in the fummer. 

Gulkameh. One tolah of ambergris, fix mafhalis of laudan, two tolahs 
of mulk, four tolahs of lignum-aloes, eight tolahs of akyfir ground fine on a 
China difli, and mixed up with one feer of the exprefled jhice of rofes ; this 
is dried in the fun, and in the evening is moiftened with the juice of lemon- 
bloffoms, and ground on a fumac-ftone j and thefe operations are to be re- 
peated ten times. Sometimes the juice of fweet bafil is added* 'When the 
above operations have been repeated ten days, it is mixed up with the juice 
of lemon-blofloms and then dried. Some of this compofition is ufed_along 
with the argehjeh, 

Ruh-afza, for burning in cenfers. Five feers of lignum-aloes, one feer of 
landal-wood, a quarter of a feer of laudan, a quarter of a feer of akyfir, three 
tolahs and a half of frankincenfe, three tolahs and a half of derhoop, which 
is a root brought from Cafhmeer, violet-roots twenty tolahs, uflineh ten 
' tolahs, pounded and fifted. To be made into cakes with four bottles of 
rofe-wacer, thickened with fyrup. 

Owpteneh is an odoriferous wafh for the hands. Three quarters of a feer 
of laudan, one dam and a half of lignum-aloes, with the like quantity of 
lemon-blolToms, and one feer and a half of lemon-peel, one feer and ten 
■ dams of fandal-wood, jpe feer and five dams of fpikenard, the fame quantity 
of ufiineh, thirty-eight tolahs and fix mafliahs of muik, half a feer and 
four tolahs of pacheh-leaves, thirty-fix tolahs of apples, fifteen tolahs of 
fad five dams of violets, one tolah two mafliahs of derhoop, one tolah and

a half 
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a half of a grafs called akenky, half a tolah of civet» one tolah two 
malhahs of frankincenfe, with one hundred and fix bottles of rofe-watcr, 
and five bottles of the juice of lemon- blofToms. All the ingredients are 
pounded and ftrained, and then fet over a flow fire with the rofe-water 
and juice of lemon-bloflbms ; and when the compofition is fufficiently 
boiled, it is taken off from the fire and dried. , 

Abyr mayeh, Lignum-aloes four dams, fandal-wood two dams, violet- 
roots one dam, Ipikenard three dams and a half, duwalek three dams, mulk 
of Tartary four tolahs, laudan two dams and a half, orange-bloflbms 
feven dams and a half : all thefe ingredients .being pounded and lifted, 
are put upon a flow fire with ten bottles of role-water, and afterwards dried 
in the lhade. 

Kelhneh. Twenty-four tolahs of lignum-aloes, laudan, frankincenfe, 
and fandal-wood of each fix tolahs, akyfir and derhoop of each four tolahs, 
violet-roots and mulk of each two tolahs, one tolah of uflbneh, fifty tolahs 
of fugar-candy, and two bottles of rofe-water, to be boiled over a flow 
fire, after which it is made into cakes. It ^ves a very fragrant fmell when 
burnt, 

Bekhur. Lignum-aloes and fandal-wood of each one leer, a quarter of a 
fecr of frankincenfe, two tolahs of mulk, and five tolahs of akyfir, mixed 
up with two feers of fugar-candy and one bottle of rofe-water, boiled over a 
flow fire.

Fetylehs. i^ve fee» of lignnm-^oes, feventy-two tolahs Sf fluxdal- 
wood^ twenty-five feers of akyfir, the fame quantity of lau4iii violets, 

i^oi. ISp'’ N and 
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and tentolahs of franldnccnfe, boiled up with three tdlabs of fugar-candy 
and two bottles of rofe-watcr, and then made into fetylehs or tapers. 

Barjat. One feer of lignum-aloes, five tolahs of laudan, mufk and 
fandal-wood of each two tolahs, one tolah of frankincenfe, and fix mafhahs 
of camphor. This compofition is prepared, like chuwah. 

Abyr akyfir. Sandal- wood three feers, akyfir twenty-fix tolahs, mufk two 
tolahs and eight mafhahs, ground fit for ufe. 

Gheful. Thirty-five tolahs of kettowl, one tolah of mufk and chuwah, 
camphor and myd of each two tolahs, mixed up with two bottles of 
rofe- water. 


OF NATURAL PERFUMES. 

Ambergris. Some fay that it is produced in the bottom of the fea j 
others make it to be the dung of the fea-cow, which is called fara ; while 
others maintain that it is the foam of the fea. 

Laudan is by fome confounded with ambergris, but it is gathered from 
s tree found in the ifiands of Cyprus and Chios. It is a moifiure that fettles 
on the leaves of that tree. 

Camphor is obtained from a large tree found in the maritime mountains 
of ^Hindofian and China. It is colleded from the trunk and branches. 

Civet is a perfume procured from an animal refembling a. cat, but feme- 
what larger, with a longer face and tail. They bring this perfume from 
Achin. 


Kowrah 
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Kowrah is fomething of the fame kind, procured from an animal much 
refembling the civet j and it alfo is found in Achin. 

Myd is likewife fomething of the fame kind, but of an inferior quality. 

Lignum-aloes is the root of a tree, which is lopped off and buried in the 
earth, when whatever is not good rots, and the remainder is pure aloes. 
There are feveral Jtinds of it, wa. Mendely, Jebely, Semendury, Kemary, 
Kakey, Berry, Cathaiy, Chiny (which is alfo called Kemoory) and Jelaly, 
Mjrtaky, and Lemaky. Of all thefe kinds the Mendely is the beft. The, 
Semendury is blue, thick, and moift, and burns for a long time on the fire. 

Chuwah is difiiilled lignum-aloes. 

THE METHOD OF MAKING CHtTWAII. 

Small pieces of lignum-aloes that have been fteeped in water for a week, 
are put. into a narrow-necked veflel, which is then luted with philo- 
fopher’s clay. Philofophep’s clay is compof?4 of play, cottpn,, and rice-t(j»n. 
A fmall Ipace is left at the neck of the veflel, which is placed inverted in 
another veflel perforated at the bottom, agd. fupported by a three-legged 
ftand, under which is placed a difli full of water, fo that the mouth of the 
firft mentioned veflel may touch its furfacci then there is made round 
the inverted veflel a -gentle fire of pow-dung, which melts the aloes till 
it diflils. into’iii^ water r> this is coUe&ed, and repeatedly waihed witli water 
and rofe-water to take ojOf all fmell of fmoke. 

Sandal. XiM^.tree.is a native of China. It has been broii^'Jdto Hindo- 
ftan in thi^jcign, and thrives very well.

Sandal- 
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Sandal-wood is of three kinds, white, red, and yellow. The beft is that 
which is yellow and oily, and it is called mekafiry. 

Storax is the gum of a native tree of Syria j and there are of it both liquid 
and dry. 

Kelumbek is a tree whole wood is very heavy and veined. It is brought 
from Zeerbad. ,It is ground fine and mixed with other perfumes j and they 
alfo make rofaries of it. 

MuUageer is a tree relembling the former, only that the wood is lighter 
and not veined. 

Frankihcenfe is the gum of a tree brought from the port of Java : fome 
miftake it for dry ftorax. When thrown on the fire, it evaporates like 
camphor. 

Scented-n^s refemble (hells, and are coUeded from the neft of an ani- 
mal. They are found in the Indus, at Bafrah, and Bahrain.

Sugendehkukla is a flowering fhrub, very common in Hinfl^lan. 

Sewty refembles the red tofe, only that it is fmaller. 

Jafinin. There are two kinds ; one of which is called roy chembely. 

Roy beyl relemblesjafinin, and is of feveral kinds, 

Mowngra refembles roy beyl, but is larger. 

Chempeh is of a conical form* th^^^^^gth of R finger ; i^s trpe is handfome, 
and bears flowers in fevpn years. 

Keytkey refembles the cone of a pine-tree, and has a very delicate fra- 
grant fmell. Its tree bears flowers in fix or feven years. 

Chelteh is like a tulip, only larger, and in fmell it nearly refembles 
the violet. Thefe flowers when withered, are boiled and eaten. The 
tree is about the fize.Q^ tb^p.,{^]:pejpT|pate-tree, with leaves U^e the lemon- 
tree. It flowers in the feyentli year. . • 

Kewrah is like the keytkey, only twice as big. The tree flowers in four 
years. 

Tulbeh gulal has a very fragrant fmell. The petals are of the form of 
a dagger. The fhrub is two ells high, and flowers in the fourth yeaiv 
TTiey make beads of thefe flowers, which keep frelh a week. 


Phulfery 
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Phulfery is lefs than the jaihain, and its petals are indented. The tree 
refembles the walnut-tree, and it flowers in the tenth year. 

Sengarhar is ftiaped like a clove. Its tree flowers in the fifth year. 

Koozeh refembles the white rofe. Of this flower is made abyrmayeh, 
and they alfo diflil a xVater from it. 

Padel is a flower which gives an agreeable flavour to water. The tree 
flowers the firft year. 

Jewhy ; its tree flowers in the third year. 

Newary refembles the roy beyl. Its tree flowers in the firft year. 

Kepurbeyl has five petals, and refembles the faffron flower. It has been 
lately brought from Europe. 

The faffron-flot^ refembles the kepurbeyl, but it has fix petals and fix 
threads. The firft three petals are srefy beautiful, and arc encompafTed 
by three other finailar ones and tlafeih fix pet^s are three ydllow 

threads furrounding three red threads j which laft are the faffroii. 

■ The fui^ower is round,, broady and large, and of numerous petals j 
and it always Ipbrns towards the fun.

Keylew has flve petals, irefembling thenaUs of a lion. 

Kenayi remains a long time in bloom, and is beautiful, but unlucky. 
Whoever wears it on his head gets into quarrels. It flowers in one year. 

Kuddem is round like a ball Its tree and the leaves thereokrefemble die 
walnut-tree. 

Nagehfit is in fhape like the red rofe, but is white, with yellow in the 
middle it has five petals and threads. The tree flowers in feven years. 

Soorpuu.refembles the fefame-flower, with yellow in the middle, 

Sirrykhundy is fomewhat like jafmin. It flowers in two years. 

Henna has four petals, s^nd every flirab bears a different coloured flower.

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Dupahrya is a fmall flower of a dark red colour, and blows always at noon. 

.Bhuyn chumpa refembles the neelofer. It has five petals, and grows in 
inundated ground, in fuch a manner that nothing but the flower appears 
above the furface. 

Soodorlbn refembles the roy beyl, and has yellow threads within the 
petals. The plant is like the lily. 

Spikenard is compofed of five petals, each ten fingers long, and three 
fingers broad.

Rotonmala is ufed in dying cloth. With a decoftion of it they mjy vitriol 
and niaasfer flowers, which produce a red colour. 

Malty is like jalnfin, but rather fmaller. It flowers in the lecond year. 

Soon is like yellow jafinin, but fomewhat larger. It has five petals. The 
tree refembles the jafmin, and flowers in the fecond year. 

Keroyl is a beautiful flower of mree little petals, it is made into broth, 
and is alfo pickled. 

Jait grows on a large tree, whdfe leaf refembles that of the tamarind. 

Chempe^ah is like a nofe^y>; it flowers in the fecopd year. The barfcjQf 
the tree makes a red dccqdtiQh.^ It in mounta^OWj^i^^^s.

Dhonwontor is a beautiful flower, refembling the neelofer. 

Serifs is like threads of fllk, and fends its fragrance to a great diflance. Its 
tree is called the king of trees j it is very large, and is ufed in building. 
The heart of it is black, and relifts the ftroke of the axe. 

Kunglay is a beautiful flower of five petals, each four fingers long ; and 
only one flower grows on each ftalk. 

Hetpp ^ows in clufters like a nofegay. The leaves of this plant refemble 
thofe of the Chinar-tree, and of the bark is made rope. One fpecies bears 
a flower like the cotton-ftirub ; and this is called in Hindoftan, funpaut. It 
makes a very loft tope. 

It would be impofiible for one, ignorant as 1 am, to defcribe every flower 
of tlus country ; — a few have been mentioned by way of fpecimen. Here 
areaUb found abundahce df'^fltQwSrs .tranfplanted from Perfia and Tartary j 
fuch as rofes, violets, jafmin, &c.

The plants, flowers, roots, &c. of this country that are ufed for food, or 
applied to medicinal purpoles, are innumerable. It is laid by Indian authors, 
fllkat if you take a leaf ^ every tree, they will amount to fix maunds.

Through the attention of his majefty, a variety of new manufadtures are 
eftabliftied in this country ; and the cloths fabricated in Perfia, Europe, and 
China have become cheap and plenty. The Ikill of the manufadturers has 
incrcafed with their number, for his majefty has made himfelf acquainted 
with die theory and practice in every ftage of the bufinefs, fo as to be able to 
difcover the merits of the workmen j thus by bringing the arts into credit, 
the natives are encouraged to give application, and they fpeedily gain a 
complete knowledge of their profeffion. 

The manufadures of every nation are to be found in the royal worklhops ; 
whatever is brought or made there, or is received in Peflrcufh, is carefully 
preferved ; and thole articles. of v^l^^|hero' iu:e made 

up into garments or given away; " z rv ‘ , 

Every piece that is received is put by with the price marked upon it ; and 
Ikilful people are employed in comparing the former with thh prelent price. 
By this means die inttrinfic value beimg learned, the prices are fo much re- 
duced, that the ghiaft nukftibund, which was forni§rl}r,j, li9Ught for 
hundred mohurs, is noW'.to .be had for •,

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The takowchyeh is made of a fingle clothy and is of the Indian form j 
formerly it had flits in the ikirt, and .was tied with firings on the left fide : 
his majefty has ordered it to be made with a round Ikirt, and to be tied on 
the right fide. It requires feven ells and a half. The price for making 
one of them plain is one rupee, and thofe which are ornamented with fiitches 
2re from one rupee to five rupees. There are allb expended three quarters of 
a rnifkal of filk. 

The paifliwaz is of the fame form, but ties before } and fome are aJfo 
made without firings. 

The dutaiy requires fix ells and four girahs for the outfide and the lining, 
four girahs for the firings, and. nine for the finjaf, or border. The expence 
of making is, from one rupee to three rupees j and it requires one rnifkal of 
filk. 

The ftiahajeedeh. In every girah * are worked fixty lines of fiitches i 
and it is from thence alfo called fhulht khutty (fixty lines).

Seven ells for the outfide, 
fix ells for the lining, four girahs for the firings, and nine girahs for the 
border; two feers and a half of cptton, and three mifkals of filk. The 
taylor is paid from half a rupee to one rupee and a half. 

The firjy is open before without firings. Some add buttons, and wear 
it over the jamah : for the outfide, five ells and twelve girahs ; for the lining, 
five ells and five girahs ; for the border fourteen girahs, one feer of cotton, 
and one raifkal of filk. The taylor has from a quarter of a rupee to one 
rupee. 

The firgool is a very becoming garment ; it was firfl brought from Europe, 
and now is worn by people of all ranks. It is made of various kinds of fluff*.

The flioolwar Is made of dilTercnt cloths, and U either .fingle or double, 
and is fometimes quilted : for the putfide three eljs and eleven girahs ; for 
the waiftband fix girahs j one milkal and a quarter of filk, and half a feer of 
cotton. The taylor has from a quarter to half a rupee. 

Each of the above drefles is alfo made in different faQiions from what 
have been deferibed j and the turbans and other parts of drefs are innu- 
merable i befides which, the rich dreffes that arc beftowed on the nobility on 
feflivals, are beyond defeription. Every quarter there are prepared for the 
nobility one thoufand firrapa (or complete dreffes). They are tied up in 
feparate bundles, each containing twenty-one.

incomparable for lightnefs, warmth, and foftnefs. Formerly they were always 
rna<^<» with the wool in its original flate, . but his majefly has had fome of 
them dyed, and it is furprifing that they will not take a red colour, ad, Sefed 
alchfih, which they alfo call terehdar. The natural colours of the wool are 
white or black ; and they weave three forts of tliem, white, black, and grey, 
Formerly there were not above thrfee or four different colours for fhawls j but 
his majefly has, made them of various hues. 3d, Zerdozy, gulabetun, 
kefhydeh, cul^^j^.^endhenun, cheet, alcheh, and perzdar, which are of his 
majefly’s inventioii'i' 4^, Ftmi being fhort pieces, he had them made long 
enough for jamahs.

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The fliawls are clafled according to the day, month, year, price, colour, 
and weight ; and- this manner of claffing is commonly called miffel. The 
mulhrefFs, having examined thefe particulars, mark the quality of each 
fliawl on a piece of paper, which they affix to one corner thereof. All 
thofe that are brought into the palace on the day Ormuzd of the month 
Fervirdin are preferred to thofe received afterwards of the fame finenefs, 
weight, and colour ; and each are written down in order. Every day there 
are received into ftore of the following kinds : toos, fefed alcheh, laal 
zerreen, narenjy, berenjy, caremzy, kahy, gulpumbeh, fendely, badamy, 
arghuwany, anaby, tooteky, affely, fofcny, menjeny, gulkafny, fibecky, 
alify, feftoky, pezh gul, gulkhear, nejyberen, bhowjputtry, afmany, gulaby, 
kulghy, aby, zytoony, jigery, ztjmroody, cheeny, benefsh, cmiboweh, mufh- 
keen, fekhtehy. From this account of one day, may be formed an idea of 
what is done in the courfe of a year. 


.Formerly fliawls were but rarely brought from Caflimccr, and thofe who, 
had them ufed to wear them over their Ihoulders in four folds, fo tliat 
they lafled for a long time j now they are worn Angle by people of all degrees.

They alfo make an imitation of fliawl with 
the warp of lilk;.and the v^oof of wool j and this kind is called Mayan.

The ftory of the loves of Nol and Domoyontee, which is highly efteemed 
in the Hindovee language, has been tranllated by Skeikh Fizee into Perfian 
verfe, in the manner of Leilee and Mujnoon. 

His majefty being fond of hiftory, commanded thole ikilled therein, to 
compile a hiftory of all partJ of the world for thefe lafl: thoufand years. 
It was began by Nekeeb Khan and others ; and Mollana Ahmed Tattavee 
had a great (hare in the compilation j Jafer Beg and Afof Khan finilhed it, 
and the author of this work wrote the preface. It is called Tareekh Alfy, 
or the Hiftory of One Thoufand Years.

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Many of the fcrvants of this department are munfubdars, ahdyan, and 
cavalry of every denomination. The monthly pay of a foot-foldier never 
exceeds one thoufand two hundred, and is never lefs than fixty dams, 

THE KOWR KHANEH. 

There is always kept in ftorc armour fufficient for the equipment of an 
army. Thofe which are khafeh have particular names and ranks given 
them. 

There are thirty khafeh Twords, one of yrhieh# is carried to the haram 
every month, and the former one is returned. There are alfo in readinefs 
forty other fwords, which they call kowtel. When of the thirty khafeh 
fwords twelve remain unufed, the complement is made up out of thefe forty, 
fo that there are always thirty khafeh fwords : alfo twelve fword-belts are 
kept apart, and fent into the haram, one every week alternately. 

There are likewife forty jen^hers and forty khupwahs f delivered out 
alternately j of wch, one every week. And of the tm> laft mentioiied, 
there arc; thi^- more of eadbi'-caiR|d',kowtel, wKiclj arc bfed. tof teep up the 
full complement of thefe, in the fame manner as has been defcribed of the 
khaleh fwords. Moreover, there are eight kareds twenty neyzahs § and 
twenty birchehs § ; and a different one of each is ufed every month. There 
are alfo eighty-fix mefhed and behdayin. bows, , with, twenty-four others, out^

of which, in every foUr month of thirty-two days, one bow is fent to his 
majefty every day ; and during every month of thirty-one days, two every 
week alternately. Every one of thefe has its rank affigned it j and when his 
■majefty goes abroad, or appears in the Bar Aum, the fons of the omrahs, 
with other munfubdars and ahdyan, carry die kowr in their hands, and on 
their ll^oulders. One carries a bow, another a quiver, a third a fvvord, and 
.a fourth a ftiield ; and there are four of each of thefe kinds. But of the 
fallowing weapons only four perfons are employed in carrying one of each } 
viz. a neyzah, a birchez, a tubber-zaghnowl a peyarygupty -f, a keman- 
keroheh ]■, a gung •f', and a fandely 'j'-. On journies a number of mules, 
camels, and carts are loaded with all forts of arms. 

In the bargah, the omrahs and others arrange themfelvcs between thofe 
who fupport the kowr. When his majefty goes abroad, they all march be- 
hind, excepting a few of the principal nobility, who go amongft the kowr. 
With the kowr are caparifoned elephants, with camels, chariots, nakarahs, 
flags , kokebehs, and other enfigns of ftate j and the mace-bearers .clofe the 
whole, being affifted by the meet bukhfliiean in clearing the way. 

When his majefty hunts, feme nimble foot-foldiers alfo carry arms.

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THE ARTILLERY. 

Thefe are the locks and keys of empire; and, excepting Room, no 
kingdom can compare with this in the number and variety of its ordnance. 

Some pieces of cannon are fo large as to carry a ball of twelve maunds ; 
and others require each fcveral elephants and a thoufand bullocks for 

their tranfportation. 

■ His majefty gives a great deal of attention to this department, and has 
appointed to it daroghahs and clerks. 

He has invented feveral kinds; fome of which are fo contrived as to 
to pieces for the convenience of carriage, and when the army halts, 
they are nicely put together again. Alfo feventeen pieces are fo united to- 
gether as to be difeharged by one match. There are others which can 
be eafily tranfported by one elephant ; and they are called gujnal. Others 
can be carried by a lingle man, and are called nurnal. 

It has been wifely ordered, that a fufEcient train of artillery be placed in 
each fubah. 

The cannon for battery and for boats, and thofe which are fit for jour- 
nies, are kept feparate. It would be impoffible to enumerate them ; and 
Ikilful artifis are continually making new ones, efpecially gujnals and 
nurnals.

RULES OBSERVED IN MAKING FIRE-ARMS FOR HIS MAJESTY’S USE. 

Bundooks * are now made in fuch a manner, that when filled with 
powder up to the muzzle, there is no fear of their burfting. Formerly they 
never were of more than four folds of iron, and fometimes only of one, 
joined together by the two extremities of the breadth, and which were very 
dangerous. His majefty, after having the iron flattened, has it rolled up 
like a fcroU of paper, but flantingly, and every fold is pafifed through the fire. 
There is alfo the following method ; lolid pieces of iron are properly tem- 
pered, and then bored with an iron borer j and three or four of thefe are 
joined together to form a bundook.- The fmalleft bundooks that are made 
are two fpans long ; and the longeft near two ells. That of one ell and a 
quarter is called demanik, and its flock is made differently from the others. 
Some are made to fire without a match, merely by giving a little motion 
to the tri^er : and they make fome balls that will do execution like a 
fword. There are great numbers of fkilful artifls in this department, the 
chief of. whom are Oflad Kebeer and Huflain. In preparing the iron for 
bundoojc^^^f is loft in the fire. When the lengths are made, and before 
thqr sire joined together, they are ftamped with figures, expreffingtbc quantity 
of crude iron and the quantity remaining j and in tliis ftate it is called 
dowl ; this is fent for his niajefly’s infpedion j and the weight of the balj 
being determined, the bore is made accordingly. The bundook-ball is never 
larger than twenty-five tanks, nor lefs than fifteen j* but, excepting his ma- 
jefty, no body is bold enough to fire off one of the largeft. When the 
bore is finifhcd it is again carried to the har|in i from thence it is brought 
out again and fet in an old flock, and filled with powder till witha^Mhird

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of the muzzle. If it ftands this proof, it is carried again to his majefty. 

hen the muzzle is iinilhed, after which it is again put into an old {lock, 
as before-mentioned, and tried at a mark. If it does not carry true, they 
heat it, and llraighten it by means of a wooden-rod ; then, in the royal 
prefence, it is delivered to the filer, who fafhtons the oiitfide as he is di- 
refted. When this is done, the barrel is again carried to his majefty, when 
the wood and form of the ftock are determined. In this ftage the figures 
marking the weight of the crude and of the prepared iron are effaced, and 
in their loom are engraven the maker’s name, the place, the month, and 
the year. Next are made the trigger, the ramrod, and primer. After 
all thefe are finifiied, the piece is again ordered to be proved. If it is found 
to carry true, it is again brought to the haram along with five balls. In 
this ftate it is ^led fadeh (or plain). The colour of the barrel .and ftock 
is next determined ; and when the colouring is finiftijed;, it is called rungeen 
(or coloured). It is now fent again into the haram with five more balls. 
His majefiy fires it four times, and returns it back again with the fifth 
ball. When ten of thefe rungeen mufkets are cofiedted together, they are 
ordered to be inlaid with gold, &c. and are afterwards fent to the haram, as 
before defcribedi and when ten fuch are completely finifhed, they are com- 
mitted to the care of the chceyleh. 

A DESCRIPTION OF THE BARGHU. 

* 

Formerly it required a great many men, with a number of iron tools to po- 
lifli the bundooks; but his majefty has invented a wheel, which is turned by 
a fingle bullock, and poliflies fixteen mulkcts in a very fliort time. 

OF THE RANKS OF THE ROYAL BUNDOOKS. 

Bundooks are either made in the royal workfliops, or are bought, or are 
rycei’^ed in prefents. His majefty, out of a thoufand of thofe of different 

kinds. 
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kinds, feledts one hundred and five for his own panicular ufe, which are 
ufed in the following manner; viz, twelve are -named after the months, 
and are brought to him alternately, fo that each comes in ufe' once a year \ 
thirty others are changed every week, and thirty-two are ufed alternately 
every day of a folar month j and the remaining thirty - one are for the 
kowtel. His majefty fires every day j and after he has difeharged a piece 
four times, it is fent out and exchanged for another. 

It is alfo a rule, that the clerks of the chace take an account of all the 
game that is fliot by his majefty, and with what particular piece ; from whence 
it appears, that with the mulket, cgftfid fungram, which is the firft in rank 
of the khafeh-mulkets, and appropriated for the month Ferverdin *, there 
have been killed one thoufand nine hundred game of various kinds. 


THE PAY OF THE BUNDOOKCHYAN. 

His majefty has fixed the pay of the merdahs after four rates, vix. firft, 
300 damsi fecond, 280 dams; third, ayodams; fourth, 260 dams; and 
the pay of jche others at five rates, each of which are divided into higheft, 
ioweft.

THE FEEL KHANEH, OR ELEPHANT-STABLES. 

The natives of Hindoftan hold this animal in fuch eftimation, that they 
conlidcr one of them as equivalent to five hundred horfes. The male ele- 
phant is of fo generous a difpofition, that he never injures the female, al- 
, though fhe be- the immediate caufe of his captivity j neither will he fight 
with a male who is much younger than himfelf j and, from a fenfe of gra- 
titu c, he never hurts his keeper ; and out of refped for his rider he neve^ 
blows -dujl over his body when he is mounted, although at other times he 
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is contiotially amufing himfelf with fo doing. In' the rutting feafon an 
elephant was fighting with his match, when a young one coming in their way, 
he kindly fet him -afide with his trunk, and then renewed the combat. If a 
male elephant breaks loofe in the rutting feafon, no body dares go near him. 
without being accompanied by a female one ; and then he fuffers himfelf to ' 
be bound without offering any refiftance. When the female dies, the male 
will neither eat nor drink for a confiderable time;- He can be taught 
various feats. He learns the modes which can only be underftood by thofe 
fkilled in mufic,. and moves his limbs in time thereto. He is alfb taught to 
fhoot an arrow out of a bow, and to take up any thing that is thrown down 
and to give it to his keeper.. They are fed with any. kind' of grain wrapt 
up in grafsj and, what is very aftbnifliing, upon a fignal being given him 
by his keeper^ be will hide eatables in the cornerof his mouth j and 'when' 
they are alone together will take them out. again and give them to the man. 
An elephant frequently with his trunk takes water out of his [ftomach and. 
fpfinkles himfelf with- it; and it ’is not in the leaft' offenlive; alfb, he will 
take out of his ftomach grafs on the fecond day, without its having un^- 
dergone any change- 

an ettphaat' is* feom one hundred to a lack of rupees. Thofe 
of fiire thoufand and of ten thoufknd rupees price,. are not uncommon.. 

There are four kinds of elephants; Behder'is that which has tvell pro- 
portioned limbs, an eredt head, broad breaft, large eyes, and a long tail, with 
two excrefcences in the forehead referabling Urge pearls. Thefe excref* 
cences- are called in. the Hindovee language, giij manik; and'many prop^ndes 
are aferibed to theffl. ^.^,;^ther has a blic^^;^;and' 

yellow eyes;. is bold; andiJiigov^aftfiabW.' TO called n;^^|^%w^tfiT 

’ ; . Ikin; 
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ikin, with moles ; and its eyes are of a mixture of red, yellow, black, and 
white. That called mirh has a fniall head, and is eafily brought under 
command : its colour is a mixture of white and black, refembUng fmoke j 
and from mixtures of the above kinds are formed others of different names and 
properties. 

The rej turn, of whom a particular delcription fliall hereafter be given, 
is very common j and this kind is handfome, well-proportioned, and trad- 
able, has not much inclination for the female, and is very long lived. The 
beyfli rej has a dreadful piercing eye, with a tremendous countenance, 
has a ravenous appetite, is vicious, and fleeps a great deal. 

Formerly it was thought unlucky to allow tame elephants to breed ; but 
his majefty has- furmounted this fcrufde. 

The female goes with youhg eighteen lunar months. The fcetus begins 
to liave iome form in the eleventh month} in the twelfth month the veins, 
bones, nails, and hair are difcernible ; in the thirteenth month its fex may 
- be difcovered ; and in the fifteenth month it has life. If the female in- 
creafes in ftrength whilft breeding, it is a fign that fhe is big of a male j 
and, on the contrary, if (he is weak, it indicates her having a female. In 
general, an elephant has but one joung at a birth, but fometimes fhe has 
two. The young one fucks till it is five years old, after which time it feeds 
on vegetables. At this age it is called bal. At ten years it is called powt j 
at twenty, bek^ .ptd at thirty, kelbeh. It undergoes feme change at evei^ 
ou,e of thefe periods, -and arrives at maturity in fixty yeara. It is a good fign 
in an elephant to have eyes ^yellow and white, mixed with black and red. 
the elephant has .two whitSfes, an ell in length, and fometimes longer. 

The 
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The tulks are faid to be fometimes red, and likewife four in number. An 
elephant ought to be eight cubits high and nine in length, and fhould 
meafure ten cubits or more round the back and belly ; and white fpecks on 
the forehead are very lucky. 

The male elephant wants the female in different feafons j fome in winter, 
fome in fummer, and others in the rains ; and at this time they commit 
many extravagancies, throwing down houfes and ftone-walls, and pulling 
men from on horfeback with their trunks. The fign of their being hot, i$ 
a filthy water, of a white or red colour, exuding from their temples, and 
which is of an infufferable fmell. Each of the temples of an elephant is 
faid to have twelve pertbratioiis : before this fymptom the elephant is 
outrageous, and looks very handfome. The natural life of an elephant, like 
. that of man, is one hundred and twenty years. The elephant has many 
general names, amongft which are hufty, guj, feel, peel, and hawtee. An 
elephant by being properly trained may be made very valuable, fo that many 
who buy an elephant for an hundred rupees, in a ftiort time make him worth 
ten thoufand. 

Elephants are taken in tike following placed ; in Agra, in the wilds of 
BegtfKTah and iSTerwar, as fer as Berar j the fubah of Allahabad, near Rut- 
tenpoor, Nunderpoor, Sirgetchehj the fiibah of Malwah, Hattcndeyah, 
Achowd, Chundary, Suntwafs, Bijehgur, Royfayn, Hofhengabad, Gurh, 
Haryegurh, in the fubah of Bahar on the borders of Rohtas, at Jahrkhend, 
and in the fubahs of Bengal and OrilTa, particularly at Satgong, there arc 
great numbers. The beft elephants are thpfe of Tipperah. 

A herd of elephants is call^ i»' thfrJ3flH^pfe language ,:||^^*;|^hich 
word is alfo applied to a thoufand.

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His majefty has introduced many wife regulations into this department. 

He firft parcelled out the elephants, committed fome to the care of 
daroghahs, and appropriated others to his own particular ufe. He arranged 
the elephants in feven claffes : ift, Muft, which is an elephant that is arrived 
at perfedion. 2d, Sbeergeer, is an elephant ufed in war. and who has 
been rank once or twice, and is always fo in fome degree. 3d. Sadeh M 
one that is fomewhat younger than the fecond. 4*, Menjholeh is fmaher 
than the one next preceding. 5*. Kerheh is a fize fmaUer than the fourths 
6th, Benderkeeah is a little fmaller than the fifth. 7th. Mukel is a young 
elephant that has never been rode ; and each of thefe are fubdivided into 
three kinds, excepting the feventh rate, which is fubdivided into ten kinds ; 
and a proper quantity of food is fixed for each, as is fet forth in the fol- 
lowing 'table of daily allowance.

ESTABLISHMENT OF SERVANTS FOR THE ELEPHANTS. 

For a mu^ there are allowed five men and a boy j thus, one mehawet, one 
bhuy, three mayhets, and a boy. The bufinefs of the mehawet is to ride ' 
upon the neck of the elephant, and to train him : his rnonthly wages is 200 
dams. The. bhuy fits upon the rump of the elephant, and aflSfts in battle, > 
and in quickening the fpeed of the elephant: his pay is no dams per 
menfem. The mayhet fetches fodder, and affifts in caparifoning and un- 
dreffing the elephant, &c. : on a journey he receives four dams, and at other 
times three dams and a half daily. 

The flieergeer has five men, viz. one mehawet, one bhuy, and three 
mayhets j the firft has one hundred and eighty dams, thefecond one hundred 
dams per ni(sn&m,..and thOi^^ers as' before motioned. 

For the fadeh are allowed four men and i boy ; namely, a mehawet at 160 
dwis, a bhuy at 90 dams per month, and two mayhets and a boy at the 
efiablifiiedrate..

The mukel has a mehawet at fifty dams per month, and a mayhet at the 
eftabliflied rate. 


Tif following is ths Efiahlijhment of Servants for the Female Elephants. 

For the largeft fize, four men; viz. a mehawet at loo dams, a bhuy at 
&Ety dams per month, and two mayhets at the eftabliflied rate. 

For the middle fize, three men and a boy j viz. a mehawet at eighty, 
and a bhuy at fifty dams per month, and a mayhet and a boy at the clta* 
blifhed rate. For the fmaller fize, a mehawet at fixty dams per month, 
.and a mayhet at the eftabliflied rate. For the mukel, a mehawet at fifty 
dams j)er .month, and a mayhet at the eftabliflied rate. 

At firft his majefty formed ten, twenty, or thirty elephants into a troop, 
'Which is called a hulkah ; ^nd the perfon to whofe charge it is commiitced 
is called a foujdar ; the foujdar’s bufinefs is to teach the elephants to be bold, 
and not be frightened at the fight of fire or at the noife of artillery; and he i* 
anfwerable for their difcipline in thefe rcfpeds. 

Every munfubdar of more, has twenty-five or thirty efcphants 

appointed for him; and t^P^er foujdars, who arebifties or dehbafibies,

are under his command j and this goes on progreffively from a dehfralhy 
to an hezary j and the pay after the fuddies are different, and many are of the 
rank of omrahs. A fuddy has two marked horfes.

But the bifty and the dehbafliy, who has one marked horfe, is reckoned 
amongft the ahdyan. Each foujdar, who is appointed to twenty-five or thirty 
elephants, pays the wages of the mehawet and bhuy of the elephant which

wages of one mehawet. Afterwards his niajefty, not 
fatisfied with this method, gave a hulkah of elephants in charge to an emeer^ 
and ordered him to fuperintend it. The food is provided by aflignments ■ 
on government j and a clerk is appomted to keep the accounts of the re-- 
ceipts and expenditures of the department, and to fee the royal regulaiions ' 
carried into execution. 


THE 
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THE HARNESS, HOUSINGS, &C. OF AN ELEPHANT. 

Dehrneh, is an iron chain of fixty long links, each of which weighs 
.three feers. One end is fixed in the ground, and the other is faftened to 
the left hind leg of the elephant. Sometimes thefe chains ar.e made of gold 
and Giver. 

Andow, is a chain-which is ufed to faften the fore legs of the elephant. 

Beyry, is a chain for faftening both the hind legs. 

Belend, is a chain that fallens the legs fo as to prevent the elephant from 
running ; but at the fame time allows him to walk. This is an invention 
.of his majefly. 

G,e.dh beyry, ,refembl.es the andow, and is ufed for unruly elephants. 

' Loweh lunger, is a long ch»n, one end of which is faftened to the ele> 
phant’s right fore leg, and the other end to a ftrong flake. When the 
elephant is unruly they tie him to this flake till the chain twifhs round 
him. This was invented by his majefty. 

"Cherkby, is a hollow 'bamboo sfbout half an ell long, tied round with 
Gnews, and filled with gun-powder. It is divided into two by an earthen 
partition, and afuzeeis put in each end j then the bamboo is wrapped op 
in paper, and fet upon a crofs flick, which ferves for a handle. Upon fire 
being put to both ends, ,h|^rns round, and makes a frightful noife. 
When an elephant is uniul;^!py bring it before him,. Fonnsaly, in order 

to 
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to feparate two elephants that were fighting, they ufed to light a fire ; 
which feldom had the defired effed. 


Enderhyary, which fignifies darknefs (it is alfo called owjealy, or light) 
is a piece of canvas an ell and a half wide, or more ; and it is fometimes 
made of brocade and velvet, &c. It is &ftened to the keUaweh, and 
when the elephant is refradory, is thrown over his face, fo that he cannot 
fee. Some have three bells. 


The kellaweh, is compofed of feveral ropes twifted together, and is 
eight fingers broad, and an ell and a half in length. It is fadened round 
the neck of the elephant : the elephant-driver reds his feet in it. Scnne* 
times it is made of filk or leather; and in it are fometimes fixed iron 
fpikes, Which may be ftuck into the elephant when unruly, to prevent his 
moving his head to throw off the driver. 

Dulthy, is a thick rope five ells long, which is tied over the kelkWeh 
to ftrengthen it. 

Kenar, is a Iharp iron fpike, half an ell long» which is fu!(|»ended at the 
heUhwch, and is ufed to prick the bottom of the elephant^ etUi’ When be is 
* unruly.

nedt It ferves for ornament; and -is alfo of ufeto the

Gedyleh, is a cuthion put upon the back of the elephant, to prevent 
the dulthy from galling, and is alfo ornamental, 

Picheweh, is a rope that goes acrofs the elephant’s buttocks : the bhuy 
refts upon it, and when he handles his bow, fets his feet thereon. 

Chowrafiy, are a number of bells faftened on broad-cloth, and tied on 
before and behind j they are ornamental, and a mark of grandeur. 

Putgetcheh, are two chains that are faftened under the elephant’s belly, 
and hung with little bells. Alfo on each fide of the kellaweh are hung three 
large bells. 

Katafs. Fifty more or lefs are faftened to the teeth, forehead, and neck 
of the elephant ; they are either white, black, or pied. 

Teyeh. Five plates of iron, each one cubit long and four fingers broad, 
are joined together by rings and faftened round the ears of the elephant by 
four chains, each an ell in length ; and betwixt thefe another chain palTes 
over the head and is faftened in the kellaweh ; and acrofs it are four iron 
fpikes with kataftes and iron knobs. There are other chains, with iron 
fpikes and knobs, hung under the throat and over the br^, and others 
faftened to the trunk ; thefe are for ornament, and to frighten horfes. 

Pakher, is a land pf fteel armour that covers the body of the ele- 
phant } there are other pieces for the head and probofds. 

Gej-jhemp, is a covtfln^ made of three folds j and is laid over the pakher. 


Meghdembcr, 
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Meghdember, is an awning to (hads the elephant, invented by his majefty^ 

Kenipeel, is a fillet of brocade, &c. from which are fufpended kataffes. 

Ankus, to which his majefty has given the name of gejbah, is ufed for 
(topping and driving the elephant. 

Gedd, is a pronged iron fpike. The bhuy makes ufe of it when the 
elephant is refradlory. 

Bencery, are iron or brafs rings which are put upon the elephant’s teeth, 
and ferve to ftrengthen them as well as for ornament. 

Jegawet, is an inftrument like the gedd, a cubit long, which the 
bhuy ufes to quicken the elephant’s Ipced. 

The jhendeh, like the towgh, is hung round with katafies. It is tied on 
the loins of the elephant.

Every year, for each tm^ and iheergeer and fadeh, are allowed feven 
pieces of gunnies at eight dams and a half per piece, four blankets at ten 
dams each, and eight ox-hides, at .eight dams each. Thefe are made int<) 


a covering, the fewing of which requires half a fy . of twine. A menj ht^ ’ 
and kerheh are allowed each three blanli^^pPa 

* feven ox-hides. For a benderkyah or a mukel, or a fosS^jS^ejmant, 
three pieces of gunnies, two blankets, and four ox-hid^ Jh f«pportion 

T a to 
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to the allowance of every maund of grain, there are given to the hulkehdar 
ten feers of iron for chains, &c. The iron cofts two dams per feer. 
And there are allowed for each hide one feer of fefatne-oil, a maund 
of which, cofts fixty dams. Moreover, five feers of cotton thread, which 
cofts eight dams per feer, are allowed for the kdlaweh of the elephant, upon 
which the foujdar rides ; and thofe of the other elephants are made of 
leather, &c. Every year twelve dams are paid by the hulkahdar, in conli- 
deration of his having the old articles. 

THE KHASEH ELEPHANTS. 

There are always let apart for his majefty’s riding 101 elephants. Their 
allowance of food is the lame in quantity with thofe of the feel khaneh, but 
differs in quality. Moft of thefe have tnoreover five leers of fujpr, four 
feers of ghee, and half a maund of rice, with round and long pepper, &c. and 
fome have a- maund and a half of milk mixed up with their rice. In the 
fogar-cane fealbn each elephant has daily 300 canes more or Icfs for the 
l|)ace of two months. His majefty is the mehawet of the elephants that 
he rides ; but each has three bhuys in the rutting feafon, and two bhuys 
when cool. The monthly pay of each is from izo to 400 dams, and they 
Receive rixi's pay immediately from his majefty. And for each elephant 
four mayhets are alfc allowed. Three female elephants are appointed for 
every Hulfcah of the khaCsh elephants; which role is not obferved in the other 
hulkahs;. and ftir fome hulkahs of khafeh elephants, even a greater num- 
ber of females' are allowed. The following are the fervants appointed for 
the royal female elephants :■ for the firft of the large clafs, two mayhets 
and a boy j for the fecond' and third of this dais, one mayhet and a boy; 
and for the other clalTes of the female elephants, the feme number of fer- 
fvants are here allowed as in the feel khaneh ; only,, that whereas in the 

feel 
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feel khaneh one of the omrahs is appointed to fuperintend a hulkah,— 
here an emeer is appointed for every fmgle elephant. Likewife for every 
ten khafeh elephants, a Ikilful perfon is appointed, who is called a dehy- 
dar : the firft of thefe has twelve rupees, the fecond ten rupees, and the 
third eight rupees per month. Another officer, called Nekeeb, is alfo ap- 
pointed to every ten elephants, whofe bufinefs it is to report to his ma- 
jefly every day what elephants eat lefs than ufual, whether lefs food than 
what is allowed has been given tliem, or if they are alHifled with any dif- 
order. The nekeeb has one marked horfe, and receives his pay as an 
ahdy. Moreover, for every ten elephants one of the fervants of the pre- 
fence is appointed to exaopiine them cmod every week* and make his' 
report. . 

THE KHASEY SEW ARY, OR THE MAHNER OF RIDING THE STATE- 

ELEPHANTS.- 

His majefty rides every kind of khaleh elephant, from the firft to the laft- 
clafs, making them obedient to his command ; and frequently in the 
rutting fcafon, he puts his feet upon tbe.teeth of the elephant and<mounts 
kim, to t^ aftontChaaent of Aofe wkO’WO ’Bftd to th^ 

, Magnificent amarees are put upon the backs of fwift-paced elephants, and 
which ferve for places of repofe on journies.

feven rupees and a half. Moreover, the rewards occafionally given to 
thofe who are particularly attentive to the duties of their refpeftive offices, 
are innumerable. 

'Every elephant has his match appointed for fighting : fome are always 
ready at the palace, and engage when the order is given. When the battle 
is over, if the combatants were khafeh elephants, the bhuys of the con- 
queror receive a reward of 450 dams j but if they were elephants 'of the 
feel khaneh, the bhuys of the conqueror receive only two hundred dams. 

The dehydar of the khafeh elephants takes from the monthly pay of every 
bhuy one dam, the mulhrelT half a dam, and the nekeeb a quarter of a dam 
•out of every rupee. 

In the feel khaneh, out -of every rupee one dam is taken by the fuddy- 
wal, the dehbafiiy, and the billy ; and by the mulhrelT and nekeeb as ia 
.the khafeh department. 


OF FINES. 

As in the other departments, fo likewife in this there are certain ellab- 
lilhed fines. 

Whenever a male or female khafeh elephant dies, three months pay 
is exacted from the bhuys. 

If any part c£ the harnefs is loll:, the bhuys and mayhet forfeit ten 
or fifteen rupees. 


If 
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If a jul is loft, they pay its full price. 

If a female elephant dies through want of care, the bhuys pay its price. 

If an elephant-keeper gives an elephant any drug to make him vicious, 
and he dies in confequence thereof, he is fubjedt to capital punifliment, or 
to have an hand cut off, and to be fold for a flave. And if it was a 
khafeh elephant, the bhuys alfo fliall forfeit tliree months pay, and be 
for one year out of fervice. 

Alfo a fkilful perfon is appointed to examine every month into the ftate 
of the khafeh elephants ; and if he finds any one out of flefh, the omrahs 
are fined, and the wages of the bhuys are reduced in proportion to 
their demerits. 

In the feel khaneh an examination is made every four months by an ahdy, 
who makes his report to his majefty.. 

If an elephant dies, three months wages are taken from the bhuys and 
the mehawct. 

If an elephant breaks a tulk and has the difbrder called kaly, the darogha 
pays two-thirds, and the foujdar one-third of the eighth price of the 
elephant. . The kaly is a part of the tulk, which upon being wounded 
fuppurates, and becomes hollow and ufclefs. If a tooth is broken without 
occafioning the kaly, the fine is a fixteenth part of the price of the elephant^ 
two-thirds from the darogha^ .^apd oae-thii^;i&btn the foujdar., 
only an hundredth part of the price of the elephant is fixed, fine 
for the feel khaneh ; but whenever this negledt happens .fiot^ds one of the 

khafeh 
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khafeh elephants, iuch puniftiment is inflifted as his majcfty may pleafe 
.to diredt. 


THE HORSE STABLES. 

His majefty being very fond of horfes^ merchants bring them from 
the two Iraks, Room, Turkeftan, Badakftian, Shirvan, Kherghez, Tibbec, 
.andCaflimeer.; and droves are continually arriving from Turan and Iran, 
fo that at this day there are in his majefty’s ftables twelve thoufand horfes. 
And in like manner, as they are continually coming in, fo equal numbers 
.are daily going out of the ftables in prefents and for other purpofes. 

Skilful peifoas are a|^ointsd to look afteir the broods ; and in a Ihort time 
the horfes of Hindoftan will excel thofe of Arabia. There we fine hoffeS 
;bred in every part of the empire, but thofe of Ketch «cel, being equal 
to the Arabs. It is faid, a. long time ago an Arabian merchant was fliip- 
wrecked on the coaftof Ketch, and that he had feven choice horfes, which 
are reported to bave 'been the progenitors of the horfes of that place. In 
Penjab are bred horfes referabling irakies, efpecially in that part which lies 
between the rivers Sind and Behet, .which is .alfo called Sebahy. 

• The foilowfe^‘]^ces llkewife "ptiamiuce good horfes P«tty Hibetpoor, 
’Bejwareh, TefiBIb, Agra, ivI6hrat, and-thefobah of Ajmeer .; and in the 
,nartheih .istatliitaitts of Hitidoftan are a hardy breed of fmall horfes called 
-gowt : aftd oh the confines of Bengd, near Che province of Kotch, is ahorfe 
betwixt a.tom&y.and a gowt, called tanghian, which is very hardy. 

His majefty, ftbm his .regard for this animal, which is oa many accounts 
;&> valuable to a monarch, has mode feveral r^ulations reQ>efting it.

Firft, He has direded that a place be fet apart for the horfe-merchants, 
where they may be at eafe, and free from moleftation, at the fame time 
that the crafty may be deprived of an opportunity of difpofing of their cattle 
to private people. But thofe who are known to be upright in their dealings, 
may keep their horfes where they pleafe, and bring them at an appointed 
time. 

Second, He nominated a perfon to the office of aumeen caravanfa, to 
keep the merchants in order. 

Third, He appointed a tepukchy, to keep an account of the horfes that 
come and thofe that have been examined. 

Fourth, He appointed Ikilful and trufty perfons to fettle the price of the 
cattle. His majefty, from his excefs of goodnefs, in order to fatisfy the 
fulleft expedations of the horfe-dealers, generally gives twenty rupees or 
more above the price that is at firfi: fixed. 


OF THE RAKKS OF HORSES. 

Thefe are two } khafeh, and thofe that are not khafeh. 

The following are khafeh, viz. fix ftables, each containing forty cJhoice 
Arabian and Perfian horfes j the ftables belonging to the three lhahzadehs ; 
the ftables of' td^ky bodes for the road ; and the ftables of horfes bred in 
the royal ftuds; and .each ftable hRs a .particular name: but, excepting 
the firft fix ftables, none eyer confift of more thaoutlMStv horfes. His ' 
jefty rides upon all the 
occafionally. 

Vo,L I. IT The 
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The fhahzadeh’s-ftableeand tbofe of Ae Hindoftany breed are of three 
kinds, viz. of thirty, ..or of twenty, or of ten hopfes. A horfe whofe. value 
does not exceed ten mohurs, is put i-n the ftable of ten. Thofe worth from 
ten to twenty, Hand in the Hable of twenty, and'fo onj and omrahs and other 
munfubdarsj.and great ahdyan ace appointed to .fuperintend them. Govern? 
ment finds corn for all the horfes, excepting for the horfe which . the 
itakdar of every ftable is allowed for his own riding, and which he main- 
tains, in .corn, grafs,. &C. at his own cxpence.. 


JTAILY ALLOWANCE OF FOOD FOB. HORSES.. 

Every khafeh horfe was allowed daily eight feers of grain, when the feei 
weighed twenty-eight dams ; and now that the feer is fixed at thirty dams, 
the allowance is, in the winter feven feers and a Italt of mowt or mafli boiled ; 
and in. the fummer, feven feers and a half of nakhud. Out of the above 
feven leers and a. half, two. feers are ground into Hour. In the winter, Be- 
fore the horfe has his Hour, they give him a leer and a half of fii^r, and 
half a feer of ghee-. Two ddms jper dim are allowed for grafs, excepting in 
the feafon of khaweed . when they have no graft} and tlien* inftead of 
fugar, they have molaffes without the ghee. During the three firft days of 
their eating khaweed, they are not allowed any grain } afterwards, they have 
fix. feers of grain, and two feers of molaffes daily. In the iraky and tourky 
ftablts feven feers attd a half of boiled grain are given during the cool 
yn nTj f h ft : ottc dam is allowed for boiling a maund of' grain, and once every 
week each horfe is allowed a quarter of a feer of fait. At the times that 
ghee and khaweed are allowed, every horfe worth thirty- one mohurSaftd 
upwards, .has one feer' of fugar. A Korfe from twenty-nine ddwn to twenty- 
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one mohurs, has half a leer;' and the inferior horfes have none : and before 
eating the khaweed, every horfe worth more than twenty mohurs is al- 
lowed a maund and ten feers of ghee. To each horfe from eleven to twenty 
mohurs, they give twenty feers of ghee, and thofe of lefs value have neither 
ghee, nor molafles, nor khaweed ; but every horfe of this laft clafs is al- 
lowed the fifth of a dam weight of fait. The allowance for grafs for each of 
the iraky and tourky horfes is, for thofe at court four dams, and for thofe em- 
ployed in the pergunnahs, one dam and a \\x\lper diem. In the winter, inftead 
of grafs, is given a biegah of khaweed, the price of which at court is 
valued at 240 dams, and in the country at two hundred dams ; alfo, every 
horfe, during the. time he is eating the kluweed, has an extra allowance of 
vdd maunds of molafifes, and an equal quantity is lefifened in the grain. The 
officers of the houfehold draw out an eftimate of thefe expences, and ob- 
tain proper affignments for the payment of them. Whenever a horfe is 
fick, every neceflary expence is paid by government, upon the teflimouy 
of the horfe-dodlor.

In the other ftables, as far as twenty-one mohurs, there, are allowed one 
hundred and ninety-fix dams and a half annually, in the manner before 
particularized , and in exchange for the old articles twenty-five dams and 
a half are taken by the ftate.

The akhfhechy looks after the horfe-furniture, and has the horfes fad- 
died. Many of thefe receive their pay amongft the ahdyan.

REGULATIONS FOR FINES.- 

Formerly, when a khafeh horfe died, they nfed to exa£t from the darogha 
one rupee, and from the mirdah ten dams, upon every mohur that the horfe 
was worth; and the fyces paid a fourth part of a month’s wages. If a 
horfe was ftolen or blemiflied, the. fervants paid , whatever was commanded : 
and, in the other ftables^ they exaded for a Angle horfe that died, one 
rupee upon every moliur; fbr two horfes, two ra|i&es every mohur, in the 
proportions above mentioned. ' But. now, for (Jn^'fwo, or. three horfes that 
die, . are taken- one rupee uppn every mohur ; for four horfes, two rupees 
upon every mohur;, and if five horfes die,„the*fervants pay three rupees 
per. mohur ; , and .fo on in proportion.

THE SHVTEE KJIANEH, OR CAMEL-STABLE. 

■ From the encouragement given by his majefty, there are now bred in 
HindofUn camek that exed thofe of Turan and Iran. 


A number 
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A number of thefe animals are felefted, and always kept ready to fight 
for diverfion. The head khafeh camel, named Shah Puffend (the king’s- 
choice) and who is a native of Hindoflan, has, for the fpaee of twelve 
years, conquered all his antagonifts. Camels are bred in the following 
places: Ajmeer, Judehpoor, Nagore, Beyganur, Jalmeer, Hetenda, and 
Tahnelir j. and, in the fubah of Gujerat, near the province of Ketch, are 
great numbers, and very fine. But in Sind is the greateft abundance j in- 
fomuch that many an inhabitant of thofe parts is matter of 10,000 camels' 
and upwardsr The fwifteft camels are thofe of Ajmeer j the beft for burden- 
are bred in Tatah, 


Arwaneh is the name of a Ipecies of female camel. In eveiy country 
camels couple in winter. If the male has two humps, and which kind of 
camel is called biyeer, the young that it begets, if male, is commonly called' 
ner j and if female, mayeh : but his majefty has given to the male of thofe 
the- name of boghdy, and to the female that of jemaaelh The boghdy 
is the beft for carrying burdens and for fighting j and the jemazeh excels, 
in fwiftnefs. There is alfo a kind of Indian camel, called look, which, as 
well as the arwaneh aforementioned, is almoft as fwift as- the jemazeh.- If 
a biyeer couples wifo A their yoirogj if a male, is called ghpprd 9.

The boghdy is fit for fervice when he is two years, and a half ; and the 
jemazeh as foon as (he is three years old. At this period th^ are each 
allowed two feers of grain daily.

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FURNITURE FOR' THE KHA8EH CAMELS. 

For the khafeh camels are allowed the following articles : Dum afsar, 
mehar kathy (fomewhat refembling a horfe-faddle, but rather longer) 
kuchy, ketarchy, ferenjy, tung, iirtungy flieebbund, jilajil, gurdenbund, 
lirchader (or laddle-cloth) made of broad cloth, pr of coloured linen, or 
wax-cloth. The value of fuch of the above articles as are inlaid with pre- 
cious ftones and adorned with filkcn ftulFs, is beyond defcription. 


Five ketars- of camels, properly caparifoned, are kept ready for riding, 
together with two ketars for carrying mehafchs. The mehafch is a wooden 
chamber upon two poles, by which it is fufpended between two camels. 


In every ten ketars of camels, three ketars have coloured furniture, 
and the reft plain.

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The monthly pRy of r gul 3 ,hba,n} or keeper of s.n herd of csimelsj is 
200 dams j and he is, moreover, allowed for grazing fifty camels, fix men 
at two dams each per dietn. A gulahban of fifty camels is obliged to pre- 
fent his majefty three arwanehs every year; and on failure, their price is 
dedufted from his falary. 


Formerly the ftate ufed to exaft a fourth part ctf the wool fheared from 
every boghdy and jeraazeh^’ and which, upon an average, ufed to amount' 
to four feers per head. This cuftom his majefty has aboliflied ; afid in lieu 
thereof, obliges the farban to furiiifh the dumafsax and fome other trifling 
articles.

THE GAW KHANEH, OR OX-STABLES, 

Throughout Hindoftan the ox is'efteemed lucky, and held in great 
veneration. Every part of the empire produces good oxen; but thofe of 
Gujerat are cfteemed the beft. Thefe will travel thirtyriix miles in twenty- 
four hours ; and they are fwifter than the generality of horfes. Sometimes 
a pair of them are fold for i oo mohurs j but they are very common for 
ten and twenty mohursl There is alfo abundance of fine oxen in Bengal 
and the Deccan, that will kneel down to be loaded. Many cows at Dehly 
give daily twenty quarts of milk each j and are feldom fold for more thah 
-ten rupees. His majefty has a .pair of bullocks which coil him 500 rupees. 
In the neighbourhood of Tibbet and Calhmeer are the katafs, which are 
of a very extraordinary appearance. This animal feldom lives above 
twenty-five years 

His majefty divided the oxen into troops, and committed each to the 
charge of a keeper. 

One hundred ■ of the choiceft oxen are made klufeh, and .called kowtcl ; 
fifty-on, e others are-the.halfi' an^ fifty more the quarter-kowtel. If any 
deficiency happens in the kowtel, it i$ fupplied from the half-kowtel, and 
jToon^ atwi all the three- above-mentioned kowtel-oxen are khafeh. 

Alfo, from fifty to 1 00 head of oxen, are formed into a troop, with proper 
fervantsi after which, iheir ranks being determined, they are put into their 
jrefpe£tive claffes. 


Likewife 
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Likewife others are appointed for drawing chariots and carts, and for 
carrying water. 

And in the fame manner are the cows and milk-buflfaloes formed into 
divifions, and put under the charge of proper fervants. 

There is alfo a fpecies of fmall oxen, called gaynee, which are well limbed 
and very beautiful. 

DAILY ALLOWANCE OF FOOD FOR THE OXEK. 

Every head of the three firfl: khafeh kinds is allowed daily fix feers and 
a quarter of grain, and a dam and a half for grafs $ together with a maund 
and! nineteen leers of molaffes for the whole, which the daroghah diftri- 
butcs amongft them as he fees proper. For each of the other khafeh kinds, 
fix feers of grain, and grafs Rs before ; but they have not any molaffes. 

For the others, as follows : ift kind. Six feers of grain ; for grafs, if 
at court, one dam and a half ; and if on a march, only one dam ; ad kind. 
Grain, five feers j and grafs as before. 

The chariot-bullocks fik feers of grain, And ^ifafs is brfoW } the ^ynees, 
firft kind, three feers of grain ; for grafs, if at court, one dam ; and if on a 
march, three quarters of a dam. Second kind, grain two feers and a half ? 
grafs, if at court, three quarters of a dam. The male buffaloes (called -ijS 
Hindoftan urneh) eight feers 6f wheat flour boiled up with two feers 0 ^ 
ghee, and two feers and a ha^.of molaffes ; alfo one feer and a half of grafo if; 
and two dams are allowed for grjifs. Th^!M^jl|(^f4iien in the V^oiiif bF

lion, and tear him in pieces. When he is old he is ufed for carrying water, 
and is then allowed eight feers of grain, and two dams for grafs. 

The other buffaloes that are employed in drawing water, are each al- 
lowed fix feers of grain, and two dams for grafs. 

The beft of the chariot-bullocks have each fix feers apd a quarter of 
chenah, and two dams for grafs : the reft of thefe have each five feers of 
grain, and grafs as before. Thofe- that work in carts formerly had five 
feers of grain, and one dam and a half for grafs, but tlieir prefent allow- 
ance of grain is a quarter of a feer lefs. 

The milch cows and buffaloes, when at court, have grain given them equal 
in weight, to their milk. A cow gives from one to fifteen quarts of milk, 
and a buffaloe from two quarts to thirty. A^ eftimate being made of the 
quantity of milk given by each, there are demanded two dams weight of 
ghee for every quart of milk given by each. 

An herd of oxen or buffaloes, is called fthat in the Hindovee lai^uage. 

SERVANTS EMPLOYEJ) WITH THE OXEN. 

In the khafeh ftables one perfon is allowed to look after four head of 
cajtdc} and out of fixteen.trf^ch p^pnsonc has five dams, and the others 
fqyr dain8,each fer^iepi. The kj^jgpets of the other ftables have each the 
fame pay aa thpfe alx>ve naention^, but- then every one looks after fix oxen. 
Some of the charioteers receive their pay as ahdyan, and others have from 
1 1 a to 256 dams mer^em. The iehuJ ifix chariot) is of two forms, chut- 

terdar. 
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terdar, or with an umbrella, and thofe that are without that enfiga of royalty. 
The behul is fometimes drawn by horfes, when it is called goher behul. 

Formerly, for every ten arabahs, or caits, there were twenty arabcheen, 
or carters, appointed, together with a carpenter. The daily pay of the head 
arabachy was five dams, and that of the others four dams each. For fome 
particular behuls are allowed after the rate of twenty arabcheean for fif- 
teen behuls, without any carpenter. The head arabchy furhiflbed repairs ; 
in confideration of which, he received annually zzoo dams. 

Formerly, as has been faid above, the repairs were made at the expence 
of the daroghahs ; but every day that the carriages were ufed there was an 
allowance of half a dam for owng, which is hemp mixed with ghee, and 
twifted round the axle-tree of the wheel to preferve it. 

Afterwards, when the arabcheean had the contraft, it was agreed that 
they fhould furnifh the carpenter’s work and the owng. At firft it was 
cuftomary for the carts to carry on marches a quantity of baggage belonging 
to, the different offices, aodafierwards to oarry whatever fire-wtiod was 
required for the kitchen, and to tranf{K)rt timbei^^and bricks for the public 
buildings j but now there are allowed 200 carts for the ufc of the buildings 
loiely i and 600 carry to the kitchen, in the courfe of ten months, 150,000 
maunds of wood. When the arabcheean had the contraft, if a beaft died 
they found another in his room. ' 

But it having been reprefentdd to his ma3ii^;^i|P|i^l^'dohtF9td:or5 did^i^ 
fulfil their engagements, he abblilhed that mbdC and ordered ,tl|a5^«''oxen 
fhould again be given in charge to proper perfons ; and ordered 'drat every 
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cart-bullock Ihould have a daily allowance of four feers of grain, with one 
dam and a half for grafs, excepting in the four rainy months ; when no al- 
lowance is made for this laft article. There are alfo appointed for every 
eighteen carts twelve mei^, one^pf whom is a carpenter. Now if a bullock 
dies, government fiip^es another in his ftead ; and likewife gives an al- 
lowance for owng ; and is at the expence of repmrs. 


The oxen that are worked are muftered once a year ; and thofe that are 
unemployed, every fix months j when the overfeers make a report of the con- 
dition in wluch they find them. 


The carters, in confequence of their being excufed from alfifting in the 
buildings, and carrying fire-wood, are obliged to perform every other fervice 
that is required of them. 


OF MULES. 

A mule is the fpecies between an horfe and an afs, produced either by 
a mare and a male- afs, or, on the contrary, by a Ihe-afs and a horfe. His 
majefty had a young afs coupled with a tanghian mare, and they produced 
a very fine mule. 

.‘The excellency of a fiSnfe B,'tW it never forgets the road which it has 
once MieHed. No feeaft of ^Ae famf fizc carries lo heavy a burden* it 
goes better over .uneven 'ground^ and has eafier paces than any other ani- 
mal. They are not bred in Hindoftan, excepting in Pukely and its vici- 
nity. The pSbpk of this country confidered them as afles, and were aCbamed 
tP ride upon theihr^b^ his majefiy countenancing this animal, has re- 
moved the diilike. 


Mules 
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Mules are brought from different parts of Arabia and Perfia ; and one 
of the beft is fold for one thoufend rupees. 

Like camelsi they are formed into ketars of five, and which have the fame 
names, excepting that of thefe the fccond ketar is called berduft. 

A mule frequently lives fifty years. 

THE DAILY ALLOWAKCE OR FOOD FOR HULES. 

An Arabian or a Ferfian mule is allowed fix feers of grain daily ; for grafs^ 
if at court, two dams ; and on a journey, or when employed in the country, 
ene dam and a half. 

The Hindy mule has four feers of grain, and is allowed for grals one 
dam and a half if at court, and only one dam if employed in the country ; 
and each mule is allowed weekly three quarters of a dam for fait. 

FURNITURE FOR MULES. 

For dsfe fhnwtoic of ea^.^of the AiaWra,.^gsn, and <;«h^ foreign 
mules, is allowed antmally three hundred ahd^fifty^fou'r dams i and ftir the 
furniture of an Hindy mule, one hundred and fifty -one dams and a 
quarter. 

A miile is (hod twice a-year, for which arc allowed eight dams.. 

Every ketar has a p.effon to loo^ 

be a native of Iran or Turan, he has mbnth^'from one 

w 
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thoufand nine hundred and twenty dams; an Hindy afterban has from 
two hundred and forty to two hundred and fifty-fix dams. 

All whofe monthly wages exceed ten rupees, are themfclves at the ex- 
pence of the grain and grafs. The- overfeers of this department examine 
the condition of the cattle twice a-year ; and the mules are annually brought 
into the royal prefence. 

If a mule becomes blind or lame, the afterban is fined a fourth of its 
price ; and if a mule is loft, half its price is exadled. 

For carrying burdens and drawing water, there are alfo kept afles, each 
of whicli is allowed daily three feers of grain, and one dam for grafs ; and 
foriumiture the fiime as the Hindy mule, excepting tlut the afs has no lad- 
dle-cloth. For repairing the furniture there is an annu^ allowance of twenty- 
three dams. Their keeper has never more than one hundred and twenty 
dams monthly. 

THE MANNER IN WHICH HIS MAJESTY SPENDS HIS TIME. 

On this depends the welfere and happinefs of dl ranksof people. 

It is his majefty’s conftant- endeavour to ^n and fecure the hearts of 
all meri..> Amidft a thoufand caresrand perplexing avocations, he fuffers not 
his temper tobe in any degree difturbed, but is always cheerful. He is ever 
ftriving to do that which may be moft acceptable to the Deity j and em- 
ploys his mind on profound and abftrafted fpeculations. From his thirft 
after wifdom, he is c««hu^aiy labouring to benefit by the knowledge of 
others, while he makes no account of his own fagacious adminiftration. He 

liftens 
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Uftens to what fevery one hath to fay, becaufe it may happen that his heart 
may be enlightened by the communication of a juft fentiment, or by the 
relation of a laudable aftion ; but although a long period has elapfed in 
this pradice, he has never met with a perfon whofe judgment he could 
prefer to his own : nay, the moft experienced ftatefmen, on beholding this 
ornament of the throne, bluQi at their own infufficiency, and ftmdy anew 
the arts of government. Neverthelefs, out of the abundance of his faga- 
city, he will not fuffer himfelf to quit the paths of inquiry. Although he 
be furrounded with power and fplendor, yet he never fijffers himfelf fo be 
led away by anger or wrath. Others employ ftory-tellers to lull them to 
lleep, but his majefty, on the contrary, liftens to them to keep him awake. 
From the excefs of his righteoufnefs, he exercifes upon himfelf both inward 
and outwafd aufterities, and pays fome regard to external forms, in order that 
thofe who are attached to eftablilhed cuftoms may not have any caufe for re- 
proach. His life is an uninterrupted feries of virtue and found morality. 
God is wicnefs that the wife of all ranks are unanimous in this declaration. 

He never laughs at nor ridicules any religion or fed : he never waftes his 
time, nor omits the performance of any duty j fo that, through the bleffing 
of his upright iiii«nri^Bs, «*wry fadion, <^|W^ conlff^e^di as 

adofatioa of the Deity. He isf coWtfeudJUf fecticr&g thanks unto Provi- 
dence, and fcputinizing his own condud j but he moft efpecially fo employs 
himfelf at the following ftated times : — at day-break, when the fun begins 
to diffofe his rays j at noon, when that grand illuminator of the univerfo 
(hines in full refplendence j in the evening, when he difappears from the in- 
habitants of the earth ; and again at midnight, when he recommences 
afcent. All thefe grand myfteries are Ja, of' God ^ 
minded, ignorant people cannot comprehend ^eir fignificatjjp^ripl^s ro. 

be. 
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be blamed ? Every one is fenfible that it is indifpenfably our duty to praifc 
our benefaftor, and confecjuently it is incumtcnt on us to praife this Dififuler 
of bounty, the Fountain of Light ! and more efpccially behoveth it princes 
fo to do, feeing that this Sovereign of the heavens fheddeth his benign in- 
fluence upon the monarchs of the earth. His njajefty has alfo great venera- 
tion for Are in general, and for lamps j flncc they are to be accounted rays 
of the greater light. 

He is ever fparing of the lives of offenders, wilhing to beftow happinefi 
upon all his fubjefts. 

He abflains much from flefli, fo that whole months pafs away without 
his touching any animal food. He takes no delight in fenfual gratifica- 
tions i and in the cotwfeL of twenty-four hours never makes more than one 

He Ipends the whole day and night in the performance of his neceffaiy 
avocations, excepting the fmall portion required for llecp.- He takes a 
little repofe in the evening, and again for a fhort time in the morning. The 
greateft part of the night is employed in the tranfadion of bulinefs ; 
to the royal privacy are then admitted philofophers and virtuous fofees, 
who feat themfelves, and entertain bis majefty wkh wife difeourfes. On 
thofe occafions his h^efby falh«>ms the depths of knowledge* examines 
•the of ancient infticotions, and forms new regulations, that the aged 
;may ftand coareded in their errors, and the rifing generation be provided 
with fit rules for governing their condud. There are alfo prefent at theft 
affemblics, learned hiftorians, who relate the anntds of paft times, juft as the 
nwents occurred, without , addition or diminution. A confiderable part of 

the 
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the night is fpent in hearing reprefentations of the ftate of the empire, and 
giving orders for whatever is neceffary to be done in every department. 
Three hours before day there are introduced to the prefence, muficians of all 
nations, who recreate the alTembly with vocal and inftrumental melody. 
But when it wants only about an hour of day, his majefty prefers filence, 
and employs himfelf at his devotions. Juft before the appearance of day, 
people of all ranks are in wsutingj andfoon after day-break are permitted 
to make the koomilhj after the manner which will prefently be defcribed. 

Next, the haram are admitted to pay their compliments. During this 
time various other affiirs tranfafted j and when thofe airc finilhed, he re- 
tir|^^ reil for a fliort time. 

THE BAR, OR TIMES OF ADMISSION TO THE ROYAL PRESENCE, 

His .majefty is vifible to every body twice in the courfe of twenty-four 
hours., Firft, after the performance of his morning devotions, he is feen 
from the jarokha by people of all ranks, without any moleftation from the 
mace -bearers. This mode of ihewing himf^ k c^ed IJhjrfun*; and 
it frequently happens that bufinefs is traDSp!^^‘.^t‘ this' time. - The l^hd' 
time of his being vifible is in the dowlet khaneh, whither he generally goes 
after nine o’clock in the morning, when all people are admitted. But 
this afferobly is fometimes held in the evening, and fometimes at night. He 
alfo frequently appears at a window which opens into the dowlet khaneh j 
and from thence he' receives petitions, without the intervention of 
perfon, and tries and decides upon them.

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Every officer of government reprefents to his majefty his relpeftive wants, 
and 4s always inftrufted by him how to proceed. 

He confiders an equal diftribution of juftice and the happinefs of his 
fubjedls as eflential to his own felicity, and never fuffers his temper to be 
Tuffied whilfl: he is hearing caufes. 

"Whenever his majefty orders a bar (or court) to be held, they beat a 
large kettle-drum, to apprize every one thereof. The royal family, the 
omrahs, and others, immediately attend to make the koornilh, each Handing 
in his proper place. The learned and the mechanic make their refpedtive 
reprefentations ; the daroghas and tepukchees fet forth their feveral wants ; 
and the officers of juftice give in their reports. During the whole time there 
are exhibitions of . gladiators,, wreftlers,^ muiicians,.&c.. 


THE KOORNISH AND THE TUSLEEM. 

"Vanous^are the forms .of falutations which have been adopted for ad- 
dreffing monarchs. Tfaefe bow down the head, and thofe bend the knee, 
whilft others praftife difierent modes, intokemof fubmiffion. 

His majefty has commanded the palm of the right hand to be placed 
u]pdn. thc forehead, and the head to be bent forwards,. This kind of falu- 
tatioh'is ralledtkoornilh, L e. “ the head being placed in the hand of fup- 
plication,. becom^.fn offering to the holy affembly,”' 

The tuflieem is perfonned after the following manner : Tlie back of the 
right hand is pla«fcct'“Ui#^..the ground, and railed gently till the pcrfon 
i^nds ece£lj.wheahe pun' the palm of hb" haiod upon the crown of his 
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head. His majelly relates as follows; “ One day my father beftowed upon 
** me a royal cap, which I put upon my head, and becaufe it was too large 
“ for me, I held it on with my left hand, bowed down my head, and made 
the tulleem. The king was exceedingly pleafed with this new method, 
“ and from that time it became the mode of performing that hbeifance.’* 
Upon introduftion, or on taking leave, or upon receiving a munfub, or 
jageer, or a drefs, or an elephant, or an horfc, it is uiual to make three 
tufleems ; and on'occafions of lefs moment, they perform only one tulleem. 

'I 

Formerly the courtiers ufed to add thelijdah to the koornilh and tufleeih f 
but as ignorant and ill-difpofed people viewed ' this adioh . in the light of 
impious V adoration, his majelly ordered it to be difcontinued by all ranks 
of people on public occalions. However, in the private affemblies, when 
any of thofe in waiting are ordered to feat themfelves, they on this occafion 
bow down their foreheads to the earth. 


OF SPIRITUAL GUIDANCE. 

By the decrees of God, the Giver of wii«i^,faa^’nd are in goncril; dif- 
pofed to applaud their own adions, tiidfe M others; 

whilft fome, however, are never fo happy as when they are ading to the 
prejudice of their neighbour ; there are others who prefer the watchful care 
of the world to their own perfonal interefts. Thus, different bodies of men 
hold different beliefs, and amufe themfelves with their refpedive dreams 
and illufions. But it now and then happens that a perfon relip quifhes .f^ 
peculiar habits and cuftoms, in confcqucnce of a contemplative turn 
whereby he unravels the warp and woof of the veil of deccption,^dd^^Vers 
the beautiful countenance of confiftency and truth, Bqt the la^p o^^ wifdotp. 
doth not enlighten every houfe, neither is every he^rt ,, capable of receiving 

A a a information ; 
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information j lo that when a man arrives at fuch a degree of knowledge, 
he keeps filence, from the dread of favage bcafts in human forms. If, how- 
ever, in the fullnefs of his heart he attempts to reveal his fentiments, the 
ignorant upbraid him with infanity, allow no credit to what he fays, brand 
him with the epithets of infidel and blafphemer, and probably deprive him 
of life. But when, through the good fortune of mankind, the feafon arrives 
for the revelation of truth, a perfbn is endowed with this degree ot know- 
ledge, upon whom God beftows the robes of royalty, that he may lead men 
in the right way with abfolute dominion ; fuch as is the emperor of our 
time. The aftrologers were apprized of this from the hour ot his majefty’s 
nativity, and whifpered their exultations to each other. His majefty, 
however, did for fome time caft a veil over this myftery, that it might not 
be known to ftrangers.. But that which the Lord willeth to have done, 
who hat)i power to avoid ? In his infancy, he involuntarily performed fuch 
addons as aftoniflied the beholders; and when at length, cohtrary to his 
inclination, thofe wonderful adions exceeded all bounds, and became dif- 
eernible to every one, he confidered it to be the will of the Almighty, 
that he (hould lead men in the paths of righteoufnefs, and began to teach; 
thus fatisfying the thirfty who were wandering in the wildernefs of enquiry. 
Some he taught agreeably to their wifhes ; whilft he difappointed others 
in their defires. Many of his difciples, through the blefling of his holy 
breath, obtain a greatef Ibowledge ,io the courfe pf a fingle day, 

than they could gain from the inftrudiioh of other holy dodors after a f aft 
of forty days., Nunibers of thofe who have bid adieu to the world, fuch as 
fannaffees, calendars, philofophers, and fofees, together with a multitudo 
of men of the world, namely, foldiers, merchants, hufbandmen, and me- 
chanics, have daily their eyes opened uhto knowledge: and men of all 
nations and ranks, in order to obtain their defircs, invocate his majefty, 
•■confidering thofe vows as the means of extricating themfclves from difficulties ; 

and 
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and when they have attained their wilhes, they bring to the royal prefence 
the offerings which they had vowed. But many, from the remotenefs of 
their fituation, or to ayoid the buftle of a court, beftow tlieir vows in 
charity, and pafs their lives in grateful praifes. If his majefty moves from 
the capital, in order to fettle the affairs of the empire, to conquer king- 
doms, or to enjoy the pleafures of the chace, there is not a city, town, 
or village, that doth not fend out crowds of men and women, to prefent him 
the offerings which, they had vowed. From this fource of the fountain of 
bounty have been obtained the following bleffings s Succe^ , in bufinefs, 
reftoration of health, birth of a fon, reunion of difcontented. friends, long, 
life, increafe of power and wealth ; with the accomplUbment of many othw 
petitions. He, who knoweth what will come to pafs,. gives fatisfaajoiy an- 
fwers to every one, and applies remedies to their aflSliftions.- 

Not a day pafles but people bring cups of water to the palace, befeeching 
him to breathe upon them. He, who is privy to the fecrets of Heaven, reads 
the decrees of fate, and, if tidings of hope are received, takes the water from 
the fuppliant, places it in the fun’s rays, and then having beflowed upon it 
his.aufpicious breath, returns it. Ai^o ^^ofe difeafes.are deemed 

incurable, intreat him to 
health. 

The moll ftriking proof of his miraculous powers is the following : — A 
talkative ignorant reclufe faid, “ If there be any latent good in me, it be- 

hoveth you to bring it to perfection j” and having fo faid, he fell down 
in a trance at the threfhold of the palace. The day was not ended 
he obtained his with. 
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His majefty, out of his great wifdom, is very backward in granting this 
requeft, excufing himfelf by faying, “ How Qiall I teach, till I have myfelf 
** been inftmfled ?” But if there be in any one evident figns of truth, and he 
is very importunate, he is accepted j and on Sunday, when the fun is in the 
meridian, obtains his heart’s defire. And from beholding thefe wonders, 
thoufands of every perfuafion have believed on him. 

The perfon who wants to be initiated in all righteoufnefi, places his turban 
in tlie palm of his hand, and putting his head upon his majefty’s feet, faith, 
I have call away my prefumption and felfiflineft, which were the caufe of 
various evils, and am come a fuppliant, vowing to devote the remainder 
of my life in this world to the attainment of immortality.” Then his 
majefty ftretches c«it the hand of , favour, raifes up the fupplicant, replaces 
his turban upon his head, faying, “ My prayers are addreffed to Heaven for 
** yowffijpportjr in order that your afpiring indi nations may bring you from 
** feeming exiftence unto real exiftence.” He then gives him the fliuft, 
upon which is engraven one of the £-reai names of Godt and the words 
Allah Akber,” tlat he may be inftrudted in the following verlct 

The pure fliuft and the pure fight never err.” 

His majefty inftru&s othefS aS cirpumftances may require j and many, 
acccadihg to their capacitiwj iwe recreated with fublime difepurfes. 

But this is hut thtf proper place for giving a full account of the manner in 
which he inftrufts mankind, or of the numerous miracles which he has per- 
formed. Should my life be lengthened fufficiently, and Ihould I have 
leifure enough, it is my intention to compofe a volume on this interefting 
fubjed. 
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RULES OF DISCIPLIl^E. 

When two difciples meet, one fays, “ Allah Akber,’* (God is greateft) * 
and the other anfwers, ** Jillejilalehoo,” (mighty is his glory*). And 
this form of falutation is appointed merely to the end that they may keep 
the Deity in continual remembrance, by exercifing their tongues in his praife. 

I ' ^ 

It is aUb ordered by his majefty, that the food which is ufually given’ 
away after the death of a perfon, (hall be prepared by the donor during, 
his life-time. 

Every dilcijple on the anniverfary of his birth-day, is obliged to make » 
feaft, and to bellow alms.. 

He is alfo enjoined to endeavour to abftain from eating flefli entirely; and 
if he is not able to quit it altogether, he muft at leaft refrain at the times 
appointed in the regulations for the Sufyaneh, as alfo during the whole of 
the month in which he was born. He is prohibited from cating^luntarily 
of any animal that he hath himfelf flain. Keithe^j^i^ of the 

fame dilh with butchers,, hunters, or bird-catchers ; nor is headJSiwedtohave 
commerce with pregnant or old women, or with- one who is barren, or with 
a girl under the age of puberty.

THE MUSTER OF ELEPHANTS. 

t 

This mufter precedes all others. Every day a khafeh elephant, his 
houiings and trappings, is brought to the front of the palace ; and on the 

Akber’s titles were, ** Jilaleddeen Mahommed Akber.” 
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firft day of every Perfian month, tea elephants are brought j and on every 
fucceeding day, ten hulkahs of ten each. On Monday ten hulkaJis of twenty 
each are brought to be muflered. When an elephant is muftered they aJk 
his name, of which each of thefe animals, as well as every horfe, has a 
different one. They alfo require the name of the dehydar— how he was 

obtained his price — allowance of food — age — ^where bred — at what time 

he is rank— how often he has been fo— how long he ufually continues in that 
flat©— how often he has fought, and with what fuccefs— how often he has 
been brought for the royal ufe”“how often he has been mounted by his 

majefty ^when he was admitted amongft the khafeh elephants — at what 

periods he has changed his keepers — ^when his tulks were dreffed — how 
often he has been muftered — ^what lervants look after him— the names of 
the emeer and tlis fuperintendant. All thefe queftions are anfwered by the 
tepukchy. 


RelpeAing the other elephants, the following queftions are aiked : The 
name of thehulkadar — price of die elephant — ^how he was obtained — ^whether 
he is fit fbt ri^ng, or for carrying burdens— what is his rank — whether 
he is to continue with his prefent foujdar, or to be transferred to another. 


Alfo, every day five new elephants are fent to the fuddywal to have 
their rank determmed s'whidh being done, they are put into their rdpefthre 
da^. 

Every Sunday' an elephant is brought to the palace to be given away to 
one of the moft deferring fervants ; and fome hulkahs are let apart for this 
purpofe. 


Formerly, 
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Formerly, it was a rule that the elephant firft rode was put into the firft 
dafs, but now it is that which is rode ofteneft. 

. According to the value of the elephant, it is put into the firft or laft 
hulkah. 

When all the'»elei>hants have paffed mufter in the above-mentioned 
order„they begin again with the kfipfeh elephants, bringing ten at a time ; 
and when theleare reviewed, they proceed with thofe of the lhahzadehs. 

It is a rule that the lhahzadehs pafs mufter mounted on their own par- 
ticular elephants j and after them the other hulkahs pafs belSore his majefty. 

1,1 ^ 

It being ordered that the elephants ftiould be formed into troops according 
to their price, the proper officers at each mufter pick out any elephant that 

is niifplaced, and put it amongft its equals. 

\ 

During the time of mufter thofe men who want to be employed in this 
department ftand together in a row, and his majefty appoints them as be 
thinks proper. 

The hulkahdars whofe elephants are in good condition have their number 
increafed, by lean ones that are taken away from thofe who have been 
negligent in the difeharge of their duty. 

The muihreff receives orders from his majefty, in whai; rank td 
every new elephant that is appropriated to his own particular ufe. 
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The elephants of the other onirahs, although not in the general rotation, 
arc brought to the prelence occafionally ; and their rank being fixed, are 
ftamped with the royal mark. 

The merchants alfo bring elephants to the palace, and receive their proper 
price. 


THE MUSTER OF HORSES. 

This begins with tire ftables of forty horfes ; next, thofe of the lhah- 
zadehs and the khanehzad, continuing with the other ftables till all the 
horfes of ten mohurs have been reviewed. After thefe are muftered the 
gowt and tanghian horfes, and tliofe of the bargeers ; they are brought ac- 
cording to their price, and if two are equal in value, then that which was 
firft received into the ftable precedes the other. 

Previous to mufter, fkilful perfons fix the prices of the tanghians, &c. 
anew, and determine whether they fhall be. of the firft, fecond, or third 
clafi. Thofc which have increafed in value fince thelaft mufter, are put into 
a higher clafs and thofe which have fallen off, are degraded accordingly. 
For thofe of the third clafs, are appointed feparate ftables, out of which 
ordinary people receive prefents. 

£!ver]* mufter-dhy the ordinary ftables are completed ; and if there be not 
any deficiency, the furplus horfes are put into a feparate ftable, for which 
there is.a fuperihtwdant. 

The mufter of this animal ufed to begin on Monday. They bring forty 
horfes the firft day, and oa every fucceeding day twenty each. Some 

horfes. 
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horfes, from fixty to ten niohurs value, are always in readinefs to be given in 
prefents, and to mount the cavalry. 

The horfes belonging to the dealers are viewed as they come, and ac- 
cording to the number brought, from twenty to an hundred are viewed daily; 
but before they are brought to his majefly officers appointed for the purpofe 
fettle their price ; which valuation, however, his.majefty always increafes a 
little. The horfes of lefi value than thirty mohurs have their price fixed, 
without being brought to thd royal prefence. 

The treaftirer has always money ready in the^bargali aum, that the dealers 
may not be kept in painful expedlation. 

After a horfe is bought, he lias the royal mark ftamped upon him.

It begins with the khanehzad ; and every day five ketars are muftered, 
excepting on Friday, when there are tjpn ketars, they are brought in 
order according to their value*

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THE MUSTER OF BULLOCKS. 

The mufter of this animal ufed to begin on Wednefday, when ten pair 
were muftered, and every fucceeding day the fame number. On the feftival 
of the Dewalee, when the Hindoos pay a particular worlhip to the ox, a 
number ate drefled out in elegant trappings, and brought to the palace.^ 

THE MUSTER OF MULES. 

This commenced on Thurfday. Thefe animals are muflered only Qnce 
in the courfe of a year, fix ketars daily. 

Foraierly the muftens were made in the order above-mentioned j but now 

the week is employed in the following manner :

His majefty has adopted an admirable mode for determining the degree 
of beneHt or injury that an animal has received.

They eftimate the quantity of food allowed, and calculate how much 
flefli it can produce, allowing, every feer of food to yield fuch a proportion 
of flefh i and’ if upon examination they find the animal leaner thari he 
ought to be, the officers are fined in the price of the food of which they 
have defirauded the beaft j that is, fuppofing it evidently appears that the 
leannefs' proceeds from fraudulent praftices. And this experiment is called 
pow gofht. 


REGULATIONS FOR THE PUBLIC FIGHTS OF ANIMALS. 

His majefiy is \jjUJing to encourage public ^)eftacles, as a means of 
bringmg together people of all ranks, who, by partaking in the general 
diveifion, may become acquainted, and enter into friendfhip and good 
fellowfhip with each other. 


THE BATTLES OF DEER. 

There are always one hundred and one khafeh deer, each of which has a 
proper name fignificant of his charafter j and for ev«y couple of thefe a 
keeper is appointed j The battles tttefe animals- are of - three kinds : 
ifi, Khafeh deer with khdeh ; 2d, Khaleh deer with thofe of the lhazadehs ; 
3d, Khafeh deer with thofe of forty-two of the principal courtiers, whom his 
majefty has formed into twenty-One miffals j being compofed of munfubdars 
of feven thoufand down to dehbafliees, 

A wj^er is laid upon every battle, and the money depofitcdj and each 
battle is from eight rupees to i^ht mohuis. 


It 
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It I's a rule, that a deer who runs away in three battles is turned out of the 
khafeh rank. A deer who has given proofs of courage in battle, is called 
atkul. Thofe wlw are fit for fighting but have not yet engaged, are called 
aneen.' 

The above-mentioned forty perfons, who are formed into twenty-one 
miflals, are called hovofnakan ; and it is they who depolit the bets. 

Every miflal has alfo for fighting, a bufifaloe, a bull, a ram, a’ goat, and a 
cock ; and when the battles of deer are concluded, thele are (ported with. 
The bet upon a buffaloe is firom four rupees to four mphurs ; upon a bull, 
a ram, or a goat, from two rupees to two mohurs ; and upon a cock, the 
fame as a buffaloe. Formerly there were not any battles of bulls and rams. 

Thele battles are fought at night, on the fourteenth’ day of the mooa, in 
the front of the palace. 

There are» alfo other deer, called kowtel and half kowtel, each divifion 
«onfifting of' a fixed number. Whenever there is a deficiency in the num- 
ber of khafeh deer, it is fupplied fcom the kowtel ; and what is wanting in 
the kowtel is made up from the half kowtel j all thefe are continually in 
truning, and are mads to eng^e with each other for trial of their chara6;er. 

t 

The hunters when they take wild deer, Jjaing them to the palace, where 
their prices are fixed ; they are formed into four ranks, or d^jgrees of good- 
nefs, and the price is from two rupees to two mohurs each. 


THE 
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THE DAILY ALLOWANCE OF FOOD. 

The khafeh deer, thofe of the kowtel, and thofe belonging to the fight- 
ing miflals, have each a daily allowance of two feers of grain, half a feer 
of wheaten bread, two chattacks of ghee, and half a dam to purchafe 
grafs j but the hovofnak pays for grafs for thofe of the milTals and the kowtels. 

Each of the khafeh deer, the khanehzad, and the kowtel, has a peiibn 
to look after it j but of thofe belonging to the miflals, one perfon looks 
after a couple, and if there he an odd one, a ieparate perfon is appointed to 
look after it; but there is no allowance for grals. 

A deer who is given in charge to a perfon to be trained, is allowed 
daily one feer and three quarters of grain, and half a dam for grafs. For 
every four of thefe a keeper is appointed, and if they are fit to be admitted 
into the rank of khafeh, a keeper is appointed for every couple. 

The deer kept at a diilAnce from court, afe each. allowed daily one feer 
and a half qf grain, and a naan, to lopk after it. 

* 

A new-caught deer, for the firft week has not any grain given him ; for 
fifteen days after that, he has half a feer-of grain daily ; from that period 
one feer till a month and a half are elapfed, when the allowance is one feer 
and a half. 

The ahoo khaneh, or deer" 1 ^fe,-.is fiipttintendfccTby munfuBt^jSjrJalpljh’^Ji 
and foot foldiers. The pay of a foot-foldier is from eighty tb 4^0 dams

fer menfm. There are now collefted together twelve thoufand choice deer, 
which are taught after different manners. There are alfo numbers of does 
kept apart for breeding. Of the largeft fize of thefe each is allowed daily- 
one feer and a half of grain, and half a dam to purchafe grafs. A doe-fawn 
lucks her dam for twq^ months, after which period it is allowed daily a 
quarter of a feer of grain ; and this allowance is increafed a quarter of a feer 
every two months till it commences its fecond year, when it is confidered as 
a full grown doe, and allowed one feer and a half per tiiem : from the com- 
mencement of the feventh month till the end of the ninth month, it is 
allowed daily a quarter of a dam for grafs, after which the allowance is half 
a dam. 


A buck-fawn, after fucking two months, has daily fix chattacks of 
grains and thJt allowance is jncr.eafed fix, chattacks every two months till 
he commences h^s fecond year, after which the (My allowance is tw<3 feers 
and a quarters for grafs the daily allowance is, from the fifth to the eighth 
month, a quarter of a dam, aud after that half a dam. 


REGULATIONS FOR BUILDINGS. 

His majefly is continually giving employment to a number of hands in 
erefting fortifications and palaces, colleges, and musjids, arid in building 
fcmls throughout the empire for the convenience of travellers, and digging 
refervoirs of water and wells. 

And, in order to prevent impofition, he has caufed an eftimate t#be made 
^of the exfifence of labour, and of the pricesipf the. feveral articles ufed in 
jbtuUding..

For brick-building, every guz requires 250 bricks of three feers each, 
with eight maunds of lime, and two maunds twenty-feven feers of brick-duft. 

For a guz of mud-work are required 300 bricks j and every brick takes 
one feer of earth, and half a feer of water. 

For the firft coat of plafter, each guz requires one maund of quick 
and ten feers of flaked lime, fourteen feers of brick-duft, and a quarter of 
a feer of hemp. If the fecond coat is to be of a red colour, each guz 
requires feven feers of flaked lime, and three feers of brick-duft. For a

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guz of outer coat of white plaftering, ten feers of flaked lime. For the 
firffc coat of plafter of a guz of ceiling, or infide walls, ten feers of ftone- 
lime. For lining rooms with China-tiles, fix feers of flone-lime per guz..-' 
For plaftering fmoke-vents, ten leers of flaked lime for every guz. 

A window requires two feers and a half ot glafs, twenty-four feers of ftone- 

lime, and a quarter of a feer of fereefla kahy.

REGULATIONS FOR TEE MILITARY DEPARTMENT, 


THE ARMY. 

His majefly has formed this immenfe multitude into different ranks ; 
Ibme arfe folely under his own immediate orders, and are excuftd from the 
performance of many duties that are required of others. Likewife a number 
of the inhabitants of the wilds and lefs civilized parts of the empire, are, by 
proper difcipline, made to be ufeful. The zemeendary troops alone, are in 
number upwards of four millions and four hundred thoufand, as will here- 
after be particularized. 

Some of the cavalry have their hOrfes marked, and a defcripl^'is taken 
in writing of the peribns of the men. Other cavalry are ifert 'ulider the 
command of an officer, who is ftyled ahdy. Others, according to their 

merit 
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merit and capacityj are appointed to higher commands. Many are enter- 
tained for the cavalry fervice without having their horfes marked, and 
have tunkhas (or allignments) for their pay. Thofe who are natives of Iran 
and Turan, have twenty-five rupees ; and the Indian, twenty rupees each 
permenfem. A horfeman who is entertained for the duties of the khalfeh (or 
exchequer) has fifteen rupees per vietifenu Thofe who have not marked 
horfes are called biravvoordy (or not included in the munfubs). Such of 

the munfubdars as are not able to furniOi men themfelves, are fupplied 

* 

with troopers mounted on marked horfes ; and thefe men are called dakhely 
(or included in the munfubs). In the munfubs of eight thoufand, no 
munfubdar under the rank of eight hundred is admitted j the munfubs of 
feven thoufand include none lower than feven hundred ; nor in thofe of five 
thoufand are any inferior to five hundred; and in the munfubs of five 
hundred there are none lefs than one hundred. Some troops arc levied 
occafionally to lengthen the munfubs, and they are called kummeky (or 
auxiliaries). At prefent moft of the cavalry are mounted on marked 
horfes. The trooper mounted on a marked horfe takes rank of one whole 
horfe is not marked, as more dependence can be had upon the former, bc- 
caufe he cannot lend or exchange his horfe ; and moreover, lince his 
raajefly has introduced the cherehneveefy (or the cuftom of taking a de- 
ifcription in writing) he cannot receive pay till he has paffed mufter. 


'REGULATIONS FOR THE CATTLE. 

Horfes were firft marked in the eighteenth year of the reign, at which 
time the ranks of cattle were determined, and eftimates made of what was 
requifite for each ; and the prices of articles being taken into confideration, 
,a medium rate was agreed upon to be ufed in computations. 


HORSES 
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HORSES. 

They were divided into feven kinds, viz. 

Arab, Irakee, Mojennefs, Touiky, Yabu, Tazee, and Jungeleh; and the 
following rates fixed for each:' — 

ift. The Arab, which is a very fine horfe, bred in different parts of 
Arabia. The monthly pay for one of thofe was fixed at 720 dams, includ- 
ing all charges, which were computed at'479 dams. When his majefly took 
into confideration the eafe and good difcipline of- his troops, he at- firft 
made an addition of eighty-one damsj at the time that the rupee pafled 
current at thirty-five dams'j and when it was raifed to forty dams, he 
increafed the pay, excepting the Jungelehs, eighty dams more, altogether 
making 720 dams. 

ad. The Irakee, which is bred in the Perfian Irak, is a beautiful animal, 
and equally powerful with the Arab. He is allowed 608 dams monthly, in- 
cluding all chaises. Increafes Firft, fixty- two dams; fecond, feventy- 
five dams ; third, eighty dams.- 

3d, The Mojennefs refembles the Irakee, and is a mixture of the 
Tourky and the Irakee. The monthly pay is 560 dams, including all cx- 
penpes. Increafes :-7-Firft, feventy-two dams ; fecond, fifty dams ; third, 
eighty dams. 

4th, The Tourky is bred in Turan : although he is very ftrewagi and of 
a good height, yet he is inferior to the Mojennefs. Mbnthty .pay 480 

dams. 
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dams, including all cxpences. Increafes : — ^Firft, fifty>two dams ; fecond, 
fifty dams ; third, eighty dams. 

jth, Yabu is alfo a native of Turan, but lefs powerful and fmaller than 
the Tourky. Monthly pay 400 dams, including all expences. Increafes 
jFirft, forty-one dams j fecond, forty dams j third, eighty dams. 

•6th and 7th are the Tazee and the Jungeleh. Thofe are moftly bred in 
'Hindoftan. The beft is called tazee, the middling kind jungeleh, and 
the worft tattoo. Tanghens are greatly improved by being croffed with 
tazees. The monthly pay of a tazee is 320 dams, including all charges, 
Increafes ;—Firft, twenty-two dams; fecond, thirty dams; tliird, eighty 
dams. The monthly pay of a jungeleh is 240 dams, including all charges. 
Increafes ; — > Firft, twenty-nine dams and a half ; fecond, twenty-five 
dams ; third, forty dams. A tattoo was formerly allowed 140 dams j but 
now he is not employed. 


ELEPHANTS. 

Thefe are alfo of feven kinds, viz. 

Muft, Iheergeer, fadeh, menjholeh, kerheh, benderkeeab, and mukel. 
There is more method and exa£tnefs obferv^ in this department than in 
any other. 

Formerly elephants ufed to be marked, but now they are only divided 
into kinds.

The tunkhas, for defraying the expences of this department, are always 
drawn in dams, and not in rupees, in order that there may not be any de- 
dudlions. 

MULES. 

For a mule is paid monthly 240 dams, including all charges. Increafes • 
Firft, fifty-fix dams j fecond, forty dams j third, twenty dams. 

OXEK. 

For each head is allowed monthly 120 dams, including all chaiges. Jw 
creafe : — Firft, thirty-eight dams; fecond, ten dams. 

CARTS. 

For each cart there are allowed monthly 600 dams, including all charges. 

MUNSUBDARS. 

The Almighty, for the benefit of mankind, felefts from at^ot^l^ t^^en^ 
one whom he makes a king, and fupports with his divine grace and fevour.

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But fince the abilities of a fingle man are not equal to the duties of every 
departmen^ the monarch wifely makes choice of fome of his moft worthy 
fubjedts to affift him : and for this purpofe nominates them to command 
others. With this view his majefty eftabliOied munfubs from a dehbalhy 
(or commander of ten) to a dehhezary (or a commander of 1 0,000.) But 
only the king’s fons have munfubs above 5000. The number of thefe 
munfubs being lixty-lix, thofe Ikilled in the numerical value of letters 
have difcovered that their fum is expreffed by the word jilaleh (or the 
moft glorious God) which they confider as an indication of their perpetuity. 

His majefty difcovers the merit of fome at the firft interview, and exalts 
them to greatnef^ at one ftep. Sometimes the munfub is increafed, wbilft 
the number of cavalry is diminilhed. 

Great care is taken in determining the value of the horfes provided by 
each munfubdar, and their pay is fixed accordingly. Thofe who have 
cavalry equal to. their munfub, are of the firft rank. Thofe who have not 
the full number, but not left than half, are of the fecond rank. The third 
rank is compofed of thofe who have left than half of the full complement of 
cawalry, — ^as will be found upon confulting the annexed tables. 

The youzbalhgees (or commanders of too)' are of eleven ranks 
Firft, Him of too, whofe monthly, pay is 700 rupees. The eleventh has 
not any cavalry^, the grcateft part of thefe being amongft; the number of

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dakhelee troopers ; his pay is 500 rupees. The nine intermediate ones have 
twenty rupees in addition for every ten horfes. 

From the munfubdar of forty, neither the elephant, nor the Tourky- 
horfe, nor the jungeleh are exafted. The tecrkuflibund (who has the 
rank of a commander of thirty) and the bifty, or munfubdar of twenty, ^re 
excufed from providing the mojennefs and the yabu.

THE AHDY. 

There are numbers of brave aftive men on whom, although his ma-- 
jefty does not beftow a munfub, yet, being accounted khafs, or particular 
fervants, they are freed from being under the orders of any one, and thus 
dignified by their independence. Such an officer is called an ahdy. They 
have a feparate dewan and bukhlhy, and a great emecr is appointed their 
chief. A fit perfon is apflointed to receive thpfc who wifh to entertained 
in this capacity, and he brings fuch every day to the palace without de- 
manding any fee ; when they are examined and approved by his majefty. 
The yadafl.it* and the talcekch* being made our, a defcripiion of the 
ahdy*s perfon is taken ^ then the burawoord is prepared, when the bukhfhy 
takes fecuriiy, and brings the ahdy a fecond time to the palace, where his 
pay is always fomewhat increafed, . fothetimes a fourth or a half, biht, fre-' 
quently from ten to feventy rupees. Some receive, upwards of jjlb ru- 
pees per menpn. After he has been a fccond time before h^ajefty, hts-

horfe 
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horle is marked with the figure 9. At firft, each ahdy was allowed to have 
as many as eight horfes, but now he has never more than five. Upon pro'^ 
ducing the fikhut he receives a perwancheh, which ferves for ever after. 
Every four months he goes to have the identity of his perfon afcertained, 
which being authenticated, by the dewan and bukhfhy of this department, 
the muQirefF.of the treafury draws out a kubz (or receipt) which is ratified 
by the fignatures of the minifters of ftate, when the treafurer takes it and 
pays the amount. Before the expiration of each quarter they receive one 
month’s pay in advance. .In the courfe of the year, ten months falary 
is paid in ready money, and two months pay are flopped on account of his 
horfe and other expences ; and out of the ten months there is a farther 
•ftoppage of a twentieth part. On entering the fervice he finds himfelf a 
horfe, and when that dies he is mounted by government; when his horfe 
dies, proper officers make out a certificate thereof, which is called a faketna- 
m6h, i» order that his -^y may be regulated accordingjly, for until he has 
found another horfe, he ceafes to draw any pay for one ; and if he negledts 
to obtain the certificate, he is not allowed any thing from the time of the 
laft mufter. Thofe who are in whnt of horfes cdhftantly attend at the palace. 
A great number of horfes are thus beftowed, half the price of which is 
accounted as a prefent, and half is paid for in quarterly ftoppages, or, if 
he is in debt, in two years. 


TOE OTHER CAVALRT.

The akachundely fettles the value and rank of the horfe^ when he is 
ferutinized by the bukhfhees, and then a defeription of the man is taken 
down in writing. A trooper who has more than one horfe, has a camel or 
an ox added to his eftablifhment, for which he has an additional allowance 
of half the fum allowed {of cattle, as before mentioned : if he is well

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mounted, or if his horfes are of inferior rank, only two-fifths addition.

Formerly, horfemen had as far as four marked horfes j now, no one 
is allowed more than three ; formerly, every dehbaftiy had two troopers of 
five horfes, three troopers of two horfes, and two troopers of one horfe 
each, and the other munfubdars in proportion; now, the proportion is, 
three troopers of three horfes, four of two horfes, and three of one horfe 
each. 


THE IHFANTRY. 

His majefty has formed thefe into different ranks, with feparate regula- 
tions for each. 


THE BUNDOOKCHEECAN. 

There are twelve thoufand of thefe employed about the royal perfon. 
To thefe are appointed a treafurer, a daroghah, and tepukchees, which, 
although diftinA offices, have all been occafionally executed by perfon. 
The pay of the bundookcheecan has already been partioi:|^zed..

A thoufand of thefe aftive and vigilant men guard the palace. The 
mirdehahs of thefe are paid after five rates, viz. 300, 160, 140, 130, and 
180 dams; and the other porters from 110 to 120 iaxsts per vimfem, 

THE KHIDMtrTTEEAH. 

A thoufand of thefe alfo guard the environs of the palace. A lirdar, 
or chief of twenty, has monthly from fifty to two hundred dams j a dehbafliy 
from 140 to, 180 dams j and of the inferior, 120, no, or 100 dams each. 
This tribe was formerly notorious for cunning and roguery j and former 
monarchs deemed them incorrigible j but now, by his majefty’s difcipline, 
they are famous for their good order and hone% ; formerly they were called 
mavy j now they are flyled khidmutteeah (or fervants) ; and their chief, 
or rajah, has the title of khidmut roy, and is an obedient fubjeft of the 
empire. 

MEWRAH. 

Thefe are natives of Mewat, who are admirable for carrying meflages that 
require difpatch, and bringing money from diftant ^aces } are excellent 
fpies, and will engage in the moft difficult undertakings. Thiy are a thou- 
.j(and in number, and have the fame pay as the khidmutteeah. 

SHTIMSHEERBAZ, OR GIADIATORS; 

This tribe is of various kinds, and perform wonderful feats j fighting 
and jumping with great art and agility. 


Some 
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Some fight with ftiields, and others engage with cudgels : thefe laft 
are called in* the Hindovee language, lakrayit. Others have no defence, and 
make ufe of one hand only, and are thence called in Hindoftan, ekhateh. 
Thofe who come from the eaftern parts of Hindoftan ufe a fmall ftiield, 
which they call chorwah. Thofe of the northern provinces have fliields of 
fuch a magnitude as to cover a man and horfe; and this kind of Chield is 
called tilwah. Others, who are called pehrayit, ufe a fliield fomewhat lefs 
than the height of a man, and one guz in breadth. Others, called banayit, 
have a long fword, whofe handle meafures a guz in length, which they 
manage very dexteroiilly. There is another famous tribe, called bungolee, 
who have not any fliield, but make ufe of a fingular kind of fword, with 
a crooked hilt, which they handle with great dexterity. Others are very 
Ikilful in fighting with daggers and knives of various forms ; and of thefe 
there are upwards of one hundred thoufand, the choiceft of whom are enter- 
tained by his majcfty. The fudd5r, or firdar of an hundred ftiumftieerbaz, 
is at leaft of the rank of ahdy. His pay is from eighty to fix hundred 
dams per metifenu 

Thtf pehluwan, are wreftlers and boxers of Iran and Turan. There are 
alfo expert flingers of Gujerat and other parts of Hindoftan, who are 
mul, numbers of whom are in his raajefty^s fervice. Their monthly pay 
is from feventy to four hundred and fifty dams ; and every day fome of 
the above combat together, and receive various rewards. 

THE CHEEEAH. 

His majefty does 'not approve of giving to thefe unfortunate men the 
opprobrious name of flave, but calls them cheelah 5 which word.^kShe Hin- 
dovee language fignifies one who relics on another.

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Of thefe there are fcveral .kinds : ift, Thofe who are confidered as com- 
mon flaves, being infidels taken in battle •, and. they are bought and fold, 
ad, Thofe who of themfelves fubmit to bondage. 3d, The children born 
of ilaves. 4th, A thief, who becomes tlie flave of the owner of the flolcn 
goods. 5th, He who is fold for the price of blood. 

The daily pay of a cheelah is from one dam to one rupee ; they are 
formed into divifions, and committed to the care of Ikilful perfons to be in- 
ftrudled in various adts and occupations. 

His majefty, out of his humanity and difcernment, promotes thefe and 
other inferior claffes of people according to their merits ; fo that it is not 
uncommon to fee a foot-foldier raifed to the dignity of an emeer of the 
empire. 

KAHARi^, OR BEARERS. 

Thefe are natives of Hindoftan, who carry aftonifhing burdens upon their 
ihoulders over the moft uneven ground. They alfo carry palekees, fuk- 
hafens, chowdowles, and doolees, with fuch an even pace, that the rider is 
hardly fenlible of the motion. The beft are thofe of the Deccan and Ben- 
gal ; and there are alfo many good ones in the northern foobahs. Several 
thoufands do fervice at the palace. A firdar, or head-bearer of a fet, receives 
monthly from one hundred and ninety-two to three hundred and eighty- 
four dams j and a common bearer has from one hundred and twenty to 
one hundred andbfixty dams. 


THE 
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THE PYADEH DAKHELY, 

The foot-foldiers fo called, are under the command of the omrahs, but 
receive their pay from the date. Every munfubdar has, in addition to 
the complement of his cavalry, half the number of infantry, defcriptions of 
whofe perfons are taken down in writing by his aka or munfubdar. Of 
thefe infantry one-fourth are bundookcheean, and the reft archers, except- 
ing a few who are carpenters, blackfmiths, water-carriers, and pioneers. The 
pay of the bundookcheean has already been particularized. Of the archers, 
the mirdehah has from 180, and the others from loo to 120 dams. 0£ 
the artificers who arc paid as foot-foldiers, fomething has already been 
faid in the firft part of the work. 

OF THE DAGH, OR MARK. 

When the rank of the man, together with the number''and qualities of his 
horfes, are fettled by particular officers, another takes a delcription of 
his perfon in writing, with an account of his age, country, and religion. 
There is alfo a darogfiah,whoft bufinefs it is to fee that the paen.do not meet 
with any vexatious delays, and that they do not fu&r frojW; bpjbery QC^my 
other artifices. 

Firft, the daroghah brings the recruit to his majefty, in whofe prefence 
his rank is fettled, and a taleekeh is given him accordingly, unlefs he be 
of the number of dakhcly j in which cafe the munfubdar furnifties him 
with a certificate. Next, he is carried before five officers whom his ma- 
jefty has appointed to examine the men and cattle, and to fix the pay of 
each j and upon his producing to them the defcription of himfeJf and his 

cattlcy 
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cattle, the order for his monthly pay is written at ilie bottom of the paper, to 
which they affix their feals to prevent any alteration ; then thofe officers 
fend the above paper to the dewan nazir, who again brings the recruit to 
■the prefence, in order that his pay may be ultimately determined. His 
m^efly is an excellent phyliognomift, and can eafily difeover the refpedlive 
merits of each. When the certificate is ratified, the wakyahnavees puts 
bis fignature to it, and the meer arz and the fardar of the kufhek add their 
feals. Upon tliis funnud being produced, the daroghah marks the horfes. 


When the mark was firfl: introduced, it was made in the fhape of the head 
of the Perfian letter feen, and was put upon the left fide of the horfe’s neck. 
Next, it was made with two alifs in the fhape of a crofs on one of the horfe’s 
thighs ; after that, it was for fome time in the form of a bow without a firing ; 
and at laft it was made in numerals, and on the left buttock. Upon the in- 
troduftion of numerals, it had the firft time the figure i j and on the fecond 
time of marking, the figure z, and fo on ; but now that every department 
has a particular figure, the fame is repeated as often as .the horfe is marked. 
The cuftomof marking was firft introduced, that the daroghas might know 
for certain when a horfe died, or was exchanged ; and thus be able to deter- 
mine what pay was due to the troops. 


Many of the tcpukchies, and other fervants employed about the palace, 
who have not leifure to attend to the bufinefs of a jageer, receive their falaries 
in ready money, ajid have, the dagh or mark renewed every eighteen months. 
The omrahs, who are ftationed at a great diftance from court, have the 
dagb renewed only once in twelve years, but then fix years after the firft 
marking, ten per cent, is leflenedin their eftablifhment. When the mtinfub. 
of any one is increafed three years after the dagh has been .performed, he 

for 
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for the prefent receives only a tunkhah for himfelf ; and die additional men 
do not receive theirs until their horfes are marked. 


On the renewal of the dagh, if any one brings a better horfe to be ex- 
changed for the one he then rides, it is to be fent to his majefty for his ex- 
amination and approbation. 


THE KtrSHEK, OR MILITARY COMMA'NJJS. 


Thefe, which are alfo called the chowkees, are of three kinds: ift. 
The munfubdars, ahdeean, cavalry and infantry, are formed into feven di- 
vifions, and each appointed to do duty on a particular day of the week, 
under the command of one of the principal omrahs. A perfon who is 
perfeftly converfant in the military ufages and regulations, is appointed to 
the office of meer arz of the kufhek, through whom and the cmeer all the 
royal orders for this department are iflued, and they are continually in wait- 
ing near the palace to receive his majefty’s commands. Every afternoon 
the principal officers of the guard carry the kowr to the public hall of tlrt 


ptdacc, and there arrange themfelves in a row on the left hand of the mo 
narch» the otheis tK^iWvw in like maimer, on th^ right, tjis 
majefty is peffonally acquainted with every one, and immediately dilcovera 
if there be any abfentees. When both ranks have made the tullecm, they 
take leave and retire. If his majefty happens to be employed upon, fome 
Other bufinefs, one of his fons officiates here in his ftead. 


If any one abfents himfelf from guard through frivolous pretences, he 
is fined a week’s pay, and fotnetimes is alfo reprimanded. 


ad, The 
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2d, The vvhole army is formed iiito twelve divifions, each of which is 
.appointed for the duty of a particular month. Every perfon is obliged, to 
take his tour of duty, excepting thofe employed on the frontiers of the 
empire, or on fpecial fervice ; but even they muft make a reprefentation of 
■their particular fituation previous to the arrival of their tour of duty, that 
they may receive the royal orders thereon in due time, determining whether 
they are to remain where they are or not. On the firft day of every folar 
month the guard at the palace attend and make the tufleem, in the manner 
already defcribed, and are on this occafion diftinguiftied by prefents, and 
other royal marks of favour. 

3d, The whole army is again formed into twelve divifions, and each 
divilion does a year’s duty in rotation. 


THE OFFICE OF WAKYAHNAVEES. 

This is an admirable inftitution, and abfolutely neceflary for the well 
conducting of the affairs of an empire. Although the name of the office 
exifted in former reigns, yet it was never applied to any ufefiil purpofe 
till his majefty’s acceffion to the throne. For executing the offices of this 
department there are appointed fourteen able tepukchees, ten of whom do 
doty daily in rotation. Some others are aHb added as fupernumeraries, 
one of whom attends every day » and if it happens that one of the fourteen 
fixfh mentioned is abfent upon a matter of necellity; this additional perfon 
officiates in his room. Thefe fupernumeraries are called kowtel. 

It is the bufinefs of the wakyahnavees to take in writing an accobnt of 
the following occurrences: Whatever his majefty does himfelf, and the 
orders that he iffues — what reprefentations are made him by the minifters of 

ftate— 
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ftate — ^what he eats and drinks— when he lleeps, and when he rifes— and 
what time he fits on his throne — ^how long he continues in the haram— 
when he goes to the bargah khafs, or to the bargah aum — in what manner 
he hunts — ^what game he kills — ^when he marches, and when he halts — 
what offerings are prefented — ^what books are read to him — what alms 
and donations are beftowed — ^what grants are made of feyurghal — ^what 
accidental increafe or dedudion may happen in the revenue — ^what con- 
trads are concluded — what given in farm — ^what is bought — ^what is com- 
mitted to the charge of any one — ^what peifhcufh and remittances of 
revenue arc received — ^what firmans are ilTued under the royal feal — the 
arrival, introdudion, or departure of any perfon of confequence — what 
petitions are received, and what anfwers given — ^what period is fixed for 
the execution of any particular order — ^who is abfent from his guard — ^what 
battles are fought, and with what fuccefs — ^when peace is concluded, and 
upon what terms — the death of any perfon of rank — what battles of animals 
have been exhibited, and who won the bets — ^what cattle die — what rewards 
are beftowed, or punifliments inflided— how long his majefty fat in public 
—what marriages and births happen— when his majefty plays at any game 
—of public are pr^duped. 


The account of the occurrences being read Co his m^efty, and approved 
by him, the daroghah puts his feal upon it, after which it is carried to the 
perwanchee and the meer arz for their refpedivc feals. The paper when 
thus authenticated is called a yadafht ; then a perfon who writes a clear 
ftyle and a fair charader, takes the yadafht and makes an abridgment of it, 
and having put his feal to it, gives it in exchange for the yadafht. Tai^« 
abridgment are added the feals of the wak^ahnavees, the meer ar%‘ aM ' the 
daroghah of this department. This abridgment is called th«? riifcttlaeh, and 
VoL. I. H4i the 
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the writer thereof the talcekehnavees. Laftly, it is authenticated by the 
feal of the perwanchee. 

OF SUNNUDS, OR GRANTS. 

A paper authenticated by proper fignatures is called a fuhnud j and the 
dufter (or regifter) is the book in which the funnuds arc entered. 

His majefly is particularly circurafpeft regarding this department, and 
takes care that none but perfons of the ftrifteft integrity are appointed to 
oEciate in it.. 

The dufters (or regifters) are of three kinds : ift, The abwabulmal, which 
contains the accounts of the revenues, the increafe or deficiency therein. 
2dy The abwabultahaweel, being the accounts of the receipts and dUburfct 
ments of the houfehold, with thofe o.f the different treafurers. 3d, The 
towjee, which exhibits the eftimates of the demands for the military eftai- 
blilhments, wkh the- means for. latisfylngthem*. 

Some fnnnuds have nothing but the royal feal ; others are firft authentic 
cate'd by the.feals and fignatures- of the minifters of ftate, and afterwards 
are ratified by affixing the royal feal j and fOme have' only the feals and 
fignatutes: of the minifters, withouti the royal feal,. 

A-. firman fubtee. hay the fignatvires of the minifters, together with the 
joyali feal, and is iffued on appointment- to any of the following employ* 
ments:. a m’unfubdary, vakalcr,. fepahfdahr)', ctalceky (or the offibe- of 
preceptor; to any of the- king’s fons, the emeer ul omraiyj .the nahayutty, 
the vizarut, the bukhfheegurry, and .tb,e.fuddarut. Alfd, for the grant of a 
ja^er fir, ©r tun, lor. confirming the falaries- of officers in conquered 

territories,. 
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territories, for granting a meelkeeyet, for a grant of feyurghal, and for 
fnpplies for repairing religious buildings. 


When the taleekeh, before defcribed, is fettled, the dewan of the jageers 
draws out upon it an ellimate of the tunkhah ; and if it contains an order 
for the dagh (or marking the cattle) it is fent to the bukhfhees for a fecond 
revifal, after which his majefty writes naveefund (let them write it). Then 
the bukhlhees write down the number of men, and the proper officers add 
the dcfcriptions of their perfons ; and when the dagh is completed, one of 
the principal bukhfhees takes the taleekeh, and gives in exchange an 
eftimate of the monthly pay under his feal andfignature. This paper, which 
is commonly called the firkhut, is authenticated in the offices of the other 
bukhfhees by fome particular marks. The dewan keeps this firkhut, and 
draws out an eftimate of the pay monthly and yeai-ly, which he prefents to 
his majefty, who, if there be an order for a jageer, writes at the top the 
following words : laleekei tun luihmy nemayend (let them write the taleekeh 
for the tunkhah). The tepuckchees keep this as a voucher for themfelves, 
and deliver a copy of it. Then this new paper is prepared in the follow- 
ing manner; Firft t^dpy^^^ writes upon it Uid mtna^end (let them enroll 
it) the Apir /eaJs 

and fignatures t6 it. Next, his majefty commands 'the to be idfued. 
Then the writer of the towjee keeps the above mentioned copy of the 
firkhut, and writes the particulars at the bottom of the berat ; and the 
muftofy, after he has examined it, affixes his fignature and feal, after wjiich 
the following officers do the fame; the nazir, the other bukhfhees, the 
dewan kull, the mufhreffs, the vakeel, the dewan of the houfehold, and 
the khanfaman. Orders , for ready tboney’ payments undergo the^^e 
forms as above defcribed, after which a calculation of the monthly pay of 
the men and the munfubdar’s feparate allowance are add^ ht ’the' foot

thereof. Orders regarding the offices, matters of transfer, or committing 
to the truft of any one, or for the wages of the inferior fervants, have alfo 
beratsi' and it is a rule, that the mufhreff of each department makes out 
berats every three months j one from the Perlian month Ferverdeen * to 
Sheriyur'f'j and the fecond from Mehr|: to Isfendiar §. Some of the 
inferior fervants have their defcriptions taken in writing, being included in 
the rolls of the army, whilft others are only known by their offices j amongft 
which laft are the fervants of the ftables. The berat is prepared in the 
following manner : Firft is drawn out an eftimate of the allowances for 
grain, grafs, &c. as paid in ready money, or kind, together with an account 
of the monthly pay of the fervants of that department j then the dewan of 
the offices examines it, and, if it is right, he gives a tunkhah or aflignment 
for it, and writes on the margin the following words : ierat naveejund (let 
them write the berat) j upon which the muftireff writes the berat, and then 
prepares the kubz (or receipt) and affixes to it his feal and fignature. If the 
berat is for ready money, a fourth part of the amount is dedufted, for which 
3 feparate receipt is given. After it has gone through all thefe forms the 
dewan of the office writes Jvhtnemayend (let it be confirnSed). Then the 
nauihreff and officers of the towjee, the muftofy, the nazir, the dewan of 
the offices, the dewan kull, the khanfeman, the mufhreff dewan, and the 
vakeel, affix their feals and fignatures to the berat and kubz, the eftimate 
having been previoully carried to each of thefe officers for their infpeftion. 
"When all the officers have affixed their feals and fignatures, it is ratified 
by the royal feal. Then at the back of the kubz, are written the particular 
fpecies of coin in which it is to be paid, at the current value, and in the 
following proportions : Mohurs, one-fourth; rupees, one-half j dams, one- 
fourth.

The 
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The firman for a munfiib is prepared in like manner, excepting that it has 
not the fignatures of the officers of the houlehold. The firman for the 
feyurghal differs only in that, after the dewan kull, the fudder puts on his feal. 
In the firmans that are written in the Toghrah charadter, the two firft 
lines are the fliorteft. This kind of firman is called a perwancheh j and 
it is ufed for the following purpofes : For the falaries of the begums, and 
of the king’s fons, and the penfions of the learned j for the monthly pay 
of the ahdyan and the cheelah, and of fome particular fervants of the houfe* 
hold, and for the allowance of food for the bargeer horfes. The treafurers 
do not require a new funnud every year, but pay the money upon the kubz 
being produced with the proper official fignatures. The kubz is prepared 
after the following manner : The mufhreff draws it out, when the perfon 
who is to receive the amount puts his feal to it, after which the dewan 
mkts JuifnaTfiajend (let it be confirmed), when the dewan kull and the 
khanfaman add their refpedive feals and fignatures. The perwanchehs for 
the ahdyan have the fignatures and feals of the muftofy, the dewan, the 
bukhfhce, and th« ahdybafhy : and as the king’s feal is not required for a 
kubz, neither is it ufed for the firkhut, nor for deeds of fale, nor for the 
aruznanneh. (or ■jwygtpta of xeivenue) nor fior ths^ kerarnafneh 

mokafa (or (he muftofee’s cxaminition of the treafurdr’s accounts.) ' 

THE RANKS OF SEALS. 

The firman, the perwanehah, and the berat, are made into feveral folds,- 
beginning from the bottom.’ On the back of the fifft fold from the 
tom, which is neceffarily the fmalleft,'and towards the right comw**, which 
is always cut off, is the feal of the vakeel j and, oppofite fo ii.tmt a’ little 

beloWi • 
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below, is tlie feal of the mulhrefF, put in fuch. a manner that half of it 
goes to the fecorid fold ; and in like manner, at a fmall diftance is the 
feal of the fudder ; but Sheikh Abdul Neby, and Sultan Khajeh ufcd to 
affix their feals in a line with that of the vakeel In the middle of the firft 
fold is the place of the perfon who is neareft in rank to the vakeel ; fuch 
as Oungeh Khan, in the time of Munem Khan, and Adhum Khan. In 
the fecond fold the meet mal, the khanfaman, the perwanchee, and fuch 
like, put their feals in the upper part ; and in the lower part of the fame 
fold, the dewan and the bukhfliee kuU. In the third fold are the feals and 
Cgnatures of the bukhfhee juz and the dewan of the houfehold. The 
muftofees fign and feal in the fourth fold j and the writer of the towjee 
in the fifth fold. The royal feal is affixed in the front above the Togra 
, Wanting. On the taleekeh^onp of the king’s fons affixes his feg,! at the top, 

THE FIRMAN BYAZEE. 

Some of the royal mandates require difpatch in the execution, and are 
not to be known to every one-: fuch an order has only the royal fignet, and 
is called a firman byazee. It is made up into a number of folds, after 
which it is doubled in the middle, fo that the extremities meet together, 
and a flip of paper is tied aver it in a knot, and -then fealed up. The 
knot is faftened with vifcous juice of the bur, the peepul, or fome other 
;tree, which, like wax, cannot be diffolved in water, nor be opened with- 
out the application of fire. This firman is enclofed in a purfe, made of 
.cloth of gold, and given in charge to ^ munfubdar, an abdy, or a foot- 
fpldier, according to the nature of its ’ contents. The perfon to whom it is 
({fent, having proceeded a proper diftance to meet jt, performs various ajSts 
of obeilhnce, and putting it upon the crown of hjs head, makes the fijd$hj 
and rewards the meflenger according- to his rank.

THE MANNER OF RECEIVING PAY,' 


When any one is entertained as a feepah (or foldier) and the dagh is per- 
formed, he obtains his funnud witliout any expence or delay. And although, 
in the funnud, the pay is fpecified in dams, yet' at the time of making, out 
the eftimate, half is in rupees, formerly rated at forty-eight dams eachi 
a quarter in mohurs of nine rupees each; and the remaining quarterin’ 
dams. No\v the value of the rupee, is reduced to forty dams. His majefty, 
out of his juftice, has ordered that the rupee fliall be iffued to the troops 
at that rate. Out of a year’s pay one month is flopped for the horfe and 
accoutrements. The horfe is valued ten or fifteen rupees above the prime 
coft. However, as by his majefty’s prudent’ management they are purchafed 
at very cheap races, they fuffer no lofe by this trifling advance. The ahdyan 
are always employed in executing the royal orders of moment, and if they 
behave with propriety, are allowed all that they receive as prefents, otherwife

MUSA-ADET, OR AIDS GRANTED TO MILITARY OFfICERS. ' 

'Ihofe who are paid by tunkhah, as v(ell as they who receive ready money. ' 
allowances, and who are not of fuch an, inferior rank as admits of their 
receiving a donation, being fubjedl to temporary difficulties want of 
money, his majeftj’’, who wifhes to gain the afFcdlion (rf.hii- 1 ms fervants, 

has 
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has appointed a (eparate treafurer and meet arz, that thofe who want a loan 
may obtain it without any injury to their reputation, or by being expofed 
to difficulty or delay. For the firfl: year no intereft is required ; the fecond 
year a lixteenth part is added ; the third year an eighth ; the fourth year 
a fourth ; and, from the fifth year to the feventh, fifteen />er cent . ; from the 
eighth to the tenth year, feventeen per cent, j and after ten years, double 
the principal, beyond which there is no increafe. This has proved a 
wholefome leffon to exorbitant ufurers, who now lend their money on mo* 
derate terms. 


DONATIONS, 

His majefty bellows prefents of money after different ways, according 
to the various ranks of men, giving to fome publicly, and rewarding others 
in private. To fome he apparently gives a loan, but never receives repay- 
ment of it : and there are daily given away elephants, horfes, and many 
valuable articles to an ^onifliing amount. Every day the bukhfliees read 
AVer the names of the guard and others, and point out thofe upon whom 
horfes have not been beftowed 5 but after a perfon has received a horfe, 
his name is not read again for a year. 

OF ALMS. 

His majefty bellows upon the poor and needy, money and neceflaries of 
every kind, Maddening the hearts of all in public or private. Many are 
.allowed daily, monthly, or annual penfions, which they receive regularly, 
without any delay or dedu<9:ion. Befides thefe eftablifhmcnts, the fums 
that are daily bellowed upon particular perfons, in confequence of repre- 
fentations made -in thdr. fayour, as well as the food and Inecefiiries con- 
ftantly dillributed amongft the indigent, beyond defeription. There 


is 
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TS'’ a treafurer always in waiting in the prefence for this purpofe ; and 
every needy perfon who prefents himfelf before his majefty, has his necelSties 
inftantly relieved. 


THE CEREMONY OF WEIGHING THE ROYAL PERSON. 

, As a means of beftowing a largefs upon the indigent, the royal perfon is 
weighed twice a year, various articles being put into the oppofite fcale. 
—The firft time of performing this ceremony is on the firft day of the 
Perfian month Aban *, which is the folar anniverfary of his majefty’s birth*- 
day. He is then weighed twelve times, againfl: the following articles : 
gold, quickfilver, raw fiJk, artificial perfumes, mulk, roohtooteea, intox- 
icating drugs, ghee-f", iron, rice-milk, eight kinds of grain, and fait. 
And, at the fame time, according to the years that his majefty has lived, • 
there are given away a like number of ftieep, of goats, and of fowls, to 
people who keep thefe animals for the purpofe of breeding. A great 
number of *ild birds of all kinds are alfo fet at liberty on this occafion. 


The fecond time of performing this ceremony is on the fifth of the 
Arabian niontfe he is ,we%hod dght ttane^ fql| 

lowing things: Silver, tin, linen cloths, lead, dried fruits, fblainao-oil, 
and pot-herbs ; and, on this occafion, the feftival of Salgeerah is cele- 
brated } and donations are beftowed upon people of all ranks. The king’s 
fons and grandfons are weighed' once a year, on the folar anniverfary of 
their refpeftive nativities, againft- feven or eight things, and fome as faf 
as twelve; which number they never exceed.; and ajc^^rding to tlwir r^j 
peftive ages, fiich a number ofbeafts wad ibwfe. ate given away, an4^^ 
liberty. There are appointed for this ^ceremony a 
muthrelF.

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O'F THE SEYURGHAL. 

Our wife monarch beftows different favours upon men according to 
their rank and fituation in life. Four claffes of men have land and penfions 
granted them for their fubliftence, ift. The learned and their fcholars ; 
zd,,.Thofe who have bade adieu to the world j 3d, The needy who are not 
able to help themfelves ; 4th, the defcendants of great families, who, from 
a falfe fliame, will not fubmit to follow any occupation for their fupport. 
When a ready-money allowance is ^ven to thofe, it is called wezeefeh ; and 
land fo bellowed is named meelk, and muddulmafli : and after thofe feve- 
ral ways crores are given away. In order that the conditions of men and 
their refpeftive ncceffities may be properly afcertained, a perfon of known 
impartiality, humanity, and diligence, is' dignified; with the office of fudder, 
for the pl!^^pofe of inveftigating thofe points. The cazy and. the mcer 
adel are under his orders. There is.alfo an able tepuckchee appointed, to 
keep a regifter of every tranfadtion in this id||^,menti ^d' he is called 
the dewan faadet. His majefty has alfo diredt^d-Wlndbility t6 bring to his 
prefence all fit objects of charity, who never fail of obtainmg their heart’s 
content.- 

"When his majefty firft began to give fome attention to this department, 
it whs’difcovered that the fudder had been guilty of various illicit praftices j 
ojvwhicli acTOUnt Sheikh Abdul Neby was appointed, to this office. The 
feyurghal of the Afghans and Chowdrecs were annexed to the khalfeh, or 
exchequer, and the reft: left to his manj^ement and difcretiom Some 
titae "after this, k -was leprefented-to his majefty, that thofe who pofleffed 
feyurghal had not their land in one place, but fcattered in different parts ; 
whereby the; weak, whole ground^ lay contiguous to the khalfeh, or to 

jagecr 
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jageer lands, fufFered material injury and vexation. It was' therefore com- 
manded, that all the tunkhahs (hould be granted upon places that lay 
contiguous to each other ; and accordingly particular villages were fet apart 
and appropriated to this purpofe ; which regulation afforded great relief. 
But of this fudder alfo there were unfavourable reports ; upon which an 
order was iffucd, that no one fhould poffefs five hundred beegahs and 
upwards till be had been brought to the royal prefence, and there obtained 
his grant. But even this regulation was not found fufficient to prevent 
difhonefty ; wherefore it was ordered, that every hundred beegahs, which 
had not yet been feparated, being divided into five parts, three thereof 
fhould be annexed to the khalfeh, excepting the lands granted to the Irany 
and Turany women. In confequence of the above regulation refpefting the 
feyurghal not included in the appropriated villages, the artful and avaricious 
quitted fuch parts of their old lands as were bad, and took other places in 
the appropriated villages in exchange ; upon which it was determined, that 
any perfon relinquifhing his former land for other, fhould have a fourth 
part deduced, and a tunkhah granted accordingly. When the collufive 
pradrices of the cazees in general were detefted and fully proved, his 
majefty peeved toyg^yiice^ further reliance upon men who carry a fair 
appeuance mth die but ^ inwairdly bafe and corrupt; He exaMbied 

this matter to the bottom, and finding fome exceptions in favour of the cazees 
who had been appointed under the fuddarut of Sultan Khajeh, he confirmed 
tliemin their offices, but degraded all the reft. The Irany and Turany 
women were alfo convidled of collulion j upon which it was ordered, that 
fuch of them as pofTejOTed more than one hundred beegahs, fhould be obliged 
to apply for a new grant. In the fuddarut of Azeded Bowleh the fc4l9il!^||^ 
further regulations were enafited: — Whenever two or more hold 

feyurghal in partner fhip, without its being fo fpecified of the 

grant, if one of them dies, the fudder fhallof his owa authority divide the 
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land; ajid the {hare that was polTeffed by the defund, lhall be annexed to 
the khalfah till the heirs make and eftablifli their claim. This fudder was 
permitted to grant of bis own authority as far as fifteen beegahs. It fre- 
quently happened that the poffellbrs of feyurghal planted their grounds with 
fruit-trees, which yielded them a confiderable profit ;• upon which the offi- 
cers of government, wifhing to benefit the ftate, requhed a revenue from, 
them. His majefty was greatly difpleafed at the condudtofhis officers in 
this relpe(ft, and commanded that no fuch requifition fhould be made. It 
being difcovered that thofe who held one hundred beegahs, and even lefs 
than that quantity, were alfo guilty of diflioneft pradtices, his majefty 
commanded Meer Sudder Jehan to bring all of them to the prefence to 
have their grants fcrutinized. Afterwards it was diredted, that the fudder 
fhould leflen or increafe the feyurghal, in fuch manner as the author of this 
work might think advifeable. The following are regulations now eflablifhed : 
The feyurghal land, when granted, fliall be half arable j and the other half 
capable of being brought into circulation ; or, if the whole be arable, a 
fourth part fhould be dedudted from the grant, and a tankhah ifTucd for 
three-foupths only. The revenue of a beegah , differs in every village, but is 
never lefs than one rupee. His majefty, out of his righteoufnefs, is con- 
ftantly attentive to this department, and is careful to appoint difinterellcd 
people to the offices of fiiddarut juz and kull. 

OF MACHINES. 

His majefty has with great fkill conftrudVed a cart, containing a corn- 
mill, which is worked by the motion of the carriage. He has alfo con- 
trived a carriage of fuch a magnitude as to contain fcveral apartments, 
with a hot- bath ; and it is drawn by a finglc elephant. This moveable 
bath is extremely uUful, and rcfreOicning on a journey. Other carriages for 
the convenience of tiavelling, are drawn by camels, horfes, or oxen. 


He 
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He has alfd invented feveral hydraulic machines, which are worked 
by oxen. The pulleys and wheels of fome of them are fo adjuded, that a 
fingle- ox will at once draw water out: of two wells, and at the fame time 
turn a mill-ftone.- 

OF THE TEN SEERS OF GRAIN EXACTED FROM EVERY BEEGAH' 

OF LAND^ 

KTis majefty, in return for the cares of royalty, exadts an annual tribute of 
ten feers of grain from every beegah of cultivated land throughout the' 
empire j and granaries are erefted in different parts of the kingdom, from • 
whence the cattle employed by the ftate are provided with fubliftence. They^ 
are alfo applied to the relief of indigent hufbandmen ; • and in time of fcarcity 
the grain is fold at a low- price, but the quantity is proportioned to the ' 
abfolute neceflities of the purchafer. Likewife, throughout the empire, a 
great quantity of food is dreffed daily for the fupport of the poor and- 
needy. Proper officers are appointed to the charge of the granaries, and • 
to keep the. accounts of the receipts and expenditures. 

OF. Festivals:- 

His majefty, who knows what degtte of regard is due' to apprtved ' 
cuftoms of antiquity, is continually endeavouring to make himfelf a,c- 
quaintcd with them ; and then, - regardlefs of who was the inftitutor, he ' 
adopts fuch as appear proper, and rejefts whatever' difpleafes him. After 
having adopted a'particular' cuflom or ceremony, he next confiders hqw!-' 
to make it of moft general advantage, feefcing for opportunities of bci^i^^; 
ing mankind, and embracing every occafion of bellowing largefTe^^j^^ his ■ 
people. >¥1111 this view he- adopted the feftival of Gemf^(^,»ahd..otber*' 

feafts ' 
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feafts of the ancient Perfians, which, wre ufed as the means of beftow- 
■ing donations. 

Firfl: is the feftival of Nowroz or the new year, when the fun enters the 
fign Aries. This is celebrated with feafting for nineteen fucceffive days, 
during which time immenfe fums of money and valuable articles are dif- 
tributed. It commences on the hrft of the Perfian month Ferverdeen *, 
and continues till the end of the nineteenth. With the ancient Perlians, 
the day which bears the lame name with the month was alfo a feflival ; and 
his majefty has ordered them to be kept in the following order: The 
i^th day of the month Ferverdeen (March) — the 3d of Ardebehelht 
(April) — ^the 6th of Khordad (May) — ^ihe 13th of Teer (June) — ^the 7th of 
Amerdad (July) — ^the 4th of Sheriyur (Augull) — the i6th of Mehr 
(September)— the loth of Aban (Odtoberj— the 9th of Azer (November) 
— ^the 8th, 1 5th, and 23d of Dey (December) — ^the 2d of Bahman (Janu- 
ary) — ^the 5th of Isfendiar (February) : — and on every feftival many public 
as well as private benefits are beftowed. On thofe days a kettle-drum is 
beat every three hours, accompanied by mulical inftruments. On tlie fef- 
tival of the new year there are public illumin§itions for three nights fuc- 
ceffively ; and again on the nineteenth night of the lame month. Many 
particulars relative to thefe ancient .ceremonies are related in the firft volume 
<of the Akbernameh. 

THE KHUSHROZ, OR DAYS OF DIVERSION. 

His mgefty gives this name to the ninth day after the feftival of each 
month, and thereon aflembles his court. Upon this occafion the wives of 

• March. ' 
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merchants hold a market, where they cxpofe to fale the manufadures of 

every country at their refpedive fhops. The women of the haram, and 

others of charader, refort thither, and carry on a large traffic, to the murua^ 

ffitisfadion of all parties *. His majefly is alfb there in difguife, by which 

means he learns the prices of different articles of merchandize, and hears 

what is faid of the ftate of the empire, and the charaders of the officers 

of government. When the female fair is over, another is fet on foot for 

the men when his majefty and the courtid's come and make purchafes :

and at this time every man. may reprefent his 'paEticuIar grievances, 
without the intervention of any onej. when the injured never fail of ob- 
taining redrefs, and the offenders are punilhed. There are alfo a treafurer 
and a mufhreff appointed to this, department, that the merchants mayr 
xeceive immediate payment for the things that are purchafed from them. 


©F MARRIAGES. 

This grand uhion of the fexes, is not only beneficial in the proaeation' 
of the fpecics, but is a check upon inordinate defires, and prcferves the 
domeftic, peace., of .|ijmilie?.» 

His majefty; who is, ever feeking to do good by Watching ’ over the 
interefts of all his fubjeds, does not adihit, in this inftance, of a- difregafd'. 
to differenoe in religion, nor to the unfuitablenefs of the difpofitions of 
the parties towards each other, nor difpatity of rank ; and he • holds it 
finful for marriages to be contraded under the age of puberty,, becaufe, if. 
upon their arrival at- years of dHoretibn, they fhould not be fatisfitfd Tiffiilrhi 
eachotheri.it muft be a , continual fource,.of familjr-difcord.

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-tlie confent of the bride and bridegroom to be equally neceflary with .that cf 
their parents. He thinks it improper .that thofe of near affinity in blood 
•fliould be married together ; and lays, “ Adam would not fuller marriages 
to take place between his fons and daughters who were twins; which 
■* ** confideration ought to filence thofe who draw an inference from the letter 
•“ and not from the .fpirit of the Mahommedan law;, which is made by 
** them to admit of intermarriage with the daughter of a paternal uncle, 
■“ becaufe it does not politively prohibit luch an union.” He difapproves 
.of exceffive kabeens or marriage-fetdements, which probably were in- 
ftituted to increale the dread of reparation. He does not approve of a. 
man's having more than one wife, .nor of a young man’s marrying an old' 
woman. He has appointed two difintrarefted perfons, one to ^afeertaift the 
condition of the men, and the other to inform himfelf of the rank of the 
women. They are both called towee beghy^ and fometimes both offices 
are executed by the fame perfon. They levy a fmall tax upon marriages 
for the ufe of the crown, which is collected from each party according to 
the rank of their fathers, in the following proportions :

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REGULATIONS FOR TEACHING IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

m 

All civilized nations have fchools for the education of youth j but Hin- 
doftan is particularly famous for its feminaries. 

The boys are firft taught to read the letters of the Perfian alphabet fepa* 
lately, with the different accents, or marks of pronunciation : and his ma- 
jefty has ordered, that as foon as they have a perfedt knowledge of the 
aiphabet, which is generally acquired in two days, they fliali»-be exercifed 
in combinations of two letters ; and after they have learnt thofe for a 
week, there is given to them a Ihort line of profe or verffc, containing a 
religious or moral fentiment, wherein thofe combinations continually occur. 
They muft ftrive to read this themfelves, with a little occafional aflift- 
ance from the teacher. For feme days the matter proceeds with teaching 
a new hemiftich or dittich ; and in a very (hort time the boys learn to read 
with fluency. The teacher gives the young fcholar four excrcifes daily, 
vhi. the alphabet, the combinations, a new hemittich or dittich, and a 
repetition of what he has read before. By this method, what ufed to

Water-carriage tends to the fuccefs of military operations, furniflics the 
hulbandman with the means of difpofing of the produce of his lands» 
and fupplies reciprocally the wants of mankind in general. His majefty, 
in mating the regulations for this departmem, has kept four objefts in 
view. 

ift. The building of fliips and boats for the purpofe of inland navigation. 
There are boats built for the tranfportation of elephants ; fonie are of 
fuch conftru(Sion as to be employed in lieges, and others are made con- 
venient for the conveyance of merchandize. Ships, to thofe who are ufed 
to them, ferve for convenient habitations, whilft they are failing from one 
place to- another, particularly throughout the Turkilh empire, in Africa, 
and in the lands, of the Chriftians. Every part of the empire abounds 
in boats} hut in Bengal, Cafhmeer, and Tata, they are the centre upon 
which all commerce moves. His majefty has had feme pleafure- boats built 
with convenient apartmeints, and the head of each is made to refemble fome 
animal } on others are floating-markets and flower-gardens. In the maritime 
provinces fliips are built of a fize for fea-voyages. And alfo at Allahabad 
and Lahoor fliips are conftrufted, and fent from both places to the ocean. 
In Caflimeer there was made a model of A Ihip that aftoniflhed every one

4th, The nakhoda kheflieb 
provides fuel for the people, and affifts in lading and unlading the fliip. 
5th, The firheng, whofe bufmefs it is to fuperintend the docking and launch- 
ing of the fhip j and he frequently officiates as a maullim. 6th, The bun- 
daree, who 1 ms charge of the fliip’s ftores. 7th, The keranee, or fhip’s 
clerk, who keeps the accounts, and ferves out water to the people. 8th, The 
fukangeer (helmfman). Of thefe there are fometimes twenty in a fliip; 
they fteer the fhip according to the orders of the maullim. 9th, The 
punjeree, who looks out from the top of the maft, and gives notice when he 
fees land or a fhip, or difeovers a ftorm riling, or any other objeft worth 
obferving. lotli. The goomtee are thofe particular khelafles who throw the 
water out, of gunners,.^ho di^r in number accord-

DIFFERENT WAYS OF HUNTING THE LION. 

They make a large cage, ftrengthened with iron, into which they put a 
kid in luch a fituation that die lion cannot come at it without entering 
by the door, which is left open. The cage is put in the place which the 
lion frequents, and when he enters to feize the kid, the door (huts upon him 
and he is taken j or an arrow is fet in a bow of a green colour, which is 
faftened to a bough of a tree, and when the lion paSes under ir, the motion 
dilcharges the arrow and kills him. Or they faften a flieep to the fpot 
which he frequents, and furround it with ftraw worked up with fome 
glutinous fubftance, fo that when the lion attempts to feize the fheep, his 
-claws become entangled in the ftraw j -upon which the hunters, iffuing from 
their covert, either kill him, or take him alive and tame him. But his ma- 
jefty has ordered that they fliould always be deftroyed. 

Som^imes a bold refolutc fellow himfelf upon die back of a male 
;b»ffa^. and ,^tack due lion, and toft him with his horns tiH 

•he kills , biflOk:,.,,. it <is «iot- poflible for any one who has not feen this light to 
form an adequate idea of ,die fpcat it affords, nok to conceive -the boldnefs 
of the man, who feat? himfelf ereft like a pillar, .notwithftamding the violent 
motions of the buffsloe during the -bloody cwiflid. —-And ngwrl wijl fay 

fomething 
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fomething of his majefty’s exploits, for the fatisfadion of the unin* 
formed. Once on a hunting party, advice being brought that a lion had 
made his appearance in a thicket near a towny his majefly went in queft 
of him. The lion ftruck his claws into the forehead of his majefty’s ele- 
phant and pinned him to the ground, till the king put the lion to death, 
to the aftoniftiment of every fpeftator. Another time, being hunting near 
Toodah, a lion feized one of his train, when he fmote the beaft with an 
arro^v, and delivered the man from his clutches. Another time a large 
lion fprung up near his roajefty, who fmote him with an arrow in the 
forehead. Another time a lion had feized a foot-foldier, and every one de- 
fpaired of his life ; but his majefty fet him free by killing the lion with 
a matchlock. On another occafion, in the wilds, a' lion moved towards him 
in fuch a terrible rage, that Shujahut Khan, who had advanced before his 
majefty, loft his refolution, but the king ftood firm, holding the lion at- 
defiance, when the animal, through inftinft, becoming frightened at the 
fight of Heaven*s favourite, turned about to efcape, but was fpeedily killed 
with an arrow. But it is impoffible for me, in my barbarous Hindu dialed, 
to deferibe in fit terms the adions of. this inimitable monarch.

This is done after feveral ways. One method is that which they call ^ 
kehdeh j wherein cavalry and infantry are employed. In the fummer fea- 
fon they beat drurns and blow trumpets in the place where the elephants 
refort to feed. The unwieldy animals are frightened, and run about till • 
their ftrength i? quite exhaufted, and in fearch of reft take fiieltef und# 
the fliade of a tree, when Ikilfbl perfops thr^ ropes over thero>j^.j||^- 
them to the trunk.

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phants, and familiarized by degrees, and taught to be obedient. The 
people who take the elephant are paid the fourth of its value. There ia 
another method, called choorkehdeh, which is this : They carry a tame ele- 
phant to the place where the wild ones feed, the driver fitting upon him 
in fuch a manner as not to .be perceived 5 when the two elephants begin 
fighting, the driver throws a rope over the wild animal. Another way 
is 'called gedd; they dig a deep ditch in the path which the wild elephant 
ufually paffes, and cover it witli grafs. When he comes near the pit-fall, the 
people who are in ambufli make a great noife ; from the dread of which 
the elephant precipitates himfelf into the excavation. Here, being kept 
fliort of provifions, he is tamed by' degrees. Another method is what 
they call barferakh ; they inclofe with a ditch the place where the wild ele- 
phants ufually affemble at a particular feafon, leaving only one entrance, to 
which they fix^ door with ropes, in fuch a manner, that upon flipping the 
ropes it (huts faft. Next, they fcatter food in and about the inclofure, 
which entices the elephants to enter, when the people come out of their 
hiding-place, flip the ropes, and fliut the door. Sometimes elephants in 
their rage attempt to Break open the door, when the people light fires and 
make a noife, during which time the elephants keep running about till 
their ftrength is quite exhaufted. The tame elephants are faftened round 
the inclofure, and the wild ones are kept fliort of food till they become 
dbcile. Thefe were the old ways of taking clgihiantSj but his majefty 
has invented a new . method. A herd cS male clepjfe^^*kre fiiftened to one 

and the females are brought into fight in ano- 
ther (^ft^f'ihia making a fliout on all fides, the wild elephants run 
together,, in oi;der to join the others. Upon this the female elephants^ wKo 
jjte trained to the p;raaice, tuiter the in^:lofure which is ctmfbruiSteid for 

'this 
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this purpofe j a number of wild elephants follow them, and are then taken 
without any trouble. 


THE MANNER OF HUNTING THE YUZ, OR LEOFARB. 

This animal, who is remarkable for his provident and circumfped con- 
dudt, is an inhabitant of the wilds, and has three different places of refort. 
They feed in one place, reft in another, and fport in another, which is 
then: moft frequent -refort. This is generally under the (hade of a tree, the 
circuit of which they keep very clean, and inclofe it with their dung. 
Their dung in the Hindovee language is called akhir. 

Formerly, a large pit ufcd to be dug, and covered with grafs; This 
pit was called ordee. When the yuz ftepped upon the grafs he fell into 
the pit ; but it frequently happened that by the fall he broke a limb, or 
was bruifed, and fometimes he jumped or climbed outj and feldom more 
tban one was taken at a time. His majefty has introduced a new method.* 
They dig a pit not more than two or three guz deep, and place over it 
a trap-docav whidh adtnits tl^^ jpz as foon as h^fets hi^^ footnpon it, and 
then him, inthdlit him ^ 7 ;. injiiry. In this ^an^tf 

feveral are frequently taken together. Once in the rutting fedfoB,’R female 
yuz entered the trap, and being followed by four males, , they were all 
taken. Sometimes his majefty purfues a yuz on horfeback till he is quite 
fatigued, and then lays hold of him, to the aftonifhihent of the fpedtatorr. 
The following is alfo a method of taking them : They hang a number of,, 
iron rings with fnares upon thq^i5;ee under' which tliey cdl|aroonly rej^i^^ 
when they mb and fcratch ,.j^n^^^' a^P^he tree, they .

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Mufnon, Buttendeh, Takniffir, Putten, Punjab, Meerut, Jelmeer, and other 
diftant places. In the diftriA of Agra, whenever a yuz gets into a trap, his 
majefty goes into the pit and takes him out bimfelf. He frequently, when 
fatigued after a long journey, upon receiving intelligence of a yuz being 
entrapped, mounts bis borfe , again and gallops to the fpot. Formerly, it re- 
quired two or three months to tame the yuz fufficiently to fet him loofe 
after gamej but now, by the attention of his majefty, it is effeded in 
eighteen days. Sometimes he trains them himfelf. What is very aftonilh- 
ing, it once happened that a new-caught yuz hunted immediately upon his 
fignifying his pleafure to it, and feized the game like one who had been 
trained,. On this occafion, the eyes of many were opened, and they believed 
in his fupernatural endowments. He had alfo a yuz who ufed' to follow 
him without a collar or chain, and was as fenfible and obedient as a human 
being- 

Hunting game with this animal affords excellent fpmrt. 'Two hundtcd 
people of rank are appointed to- this department. 


THE FOOD AXLOWED FOR THE lEOPARDS,- 

They are divided into eight dafles,. and have each- from two' feers and 
three quarters to three feers of which is gi-Ven' them aJJ- at once. On 
Satura^ys they receive a double allowanee^ no animals are 

day/^-Formerly, ct^iy fix months they weie 
anoin^' s^ of ghej; one feer and a, half of chattack of 

brimftoas,. ^oynd up together,, to prcferve them from the mange 
they are anointed only once a year. Fowpeople were, allowed for. 
and keeping each j: btft^ that are 
,„horfcs,.and doolees,.ohly two* g^lc .^a®e catettahnd. pay 
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is from five to thirty rupees each, and they attend the carriage. There are 
allowed for the leopards coverings of rich brocades, and collars and chains 
of gold, inlaid with precious ftones, with filk and woollen carpets. A great 
emeer is appointed to fuperintend this department. Every leopard has a 
name fuitable to his charafter. They are formed into divifioris of ten, each 
of which is called miffel and turef, and has a different rank afligned to 
it. A ihoufand of thefe leopards accornpany his majefty to the chace, 
and alone form a large encampment. Three miffels of the firft rank, 
which are all khafeh, and two miffels of the fecond rank, making altogether 
five miflels, are always ready at the palace. Two mehafehs are flung on 
the oppofite fides of an elephant, with a yuz in each, wlro are carried in 
this manner that they may the more eafily defery the game. Some .are put 
upon the backs of horfes and mules ; and others are tranfported on car- 
riages, or in doolies, carried by bearers. Semendmanick, the chief 
leopard, is carried on a chowdole, and is treated with great refpeft, having 
iervants appointed to attend him when he travels j and a kettle-drum is beat 
.before him. Another kind of dooly is fufpended upon the necks of two 
horfes. Some particular leopards have a dooly and a dart, and others only 
a dool^ifi^]^ yuz huhts befl:

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springs upon the game and feizes it. It is impoffible to defcribe the 
aftivity and fubtle artifices of this animal. Sometimes he raifes fuch a duft 
with his feet that he is entirely hidden under it ; and he can bend himfelf fo 
clofe to the ground, as to be fcarcely above the furface. Formerly, they 
did not hunt with them more than three kinds of game, but now they 
take twelve different forts. His majefty ordered a Ikreen to be made, 
which is called chuttermundel, and it ferves as a hiding-place for the 
yuz j the hunters fet up a noife and drive the deer towards the ikreen, from 
behind which the fprings out upon it. His majefty liberally rewards 
the fervants of this department who may merit encouragement, and there 
are alfo particular marks of favour beftowed upon the leopards, the relation 
of which would run me into prolixity. The following aftonifhing incident 
occurred under this aufpicious reign : — A deer contrafled an intimacy with 
a leopard, and they lived and fpcMrted- together j but this particular attach- 
ment did not prevent the leopard from hunting othet deer. Formerly, 
they did not venture to let the leopard loofe in the evening, for fear of 
his being untradlable, or taking, refuge in the woods; now he is fo well 
.trained, that he wiH hunt as wdl during night as in the day-time. They 
ufed alfo to cover their eyes till it was time to fet them at the game, from 
the apprelwnfion that they would ftruggle to get loofe immediately upon 
feeing it ; but they are now taught to remain perfcdly quiet with their 
eyes open. The omrahs lay bets upon every forty leopards ; and him whofe 
animal , ftii^es firft,, .wins the wager. Alfo the doore’ah (or leader) whofe 
leop«d;-"^l|;^|^ game, takes five rupees from his brethren. Syed 

AhmedBatahi.wM is 'ait the head of this department, takes amohurfrom 
each perfoh who wins a bet ; from whence he acquires a confiderablc in-

come. When an cmeer prefents his majefty with twenty pair of antelopes 
horns, he receives a iiiolior ifife each of the other .thirty-nine omrahs.

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The bundookcheean, and keepers of the miflels, have alfo their refpeftive 
bets. His majefty never hunts on Friday, in confequence of a vow that 
he made upon the birth of his eldeft fon. 


THE SYAGOSH. 

Formerly, this animal hunted only hares and foxes, but now he is taught 
to fcize an antelope. He is allowed a fwr of flefh every day^ Each of thefe 
animals has a keeper, at 100 rupees fer menfm. 


DOGS. 

His m^elly has a great aife£tion for this faithful animal, and is colleding 
^hem from all countries. The beft are thofe of Cabuliftan, efpecially thofc 
bred in the diftrifts of Hezereh and Teftieen, where they crofs the breed 
with leopards ; which fpecies has a particular name. There are various 
ways o.f hunting with dogs, fome ot whom are fo brave, that they will 
attack a lion. — Each khafeh dog is allowed two feers of flefli, and the 
others Jjgejrhoun* to a. 


THE MANNER OF HUNTING DEER WITH DEER. 


They faden a fnare about a tame deer, fo that when a wild one engages 
him, he is entangled by the horns or ears j upon which the hunters ifluQ 
from their covert and feize him* If the tame dees is ov^powered, .Hor 
fnare breaks,, he returns to his keeper.^ Firoze Kuljie h« 4 |^e 
idea of this manner of hunting } but it is only now brou^t 
They wdll now hunt in the night j and if a wild iSdasr away, or the

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fiiare breaks, the tame one obeys the orders of his keeper, and comes or 
goes juft as he directs. Formerly they were afraid to fend out a tame deer 
at night ; and whenever one was let loofe, it had a clog fattened to one of 
its legs; but now no fuch precaution is iifed. Some time ago, a tame 
deer ran away, in the wilds of the foobah of Allai^abad, and, after patting 
many rivers and towns, travelled to his native country Punjab, and there 
joined his former keeper. Formerly only two or three people partook of 
this fport ; and, for fear of frightening the wild deer, ufed to difguife their 
perfons, or hide themfelves in the grafs ; but his majefty has introduced 
a method whereby upwards of four hundred people may go together. 
Forty oxen are .taught to move llowly, and in fuch a manner as to con- 
ceal the people who are behind them. Alfo does are taught to entice the 
bucks into fnares. A deeoy-dcer enfnared a yuz, and they were brouglu: 
together €0 Gigerat. 

Ghuntaheerfih is the name of another manner of hunting. A man takes 
jn his, hand a fliield or b^et^ fo as to cover a lamp ; then, with his other

There is another 
way of afTembling the game together, by a perfon’s finging an incantation ;

The zodeh- 
peer, which is brought from Caflimeer, is a green bird, fmaller than a 
parrot, with a llraight red bill and a long tail : he feizes final) birds in the 
air, and brings them to the fowler. Many other birds may be taught to 
hunt.

THE MANNER OF CATCHING .WATER-FOWL. 

This is done after feveral ways ; but the moft curious is the following : 
They make an artificial bird with the ikin and feathers of a water-fowl, the 
body of which is hollow, fo that a man 'may put his head into it ; and two 
apertures are made for him to fee through : The man having put his head 
therein, fiands in the water up to his neck, and, getting among the birds;, 
pulls them very dexteroufly under the water by the legs j but fome- 
times they are cunning enough to efcape. In CaChmeer they teach a 
hawk to feize the birds whilft fwimming, and to bring them to the man, 
who attends in a little boat : thofe that are too large for the hawk to 
carry, he fils upon till the boat comes to him.

THE MANNER Or CATCHING PARTRIDGES.

OF GAMES. 

His m^efty, who is an excellent judge of mankind, ufes thefe Iports as 
a latent means of difcovering their merits. They are of various kinds, 
of which a few particulars lhall here be given. 


THE 
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TH£ GAME OF CHOWGAN, 


Thofe who confult only appearances, confider this merely as a piece of 
diverfion ; but the wife, refleding upon the great exertions that it requires, 
regard it as the touchftone of a man’s ftrength and courage, and efteem 
it an excellent method of exerciling and training for adion both the man 
and his horfe. When his majefty enters the lifts at this game, he pitches 
upon a fit perfon to be his adverfary, and ten others are feleded, and then 
divided into pairs by the caft of the die. Each couple play together for 
twenty-five minutes continuance. This game is played after feveral ways. 
Firft, one of the parties places the ball in the hollow of his bat, and trundles 
it gently towards the dial or pit. This manner of ejeding the ball is called 
in the Hindovee language rowl. Then the adverfary, with great Ikill and 
adivity, catches up the ball in his bat, and flings it forcibly away before 
the other can come up with him. This found motion is called in the 
Hindovee language beyleh. It is performed feveral ways, either by throw- 
ing the ball towards the right or to the left ; and the other frequently fnatches 

under his belly and fometimes

the ball in the air. When the ball is flung into the pit, a kettle-drum 
is beat to apprize every one of the game being concluded.

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the fpike in a dark night. For playing at night they ufe balls of palafs j 
which wood burns for a confiderable time, and is not heavy. The ends 
of the bats are ornamented with rings of gold and lilver, and whenever they 
ibreak off, whoever can catch them has them. 

THE MANNER OF TRAINING PIGEONS. 

His majefly is very- fond of this amnfement, and has brought pigeons 
into high efteem. The monarchs of Iran and Turan have fent him fome 
vciy rare kinds ; and the merchants allb bring capital colledtions. A very 
fine green pigeon, named meheneh, that belonged to Kookultalh Khan, 
-having fellen into his majefty’s hands, became the chief of the royal pigeons, 
and from him defeended afliky, pereezad, almas, and fliahowdee, who were 
the progenitors of the choiceft pigeons in the world. The pigeon-houfes 
of Omar Sheikh Mirza and Sultan Huffein Mirza, are now forgotten ; 
and fuch improvements have been made in the art of training pigeons, as 
aftonifti the pigeon- trainers of Iran and Turan, His majefty, by crofling 
the breeds, which method was never praftifed before, has improved them 
aftonilhingly. The hen generally lays her eggs from twelve to twenty days 
after coupling ; but fome who are weak and lickly couple in the month of 
Mehr and do not depofit their eggs before Ferverdeen -f-. The cock fits 
•upon the eggs in the day-dme, and the hen during the nigjit. In winter 
.they incubate twenty days, or if the weather be remarkably temperate, feven- 
teen or eighteen days» For the fii“ft fix days the pigeons feed their young 
with fuleh, which 'is grain -macerated in their crops till it almoft refembles 
water ; from that period till the expiration of a month, they feed them from 
their crops with grain half digefted 5 after which they are themfelves aMe

to 
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to eat raw grain, when they are taken away from their dams and given to 
the pigeon-trainers. At firft the trainers give them only a fourth of their 
allowance of grain, till they have taken forty flights j then they are taught 
to make circular flights, and to tumble in the air. In the royal pigeon- 
houfes each pigeon before he receives his full allowance of grain, performs 
fifteen circular fliglits and feventy tumbles j. and they are alfo taught to do 
this, and to fly to a great height in the night. On a. journey or a march, 
they fly the whole way, bearers carrying their houfesj and when the birds 
are fatigued they refi themlelves for a fliort time, and tlien purfue their 
flight. There are never lefs than twenty thoufand pigeons with the court, 
out of which five hundred are khafeh. Formerly, they did not know how 
to judge of pigeons by twilling their feet, or flitting their eye-lids, on 
opening their noftrils but his majefty has difcovered thefe and other infal- 
lible criterions. He has appointed feparate fervants to this department, and 
has fijted tlie prices of pigeons after nine rates..

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When, the pigeons are brought to be reviewed by his majefty, they begin 
with the dock of meheneh j then follow the athky, which, although they 
be alfo of the offspring of meheneh, are confidered as a diftindt fpecies. 
Next, come thole called charjefhee, being of the flock of a pigeon that be- 
longed to Hajee Aly of Samarcand, which coupled with an Oodee hen. 
After thefe, they are brought in tribes, according to their number or time 
of being* bred. The following are the names of the colours of the khafeh 
pigeons : Znrreen, emera, zomiera, cheenee, nuftee, fhefekee, oodee, fur- 
maiy, kilhmifliee, hulvvaiy, fundely, jiggery, nebaty, dogbee, ufhkee, hul- 
knee, neluferree, kooreh, azruk, atefliee, nruftaloo, gul gugger, kaghee- 
zee, aguree, mohrekee, and khezree. There are alfo many other beau- 
tiful pigeons, which, although they neither wheel nor tumble in the air, yet 
perform many pleafing tricks. Amongft them are the following : The 
kowkh, which feems to fay the word yakroo — the luckeh, whofe cooing is 
very agreeable, and he carries his head with adonifhing pride and Jftate- 
linefs— -the lowtun, who, upon being fhaken and then put upon the ground, 
jumps about with ftrange convulllve motions— the kehrnee, who has fuch 
amazing affefljon for its hen, that when he has fioWn out of fight, if fhe is 
expofed in a cage, he inftantly drops down upoh it. They defeend dther 
with both wings fpread, or with one open, or elfe with both fhut. The 
ruhteh is a pigeon femous fob harrying letters; but any pigeon maybe 
taught to do this. The nefh'waree afeends in the air till he is out of 
fight, and remains fo for a day or two, after Which he alights on the ground. 
There are alfo many other kinds that are valuable only on account of their 
beauty ; fuch as the fherazee, the fhufhtree, the fhafhenu, the jougeeah, the 
rezehdehn, the muggeffee, the komeree, and the gowkh. This laft is a 
wild pigeon, of whom if a few are taken, they are fpeedily joined by a thou- 
fand others of their kipd. There are people who obtain a livelihood by 
fending thefe pigeons to feed abroad, and making them vodSit bp the grain, 

hy 
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by giving them water ftrongly impregnated with fait. A pigeon is faid to 
live to the age of thirty years. One hundred flying pigeons require for 
their daily allowance four feers of arzen. The others are fed with a mixture 
of the feven following grains, vix. rice, fplit vetches, moung, arzen, korer, 
lehdereh, and jewar. 


The fervants of this department are on the rolls of the army, and receive 
their pay accordingly. A foot-foldicr has from two rupees to fixty dams 


THE GAME OF CHOWP«R. 

This is a very ancient Hindoflany game. There are fixteen pieces of one 
form, but of four different colours, and they all move in the fame diredion. 
Frequently four people fit down together at this game, each having his re- 
fpeftive adverfary, and playing with four pieces of the fame colour. There 
are three dice, having on one fide one fpot, on another two, on the third 
five, and on the fourth fide fix fpots.

(tach of the four fides of this crofs is dtvided into 
twenty-four equal parts, a fquare fpace being left in the centre of the whole, 
as is (hewn in the following figure. 
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Each player places a piece on the fixth, and another on the feventh fquarc 
of the middle line of the divifion which fronts him j and one piece on the 
feventh, and another on the eighth fquare of the tower line of the divifion 
on his right. The pieces begin moving to the right, and proceed all round 
the table on the outer line till they come to the middle line again. When 
the pieces are brought round to the fixth and feventh fquares of the middle 
line, it is called a fure game, and from that fituation he muft throw the 
number that will exactly carry his pieces into the fpace in the centre, which 
concludes the game. 


CHUNDEL MUNDEL. 

This game was invented by his majefly. The table refembles that for 
diowper, only that it is circular, and has fixteen fides for as many people to 

play 
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play at. There are four dice, and the pieces move the fame as in the game 
of chowper. Whoever gets his pieces up firft, is paid by the other fifteen 
players, and the next by fourteen, and fo on till the laft, who pays every one. 

CARDS. 

This is a well-known game. At firft the pack confifted of twelve kings, 
witli eleven cards dependent upon each, in the following order : —

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throne, and furrounded by her handmaids. Her vezeerefs is on a fendely j 
and the other cards have the figures of women. 9th, Surput, the king of- 
the dewtahs (or celeftials) whom they call Inder, feated on a throne. His 
vezeer on a fendely j and on the ten other cards are figures of dewtahs. 
loth, Afiurput, the king of the .genii, is reprefented by Solomon the fon of 
David, feated on a throne. The vezeer is on a fendely j and on the 
other ten cards are figures of genii, i ith, Bunput, king of the wild beafts, 
is the figure of a lion, with other beafts of prey. His vezeer is reprefented 
by a tiger } and on the other ten cards are different kinds of wild beafts. 
i2tb, Ihpnt, the king of the fnakes, is a large fnake riding upon a dragon. 
The vezeer is a fnake mounted on another of its kind ; and on the other 
ten cards are fnakes. Of thefe twelve fuits the firft fix are called beelhbur, 
and the laft fix kumbur. His majefty has made confiderable alterations and 
improvements in this game. The pack of cards now confifts of eight fuits. 
ift:, The king of the gold coins is depifted in fuch a manner, that' he 
feems to be beftowing the money upon thofe who ftand round the throne. 
His vezeer is feated on a fendely looking at the treafurej and on the other 
ten cards are reprefented the different officers of the mint, zd. The king 
of the berats (or grants) is feated on a throne, with his attendants prelent- 
ing grants of different kinds for his ratification. The vezeer is feated on a 
fendely with a regifter-book before him j and on the other ten cards are the 
officers who arc employed in drawing out thefe papers. 3d, The king of 
the manufaftures is looking at a katafs*ox loaded with raw filk and filken 
fluffs. The vezeer, on a fendely, is examining what goods are in ftore ; 
and on the other ten cards are different animals loaded with goods. 4th, The 
king of the chung, or harp, is liftening to a concert. The vezeer, on a 
fendely, is trying the abilities of feme muficians j and on the other ten cards 
are different kinds of mufical performers. .5th, The king of the filver coins 
ie giving away rupees and other pieces of filver. The vezeer, on a fendely. 
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is examining the coins ; and on the other ten cards are the officers em- 
ployed in the filver coinage. 6th, The king of the fwords is trying the 
temper of a blade. His vezeer is examining the arfenal; and on the 
other ten cards are different artificers employed in working iron. 7 th, The 
king of the diadems is beftowing a crown. His vezeer is preparing a crown ; 
and on the other ten cards are taylors, and fuch like. 8th, The king of 
the fiaves is mounted on an elephant. His vezeer is in a chariot } and on 
the other ten cards are different kinds of fiaves, fome fitting, others falling 
down, fome drunk, and others fober. Thefe, with the ordinary kinds of 
cards, chefs, and other delightful games, ferve to recreate the paradifical 
affembly.

OF iERAS. 

EtAVING given a fummary account of his majefty’s new arrangements 
in the hoiifeholdj and in the military department, 1 fliall now fay fomcthing 
of the management of the tevcanues, beginning with aras, all pi^blic tranf- 
aftions .being reflated thereby. 

Every nation forms an sera from fome memorable event j fuch as a change 
in religion the acceffion of one family to the throne upon the extindtion or 
expulfion of another 3 a great earthquake, or a flood. But as a multiplicity 
of aeras occafions confufion in public tranfadtions, his majefty in the twenty- 
ninth 3'’ear of his reigp, ordered that all old dates ftiould be difcontinued, 
and fdbllituted a new one in their flead, as wUI be hereafter partl%:ularly 
explained. 

By. 
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By the joint exertions of the ancient philofophers, wonderful obferva- 
tories have been eredled, from whence, with the alliflance of agronomical 
inftruments, they afcertained the fituations and motions pf the heavenly 
bodies, and determined the latitudes and longitudes of places, with many 
other ufeful difcoveries. But thefe grand objedts cannot be obtained folely 
by means of the wealth of individuals, they require alfo the patronage and 
encouragement of monarchs, and moreover demand thirty years oblbrvation 
to be informed of the revolutions of the planets. So that the more time 
and the greater pains that are beftowed upon thefe ftudies, the more effedtually 
will they be brought to perfedlion. Numbers, by -their Ikill and aiEduity in 
Uieie refearches, have left their names to pofterlty. 

Down to this prefent year, which is the fortieth of the reign, the foliowing 
fpaces of time have elapfed from the periods in which the raoft famous ob- 
fervatories were conftrufted.

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There are different aftronotnical tables, to the number of two hundred and 
upwards. Whatever particular motions happen to the heavenly bodies in 
the courfe of a year, being colledted together, are called an Almanac. The 
almanac contains the diurnal progrefhon of the planets from the time of the 
fun’s entering the lign Aries till his return to that point of the zodiac. The 
Hindoos call fuch an almanac Puttcreh. 

The QC]^^^ftan fay, that the fcience of aftronomy is from divine 
revelation j for tirat when a man is endowed with purity and fahdity of cha-

radter, he is made acquainted with the various forms of exiftence in the fu- 
perior and in the lower regions, and becomes privy to whatever has happened 
or that will come to pafs j and all thefe myfteries are written in a book called 
Sedhant. They have at this day nine fuch books : ift, Brahma Sedbant, 
didlated by Brahma, ad, Soorej Sedhant, didlated by the fun. 3d, Soam 
Sedhant, didiated by the moon. 4th, Berifput Sedhant, didlatcd by the 
planet Jupiter. And the revelation of thefe four is placed at an immenfe 
diftance of time. The other five they confidcr as having been didiated by 
mortals. 5th, Gurg Sedhant. 6th, Narud Sedhant. 7th, Parafer Sedhant. 



All riatjons compute time by days arid nights. The natural day in Turan 
and in Europe, is computed from noon to noon. In China and Chinefe 
Tartary, theyj.feckon it from midnight to midnight ; but the generality of 
people reefeonfrom funfet to funfet. According to the Hindoo philofophers, 
the natural day is jjws oomput^^rr^n j[tgnikqjpe^ which, they make to.be the 
eaftern extremity .qf ^e l^oomak, the 
weftern extremity, from funfet to the fouthern «3^pnj|iilty,

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ner — ^in Sudda^or, the northern extremity, from noon to noon. The artifi- 
ciahday confifts of a complete revolution of the fun round the earth, with- 
out making any allowance for its retrograde motion. Summarily, all nations, 
for the eafe of calculation, reckon by artificial days, which they divide into 
equal parts. In the aftronhmical tables of Nebatee, the difference between 
a natural and an artificial day is made to be fifty-nine minutes, eight feconds, 
eight thirds, and forty-fix fourths. The Ilkhanian tables make the differ- 
ence the fame in the minutes and feconds, but fay nineteen thirds, forty-four 
fourths, two-fifths, and thirty-feven fixths. Ulugh Beg and NalTercddeen 
agree with Ilkhan in minutes, feconds, and thirds, but make forty-feven 
fourths, and forty-three fifths. In Ptolemy’s tables, and in his Almageftura, 
the minutes and feconds are the fame as thofe ; but he fays feventeen thirds, 
twelve fifths, and thirty-one fixths. Thefe difi^reements muft have arifen 
from the difference of Ikill, or the defedls of inftruments. 


The year and the feafons are computed from the fun’s revolution round 
the zodiac. From his quitting one point till his return to the fame again, is 
’ a year. The time that he remains in one fign is called a folar month. The 
time that the moon takes in going from one conjunflion with the fun to 
another, or from one oppofition to another, or fuch like, is called a lunar 
month. Twelve monthly revolutions of the moon being nearly equal to one 
annual revolution of the lliiii • tweSs?e*‘kt?i!(f year.

Having now .given a general idea of years, months, and days, I fhall pro- 
ceed to fay fomething of ancient seras. 

tsne ^RA OF THE HINDOOS. 

The epocha of this aera is the creation of Brahma, and every one of his 
days is the commencement of a new sera. Every one of his days confifts of 
fourteen munoos, or fons of his will, who are his coadjutors in the works of 
creation. Every munop comprifes feventy kulebs, each containing four jowgs, 
or forty-three lacks and twenty thoufand years. On this, which is the firft 
day of the fifty-firft year of the age of Brahma, there have been fix munoos ; 
and of the feventh munoo there have elaplcd twenty-feven kulebs, and three 
jowgs of the twenty-eighth kulcb, and four thoufand feven hundred years 
of the fourth jowg. 

In JotK^ter was 

and the commencemeht of.lus reign became the epocha 
of ani aera, of which to this time (being the fortieth year of the reign) there 
have elapfed 4696 years. After him Bickermajeet reckoned from his own 
acceffion to the throne, and reigned 135 years. Of this asra there have elapfed 
1632 years. It is fiud, that a youth named Salbahin made war upon Bicker* 
ihajeet, and, afi:.er having ta^en him pnfoner in battle, aficed him what boon 
he had to requefk? Bickertn^ett '»iifw;«i^, ,;*‘ ^ qnly defire is, that.mjftra 
'.** may not be difeontinued in pnblic tranfiiQ^ons.” Salb^Hp .gtjllphsd his 
requeft, but at the lame time made ufe of another sera fronqtAkjoipsrn accefiion.

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(Df the ;era of Salbahin there have ekpfeS 1517 years. The Hindoos believe 
that this asra will continue in ufe for the fpace of 18000 years, after which 
they fay that Rajah Bidjeeabundun will introduce a new sera from bis own 
acceffion to the throne, which will laft 10000 years. Then Nake Arjen will 
lit on the throne and efiablifli another sera, which will continue for four lacks 
of years. And laftly, Kalkee- Otar will inftitute an aera, which will remain 
in ufe for 821 3’ears. And all the fix asras now mentioned, excepting that of 
Bickermajeet, are metaphorically called by them Saka, and held in the greateft 
veneration. Befides thefe fix, there are many others, including that ofBick- 
ermaject, and which they call Sumbut. The tera of Bickermajeet was chang- 
ed from fakain to fumbut upon the invafion of Salbahin. After the expira- 
tion of thefe fix asras the fut jowg will commence, and give rife to a new sera. 
The Hindoo aftronomers reckon the months and years after four kinds : ift, 
Soormafs, which, is the time that the fua is in one.fign of the zodiac, and this 
year confifts of 365 days fifteen ghurries thirty puls and twenty-two bepuls 
and a half. 2d, Chundermafe, which is computed from Purwa to Amavus, 
and its year, confifts of 354 days twenty-two ghurries and one pul, They 
reckon the commencement erf" the year from the fun’s entering the fign Aries. 
This month confifts of thirty riV’ir, each containmg twelve degrees of the 
moon’s circuit, reckoning from her conjundtion with the fun; and according 
to the quicknefs or llownefs of the moon’s progrefs, the tit'hs differ in the 
number of ghurries j but no iifh is ®f more than fixty-five ghufrie?, nor lefs 
ifean fifty-four ghurries. The firft tit'h U ea’lfed Purwa — the fecond Dooj 
— ^the third Teej — the fourth Chowt’h — the fifth Punchomee — the fixth 
Chut’h — ^thefeventh Sutmeen — the eighth Alhtomeen- — ^tbe ninth Nowmeen 
—■the tenth Dofmeen' — ^the eleventh Ekaduffy — the twelfth' Duaduffy — the 
thirteenth Teroduffy— the fourteenth Chowdufs — the fifteenth Pooran Maffee 
(or full moon);; andfrom.the fifteenth to the twenty-ninth, the faiiie names

The artificial lunar year is lefs than the folar by ten days fifty-three ghutxies 

twenty-nine puls and’two bepufe and a half}- and this difference in the courfe

of tw6 ftdar years eight months and fift8en*days, amounts to one month. 
Aad'accdrding to tile Oalculations in the ephemerifes, this difference happens 
in the courfe of three years, or in two years and one month. After the firfe 
method of calculation, in every twelve months there is this excefs ; and in 
the year when it amounts to one moiith, they reckon one month twice. Ac- 
cording to the fecond way, the folar month, wherein there are two conjunc- 
tions Of the fun and moon, is reckoned twice ; and this double calculation 
never happens but from Chyte to Kenwar or Aflin. This intercalary month 
the aftronomers call Adhick Mals, and the vulgar Lound. The third kind- 
of month is that which they call Sawon-Mafs. This they begin at any day' 
they pleafe, and make the months to confifl of thirty days each, or the year 
of 3^60 d^s* .

They alfo divide the year into three parts, which they name Kali, beginning 
with the month of P hagun. The four hot months they call Dhopkall the four 
rainy months Berkhakall ; and the four cold months Seetkall ; and through- 
out Hindoftan they do not reckon more than three feafons of the year. 
Thus, Pifces, Aries, Taurus, and Gemini are the fummer j Cancer, Leo, Virgo, 
and Libra, are the rains ; Scorpio, Sagittarius, Capricornus, and Aquarius, 
are the winter. 

They alfo divide the folar year into- two parts, die firft commencing with 
Aries and ending with Virgo j and this half they call Ootergole, or the fun’s 
jcourfe to the north of the equinodtial. The other half commences with 
Lito and ends with Pifces, and is called Dccangole, or the fun’s courfe to 
the fouth of the eqninoftial. — ^Alfo, from the firft. of Capricorn to the end of 
Gemini diey call Ooterayin, or the fun’s northern declination ; and from the 
commencement ,of .Cancer to the end of Sagittarius, Dutchenayin, or the 
fun’s fouthern declination. And according to their belief, many affairs are 
particularly dependent on thefe two divifions; and to die in the firft is 
.efteemed very fortunate. 

, They divide the day and night into fia^.egpaal, paft^ each of w^ich they 
call Ghuttee, or more commonly Ghurry. Each ghurry is fubdivided into 
fixty puls, and; eiajch pul- confifts, of fixty narys, which are fomctimcs 
.bepul. The nary contains fix recitations of a man of a temperate habit> who 
is in perfeft health- and at reft. They fay diat ,a man of a temperate, habit 
in full health, refpires 360 times in the fpace of a ghurry,- or 21600 times in 

the 
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the courfe of a day and night. The breath which is refpired they call Sow- 
afs, and that which is inlpired Purfowafs j and colleflively they are called 
Purran. Six purrans make one pul, and lixty puls are an aftronomical ghurry, 
or fat (hour) which is the twenty-fourth, part of a day and night. One of 
theie ghurries is equal to two and a half of the ordinary ghurries before de- 
fcribed. They likewife divide the day and night into four equal parts, which 
they call p’hars.

THE KATHAIK ^RA. 

They reckon from the creation of the world, which they place at the dlf- 
tance of8884vuns and fixty years. A vun confifts of loooo years; and 
they believe that the world will exift for the fpace of 300,000 vuns. Their 
year is a natural folar one, and their months natural lunar. They begin 
their year from the fun’s entering the fifteenth degree of Aquarius ; but Moh- 
yeddeen Meghreby fays, they reckon from the fixteenth d^ec j and others 
make it to be the eighteenth degree. 

They divide the day and n^ht into twelve chaghs, each of which is fub- 
dkided into eight khos« ^iery one of which has a dSf&mit nait^ They 
alfo divide the day and night into looco feneks. 

They have three cycles for their months and years, viz. Shangvun, joong- 
vun, and khavun, each comprifing fixty years ; and the years that compofe 
the cycle bear its name. They alfo make ufe of cycles of ten and twelve. . 
The firft is applied to, years ,l<|ad,,^y^ And th^ otji^r to months and 
divifion of days; as4 hy cycles after a n^^^^ityof: 
calculations, they form the cycle of fiatty years. 
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THE TURKISH ^RA, CALLED ALSO IGHUREE, 

• 

Is like that of khatai, ezceptijjig that this has only the cycle of twelve. 
They reckon their years and days after the fame manner. In fome aftrono- 
mical tables it is aflerted, that they alfo make ufe of tlie cycle of ten. 

It is not known from what event they commence their sera. Abu Rihan 
fays, that the Turks add- nine to the common years of the Syromacedonian 
sera, and dividing the amount by twelve, the remainder fliews the year of the 
cycle, commencing with the moufe, and reckoning on to the animal of that 
number. However, upon trial, this will be found to be erroneous by one 
year, therefore itfeems that the reckoning Ihould commence with the ox. 
Although we are ignorant of the commencement of this sera, yet we know 
fufl&dent to determine the cycle and year, compared with the Syromacedonian 
.asraj and iffeven be added to the common years of the Mulliky sera, and 
- the amount divided by twelve, whatever is the remainder will be the number 
.of the year, reckoning. $tm .the moufe.

Aftrologers reckon this from the commencement of the world, at which 
time they fay all the planets were in the firft fign of Aries. The year is folar ; 
and by their calculation there have elapfed 104,696 years. 


'THE iERA OF ADAM 

Commences with his creation. The years are folar, and the months 
lunar. According to the llkhanian, and Come other aihronomical tables, 
there have elapfed of this sera 5353 folar years. Some hiftorians fay 6.346 
folar years j others make it 693B; and others again fay, 6920 folar years, 
and from the learned amongft the Chriftians, 1 have heard that it is 
6793 years. 


THE JEWISH JERA 

Commenced from thi^ cri^^lipa of the world. The years are natural folar, 
and the months artificial lunar. They reckon their mdotbs and days like 
the Arabians. Their year is of two kinds, limple, in which there is no 
intercalation, and abur, which is intercalary. Like the Hindoos, they 
intercalate a month every three years.

It 
is an artificial folar year of 365 days. The twelve months have thirty 
days each, which making only 360 days, five days are added at the end of 
the year. Ptolemy, in his Almageftum, calculating from the revolutions 
of the planets, makes this xia. to have commenced 2341 years fince. 


THE iERA OF ALEXANDER 

'• Begins from the death of that monarch. The year and month are 
artificial folar. According to Tawoon of Alexandria, and Ptolemy, in his 
Almageftum, there have elapfed of this period 1917 yeara. 


THE COPTIC ^RA. 

It begins from the creation. Nabbatty fays it is an artificial folar year of 
395 days. In the jSeetch Sultahy the years and months arc faid to refemble 
the Syromacedonian, and that the intercalations differ only in that the in- 
tercalary days of the Egyptians are placed Bx months before thofe of the 
Syromacedonians, 


THE SYROMACEDONIAN JSRA. 


The years and months are artificial folar, of 365 days and fix hours 
ue^&Ly i and in fome aftronomical tables the excefs is made to be fomething 

Icfs 
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lefs than fix hours. Thus, Ptolemy fays it is lefs by fourteen mintfffes and 
forty-eight feconds. llkhan makes the minutes the fame as Ptolemy, but 
fays thirty-two feconds and thirty thirds. According to the Khathain cal- 
culation, the minutes are the lame, but thirty-fix feconds and fifty-feven 
thirds. Ulugh Beg agrees in minutes, but fays thirty-three feconds. 
Mohyeddeen Mcghreby calculates twelves minutes. Nabatty fays thirteen 
minutes and thirty-fix feconds. Mottyeddeen adds, that by fome of the 
Syromacedonian calculations it is made to be fomething more ; and accord- 
ing to others amongft them, fomething lefs than fix hours j fo that a quarter 
of a day is about the medium. Others affert that the Syromacedonian 
obfervations have determined it to be exadlly fix hours. Confequently it 
is a natural folar year, although Mulla Aly Kowlhekee makes a folar year 
to be fomething lefs than 365 days fix hours. This sera begins from 
the death of Alexander, although it was not brought into ufe till twelve 
years after that event. Others fay that he eftablifhcd this sera in the feventh 
year of his reign, when he left Macedonia to make conquefts. But^ 
according to Mohyeddeen Meghreby, this sera commenced with the reiga 
of Seleucus, who founded the city of Antioch. Both the Jews and Syrians 
make ufe of this «ra. They fay, that when AlexanjJer, the fon of Philip, 
marched from Greece tp fuBdue the I^erfian empire, he came to Jerufalcmj 
when, afiTcmbling together the principal' Jews of Syria, be commanded them 
to difeontinue the Mofaical «ra, and to compute from the commencement 
•of his reign. They anfwering, faid, “ Our forefathers never continued any 
sera for above r thoufand years j and, behold, this year will complete 
fuch a- period ;■ fo that from Ae next year we will do as thou commandeft 
us and they did acawdiftgly.. Tbis^h^pened in the twenty-ninth year 
of Alexander’s age. Some fay ijbat the;$iyiwacedonian yea.r was originally 
HcbrciV. Gowflieear, in his Aftrooomical Tables, fays,.j^at %romace- 

P P a ' donian 
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donian and the Syrian year are the fame, excepting that they differ in the 
■nam es of the months. -The Syrian year begins on the firft-day of the 
month Teflireen-ul-ewwel, which at firft happened when the fun was in the 
fourth degree of Libra, but now falls on the fixteenth. The Syromace- 
donian year commences on the firft of Kanoon-ul-Sany, when the fun is 
near the twentieth degree of Capricorn, Nabatty fays this sera began under 
the reign of Philip, but that he named it after his fon, to increafc his 
fame: and, calculating from the regreffion of the planets, he makes 1905 
years to have elapfed. 


THE ^RA OF AUGUSTUS. 

He was the firft of the Caefars * j and the birth of Jcfus Chrift happened 
under his reign. It began from his accelEon to the throne. The year is 
like the Syromacedonian, and the months are the fame as the Coptic. The 
laft month in the common years has thirty-one days, and thirty-five days 
in the leap year. Of this sera there have elapfed 1623 years. 


THE CHRISTIAN 2ERA 

Commences from the birth of Jefus Chrift. The year conllfts of 365 
days and five hours. like the Syromacedonians, they add one day at the 
.end of every four years. Th^ begin their day from midnight. 

Like the Arabians, they have dilferent names for the days of the week, and 
begin with Sunday. Their year commences &om the fun entering the fign 
of Capricorn, or, according to others, firom the fevcnth degree.

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THE ;ERA of ANTONIHUS OF ROME. ■ 

It begins from his acccflxon to the throne. The years are the fame 
as the Syromacedonian, and the months like the Egyptian. According 
to Ptolemy’s calculations of the fituations of the fixed ftars, it appears 
that 1457 years have elapfed of this sera. 


THE iERA OF CONSTANTINE. 

He was the firft Chriftian emperor j and this sera commences with his 
reign. The years are Syromacedonian, and the months Egyptian. This 
is tlie J4ioth year of the Conftantine a:ra. 


THE ^RA OF THE HIJERA. 

The Arabians, before the time of Mahommcd, had various ajrasj fuch 
as from the building of the Caaba, and the commencement of the reign 
of Omar Ben Rebeya^jj^^ejaz, where he introduced idolatry: and this 
aera continued in ufe till the year of the elephants; which incident pro- 
duced a new one. Every tribe of Arabs had its aera from fome particular 
event that had happened to them. In the time of the prophet, very little 
attention was paid to dates, till the Hijera; from which period every 
year had a different name. Thus, the year that he fled from Mecca to 
Medina was called Anrnl Izun^ the year of permiffion (to go from Mecca 
to Medina). The fccond year, Atml Emr, the year of coenmand (to 
combat the infidels). When Omar afi^nded the throne of tb(j Khalifat, 
Abu Mufa Afheree, governor of Yemen, made, the followiiag feprefentsu 
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tion‘: “ I have received your mandate, written in tlie month of Shaban s 
“ but am not able to difcover the date of the year.” The khalif affembled 
together the learned of all nations, to confult them upon the fubjedl. The 
Jews recommended their own asra ; and the magi explained the Perfian 
method of computation, called Mahroze. But as they both had inter- 
calations, the calculations of which would have been found <}ifficult, the 
aera of the Hijera was adopted in preference. According to it, the month 
is reckoned from one new moon to another. It never confifts of more than 
thirty, nor lels than twenty-nine days. It fometimes happens, that four 
fucceflive months are of thirty days, and three following months of twenty, 
nine days each. Aftronomers reckon the lunar month after three ways : 
aft, Natural, which is the time the moon takes in going from one appointed 
afpefb with the fun, fuch as a conjundion, or an oppolition, till her return 
to the fame point, ad, Artificial. The motion of the moon varying, and 
the calculating of the difference being attended with difficulty, they reckon 
by artificial months. According to the tables of Ulugh Beg, the artificial 
lunar month confifts of twenty-nine days, twelve hours, and forty-four 
minutes. 3d, In the Ephemeris the rule is, that if the excefs is more than 
half a day, they reckon it as one day. Thus, in common years, they make 
the month of Moherrem thirty days, and the next month twenty-nine dajrs, 
and fo on alternately. The artificial lunar year confifts of 354 days, eight 
hours, and forty-eight minutes j being lefs than an artificial folar year by ten 
days, twenty hours, and twelve jninutes. ^ tJlugh Beg, in his new 

aftronomicai taWes^ mafe'es ipoi years to have elapfed of this sera down to 
the preftnt tuxK. .

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THE iERA OF VEZDIJtTRD, THE SON OF SHERIAR, THE SON OP 
HORMUZ, THE SON OF NOORSHIRVAN. 

It began from the acceffion of Gemlheed to the throne of Perfia. Every 
fucceeding monarch gave his own name to it, fo that Yezdijurd only fol- 
lowed the example of his pred^eiTors. The years are like the Syromace- 
donian, but they intercalate only once in one hundred and twenty years, 
when they make the year to confift of thirteen months. The firft inter- 
calation was the month Ferverdeen, which was reckoned twice under the 
fame name. The fecond was Ardebeheft, and fo on. Scarcely had 
Yezdijurd given his name to the aera than he was dethroned, and the ac- 
counts of intercalations were entirely neglefted. 


THE HCRA OF MULLIK SHAH 

Is alfo called Jilalee, Before his time they ufed the Perfian aera j btit 
by having neglefted to make the intercalations, the year began impro- 
perly. B;^the Sultan- Jlkleddeen MuUik Shah Siljukee, 

the efSbrts of Omar Kheyam, and feveral other learned men, formed this 
sera, and made the year to begin from the fun’s entering the lign Aries. 
At firft the years and months were both natural; now the month is an 
artificial one of thirty days ; and at the end of Isfendiar, they add five or fix 
days. Of this period there have elapfed five hundred and fifteen years.

Begins with the reign of Ghazan..Khan, and is founded up<m the aftrono- 
mical table of 11 Khan. The years and months are natural folar. Before 

hii 
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his time they dated all public deeds from the Hijera ; but the lunar year 
was in common ufe. This method of computation was the occaiion of 
much opprefiSon, becaufe thirty-one lunar years are only equal to thirty 
folar ones; and the revenues being de^nded in lunar j'ears, whilft the 
harvefts kept pace with the fiin, the hulbandman {offered a grievous lofs. 
Ghazan Khan immortalized his reign for juftice, by abolithing that mode, 
and introducing this sera. The names of the months are the fame as the 
Turkifh, with the addition of the word Khanee at the end of each. Of 
this period there have it feems already elapfed two hundred and ninety-three 
years. 


THE EMPEROR AKBER's iSRA, CALLED ILAHEE. 

His majefty had long been defirous of eftablilhing a new sera in Hin- 
doftan, in order to remove the perplexity that a variety of dates unavoidably 
occaiion. He difliked the word Hijera but was apprehenlive of offending 
ignorant men, who fuperftitioufly imagine that this sera and the Mahom- 
medan faith are infeparable ; altho’ it be evident to the fenfible part of man- 
kind, that dates are only of ufe in worldly tranladions, and can have no 
conneftion with religion. But as the world abounds with ignorant people, 
whilft the nvimber of the wife and difcerning is but fmall, he delayed carrying 
his intention into execution till the 9924 year of the Hijera, when his light 
having flione upon mankind, and enlarged their underftandings, he em- 
braced that opportunity for accomplilhing this purpofe. The illuftrious 
Emecr Futtah Ullah Sheerazy corredted the calendar from the aftronomical 
tables of Ulugh Beg, making this sera to begin witli his majefty’s reign j and 
contemplating the character of the monarch, named it Tarikh Ilahee (or 
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the mighty sera). The years and months are both natural folar, witH6ut any 
intercalations. The names of the months and days correlpond with the 
ancient Perfian, The months are from twenty-nine to thirty days each. 
There is not any week in the Perfian month, thirty days being diftinguiflied 
by different names ; and in thofe months which have thirty-two days, the 
two laft are named Rozo’ Slmb (day and night) j and, in order to difiinguifh 
one from the other, are called firft and fecond. 
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OF TRIBUTE AND TAXES. 

Seeing that without a fufficiency of food to recruit the animal llrength, no 
one can exert himfelf fo as to deferve a fubfiftence ; and as this is to be me- 
rited either by corporeal or intelleftual labour^ it is incumbent on all ranks 
of people to employ therafelves to the lame end. But the fuccefs of thefe 
operations, which tends to the cafe and comfort of every condition of life, 
depends upon the juftice of monarchs, and the integrity and ability of 
their minifters ; for every country has fbmething peculiar to itfelf. Some 
foils produce crops almoft Ipontaneoufly, whilft others require the greateft 
exertions of labour and Ikill. Much depends upon the vicinity or diftance 
of water ; and the neighbourhood of cities ought alfo to be a matter of con- 
fideration. So that it behoveth the officers of government, in their re- 
fpedlive diftridts, to attend to every one of thofe circumftances, that the de- 
mands of the ftate may be fixed accordingly. In former times, the mo- 
narchs of Hindoftan exadted the fixth of the produce of the lands j in the 
Turkilh empire, the hufbandman paid the fifth ; in Turan, the fixth; and 
ia Iran, the. tenth. Bui; :ttt fanse itimie i^re was jb^ied .a general polU 
rax, IChertg. Cobad ^ difiipproved of this arbitrary mode, 

and intended to have made a meafurement of all the arable land in his em- 
pire, for the purpofe of afcertaining an equitable fixed revenue. He how- 
ever died before he could carry this intention into execution ; but his fon 
Noorlheervan adopted his plans, and inftituted a land-meafure of fixty fquare 
klfiery guz $ and, computing the produce of fuch a quantity of land to be a 
kefeez, valued at three dirhems, be determined that a third part .Ihwld^^be

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the proportion of revenue. The kefeez is a meafure, which is alfo called 
Saa confifting, fome lay, of eight retels ; whilft others make it to be fome- 
thing more. The dirhem was equal in weight to a milkal. When the 
khalifat defcended to Omar, he approved of the wifdom ofNoorfheenen, but 
introduced a few innovations, which may be learnt by confulting ancient 
books. Latterly in Iran and Turan, government has taken a tenth of the 
produce of the foil ; but, at the fame time, the huJbandman is loaded with a 
nurnbcr of other taxes, which altogether exceed half the produce. In Egypt, 
the proportion of revenue is as follows ;

The kodan is a meafure of land, containing one hundred fquare reeds, each 
of which is equal to one ba (or perch). The ibraheemee paffes current 
for forty kebcers, fourteen of wWch are equivalent to a rupee of Akber Shah. 
In many parts of the Turkilh empire they exaft from the huflbandman. thirty 
okchehs for every yoke of oxen, befides forty-two okchchs for the exche- 
quer, together with twenty- one okchehs for the army, and fifteen okchehs 
for the foobahdar (or viceroy). The okcheh is a, fmall coin, eighty of which 
are equivalent to one ibraheemee. In other places of the fame empiteV tbr 
every yo^^e. of oxen, twenty-feven okchchs for the troops, and fix for the 
viceroy. In other parts, twenty-feven okchehs for the fengiakbegy, and 
twelve for the foobalhy or cootwal. There are allb other rates of colledion 
in that empire, the relation of which would run me into prolixity. The Ma- 
hommedans make three diftinftions in conquered lands } Alheree, lOierajee,

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and Sulhee, The afiieree and kherajee are each fubdividcd into five kinds j 
and the fulhee into two. Aflheree, ift kind, The lands of Tehama, includ- 
ing Mecca, Taif, Yemen, Oman, Bahrein, and Reyeh. zd kind. Land 
whofe proprietor has voluntarily embraced the faith. 3d kind. Land that 
has been conquered and divided amongft the vigors. 4th kind, Land on 
which a modem has built a houfe, or planted a garden. 5th kind, Wafte 
land which has been brought into cultivation by order of the ruler. Kherajee, 
I ft kind, The lands of-Perfia Proper, and of Kerman, zd kind. Land on 
which a zimmee has built a houfe, or planted a garden. 3d kind, Wafte 
land which a modem has made arable, by means of water brought thither at 
the public expence. 4th, Land which has furrendered upon terms of capi- 
tulation. 5th, Land which is cultivated by the means of water that pays 
revenue. Sulhee, i ft kind. The lands of the tribe of Beny Behran. zd 
kind, The lands of the tribe of Beny Saleb ; the explanations of each of which 
may be learnt from ancient books. Likcwife, according to fome authors, 
land is made to be of four kinds: ift, Land cultivated by modems, and 
which is called Alheree. zd, The land of a perfon who embraces Idamifm. 
Some make this to be Afiieree, and others Kherajee. 3d, Conquered land,

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the Mahommedan religion. A perfon of high condition paid forty-eight 
dirhems ; a middling perfon twenty-four dirhems ; and one in an inferior 
ftation' twelve dirhems i and this tax was called Jezeeyeh. In every king- 
dom, befides the land-tax, government exafts fomething from the property 
of eveiy individual j which extraordinary levy is called Tumgha. In Iran 
and Turan they colleft land-tax from fome j from others jehat ; a number 
pay fyeijehat.; and others voqjoohat and feroohat. Summarily, the quit- 
tent is called Mai ; the taxes upon manufaitures Jehat ; and all other im- 
pofts are in general named Syerjehat. Of the charges of colledlions, the 
proportion taken by the revenue-officers is called Voojoohati and all other 
expences are .named Feroohat. 

But this mode of oolleftion is deftrudbive to the country, and vexatious to 
the people. His majefty aboliflied all arbitrary taxes ,j he fettled the guz, 
•the tenab, and the beegah j after which heafcertajned the value of the lands, 
and fixed the revenue accordingly. 

THE IIAHEE GtTZ 

Is a meafure ufed in Hindoftan. Formerly the guz was of three kinds, 
long, middling, and Ihort. Each was divided into twenty-four equal parts, 
called Tefuj. A tefuj of the long guz was equal to the breadth of eight 
ordinary barley-corns; and a tefuj of the laft mcafured fix barley-corns. 
The longguz was ufed for meafuriiig cultivated lands, roads, forts, refervoirs, 
and mud-walk. The middling guz ferved tor meafuring buildings of ftone 
and wood, thatches, religious houfes, wcHs, and gardens ; and the fliort guz 
was employed for meafuring cloth, armour, beds, palkees, chairs, cwts^' SlC. 
In fome other countries the guz confifls of twenty-tour, (eeluj^;7#tii’tiSey 
divide it after the following manner j —

Others make guz confift of twenty-four fingers, each meafuring the 
breadth of fix barley-corns, and each of the latte.r being equal to the thick- 
nefs of fix hairs taken from the mane of a Yabn horle. In fome ancient 
books the guz is laid to confift of two {pans and two inches j and this guz 
was divided into fixteen equal parts, each of which was fubdivided into quar- 
ters, called P 'her ; fo that the p’herwas the fixty-fourth part of a guz.

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of twenty-nine fingers and two-tbirds, was invented by Manfoor Abbafly. 
Both the Helheemeeah guzes are called Guz Mullik and Guz Zeeadeeahy 
becaufe Zeead, the adopted fon of Abu Sofian, made ufe of them for mea- 
furing the Arabian Irak. 6th, The Omareeah guz, of thirty-one fingers, 
was invented by the Khalif Omar. Having added together the contents of 
the long, middle, and fliort guz, he took a third of the aggregate fum, 
and added four finger^ to it- He clofed both ends of the meafure with tin, 
and fent it to Hezeefeh, and Ofman the fon of Hanif, in order that they 
might meafure with it the Babylonian irak. yth. The Mamooneeah guz, 
of fixty-nine fingers and a half, Maamon Abaffy invented and ufcd it in 
mealuring rivers, cultivated lands, and roads. 


There was alfo formerly a guz confifting of twenty fingers, ufed for mea- 
furing cloths. The guz Melahet, according to fome, was alfo of twenty- 
-eight fingers, whilft others make it of different lengths. 

Sultan Secunder Loedee invented a guz in Hindoftan, confifting of tho 
breadth of forty-one ifeunderees and a half,- which was a round filver coin 
adulterated withcoppere Hemaioon made it complete forty-two ifeunderees. 
This guz is equal to thirty-two fingers ^ but, according to fome ancient au- 
thors, this guz was in ufe before the time of Loedee. Sheer Khan and 
Selim Khan, who abolithed the cuftom of dividing the crops, and made a 
jncafurement of the cultivated lands, ufed this guz for that purpofe. 

TUI the thkty-firft year of die pr^ent reign, although the guz of Akber 
Shah, confifting of forty-fix fingers, was ufed as a cloth-meafure, yet.ifie 
fecunderee guz was employed for every other purpofe. His majej^ .'^t&Hig

Perowty is that which is kept out of cultivation for a fhort time, in order 
that the foil may recover its ftrcngth,

Bnnjer is' that which has not been cultivated for five years and upward®. 

Both of the two firft mentioned kinds of land, namely, poolej and perowty, 
are of three forts, vis. beft, middling, and bad.

Now it is ordered) that in Bunjer there fhall be taken from each bee- 
gah the firft year only one or two feers— the fecond year five feers— the 
third year the fixth of the produce, togetlier with one dam — the fourth year a 
fourth of the produce, and after that period as poolej. But this indulgence 
differs according to circumftances. The hufbandman may always pay his 
revenue in money or in kind, as he may find moft convenient. 

The bunjer land at the foot of mountains, and that in the pergunnahs of 
Sembeleh and Beratch, do not continue in that ftate j for fuch a quantity 
of new earth is brought with the inundation,, that when the water fubfides, 
the foil is better than moft poolej. However, his majefty, out of the abund- 
ance of his beneficence, reckons it only as common bunjer. 

The huft»andman has his choice to pay the revenue either in ready money, 
or by kunkoot, or by behawely. 


Of the Nineteen Years CoUe^iions *. 

Careful and intelligent people have been continually employed in learn- 
ing the current prices of every province of the empire; and, agreeably 
thereto, grain has been received by government. 

The rates at wjiich the revenue of a beegah of poolq land was fixed, com- 
mencing at the lixth year, or A. H. 968, and concluding with the twenty-

fourth 
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fourth year of the reign, are particularized in the annexed tables, which 
were made after the moil diligent inveftigation *. 


Of the Ten Years Settlement. 

From the commencement of the immortal reign, perfons of integrity and 
experience have been annually employed in preparing the current prices for 
his majefty’s information, and by which the rates of collcdion were deter- 
mined j but this mode was attended with great difficulties. 

When Khajeh Abdul Majeed Afof Khan was railed to the vizaret f-, the 
jumma of the lands was only computed, and he increafed the tunkhas jud 
as he thought fit. As at that time the empire was but of fmall extent, the 
exigencies of the fervants of the crown were accumulating daily ; and the 
tunkhas were levied partially, according to the particular views of corrupt 
and felf-interefted people. 

But when this great office was intruded to the joint management of Rajah 
Tudermull and Mozeffer Khan, in the fifteenth year of the reign, they 
appointed ten carioongoos to colled the accounts of the provincial canoon- 
goos, and which were brought to the royal exchequer. Then having taken 
from the canoongoos the tukfeem mulk, or divifions of the empire, they edi- 
mated the produce of the lands, and formed a new jumma J.

j: This Tukfeem jumma, or afleflment of the lands, is particularized in the fecond vo- 
lume, which contains the hiftory of the twelve foobahs, or viceroyalties of Hindoftan.

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This fettlement is fomcwbat lefs than the former one j however, there had 
hitherto been a wide difference between the fettlement and the receipts. 

When, through his majefty’s prudent management, the bounds of the 
empire were greatly enlarged, it was found very difficult to procure the cvir- 
rent prices every year from all parts of the kingdom ; and the delays that this 
occafiioned in making the fettlement, were produftive of many inconvenien- 
ces. Sometimes the hufbandmen would cry out againft the exorbitancy of 
the demands that were .made upon them ; and, on the other fide, thofe who 
had tunkhas to colledt would complain of balances. His majefty, in order 
to remedy thefe evils effedlually, direfted that a fettlement fhould be con- 
cluded for ten years ; by which refolution, giving eafe to the people, he pro- 
cured for himfelf their daily bleffings. 

For the above purpofe, having formed an aggregate of the rates of col- 
ledion from the commencement of the fifteenth year of the reign to the 
twenty-fourth, inclulive, they took a tenth part of that total as the annual 
rate for ten years to come. 

From the twentieth to the twenty-fourth year, the colleftions were made 
upon grounds of certainty ; but the five former ones were taken from the 
reprefentations of perfons of integrity ; and,, moreover, during that period 
the harvefts were uncommonly plentiful, as may be feen in the tables of the 
nineteenth year’s rates. 


INSTRirCTlOIirs 
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INSTROCTIONS FOR THE OFFICERS. 

The Sepahjllary or Viceroy. 

He is his majefty’s vicegerent. The troops and fubjeds of the foobah are 
under his orders j and the profperity thereof depends upon his impartial diftri- 
bution of juftice. In all his adtions he muft ftrive to pleafe the Deity, to 
whofc throne it is his duty to be inceflantly offering up fupplication and 
praife. He muft conftantly keep in view the happinefs of the people, and 
never fuffer himfelf to be negligent in bufinefs. He muft not talk idly, nor 
fhew an unpleafant countenance. He muft be circumfpeft in his conduft, 
and pay due regard to the rank of every one, (hewing particular com- 
placency towards them who are neareft him in office, nor neglefting thofe 
whofe duty engages them at a diftance from his perfon. Whatever can be 
tranfadled by his fervants he fliall not commit to the care of his fons ; neither 
fliall he employ himfelf upon a bufinefs which can be performed by his 
. children. On all occafions he fhall confult with a perfon wifer than himfelf j 
or if fuch an one js not to be found, he fhall alTociate together feveral of 
approved wifdom, and deliberate with them, liftening with attention to the 
opinion of each, and determining with caution.

VERSE. 

“ Sometimes an old wife man may counfel fooliQily j and an ignorant 
“ boy may, through miftake, drive the arrow into the butt.” 

He muft not admit every one to his counfel, nor low people ■ in parti- 
cular, fince few advife from motives of friendfliip and difintereftednefs. 

Confidering 
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Confidering his office to be that of a guardian, let him ad with the utmoft 
caution. He muft regard the knowledge of the dlfpofitions of men as 
the firmeft bafis of his power, and, having obtained that, he will live in 
perfed fecurity. Let him keep under the command of reafon, both his 
favour and his difpleafure. The difobedient he fhall ftrive to reclaim by 
good advice. If that fail, let him punifh with reprimands, threats, im« 
prifonment, ftripes, or even amputation of limbs j but he fhall not take 
away life till after the molt mature deliberation. He muft not ftain his tongue 
with abufe, for foul language belongeth to low and inconfiderate people. 
Let him not make a pradice of affirming his words with an oath, for he 
will thereby make himfelf fufpeded for a liar, and fill his hearers with 
diftruft. In judicial inveftigations, let him not be fatisfied with witnefTes 
and oaths, but make repeated and various inquiries, and pay due attention 
to phyfiognomy. He muft not intruft thefe inveftigations fo entirely to 
another as to confider himfelf freed from all refponlibility therein. 


VERSE. 

“ Refer not his caufe to the inveftigatipn of the dewan, for poffibly 
“ his complaint is againft the dewan.” 

Thofe who apply for juftice, let them not be afflided with delay and ex- 
pcdation. Let him Ihut his eyes againft offences, and accept the excufe of 
the Rlnitent. Let him behave himfelf widi befittmg ftate and munificence. 
Let him objed to no one on account of his religion or fed. Let him 
intruft each divifion of the countiy,to the care of an honeft upri^t man. 
Let the roads be made lafe by ftationing proper guards for the protedion of 
the traveller, and let him continually receive information thereof. Let him 


appoint 
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appoint to ofEces men of worth, forefight, and integrity, and not fuch as are 
avaricious j and if a fufficient number of fuch people are not to be found, he 
fhall join in oflSce feveral who are not acquainted or connedted together j 
and writing down the reprefentation of each, he muft endeavour to difcover 
the truth. Let his expences always be lefs than his income; and of what 
remains he fliould give fome part to the needy, particularly thole who do 
not fet forth their wants. Let him be always attentive to the difcipline of 
the troops, and fee that their arms be kept in good order. And he fliall 
conftantly exercife himfelf and his men in riding, and in Ihooting with the 
bow and the matchlock. Let him be circnmfpedt and deliberate in placing 
confidence, for many who are evil-minded carry a fair outfide, and ufe the 
language of friendlhip ; but as their profeffions are void of fincerity, they 
conclude with adling a vicious part. Let him ftrive to increale cultivation 
and population, and gain the hearts of all our fubjeds by a faithful per- 
formance of his engagements ; and let him confider it is his duty to befriend 
the induftriou? hufbandman. Let him be careful to appoint impartial col- 
lefkors of the revenues, and be always watchful over their conduit. He 
muft give attention to the digging of rclervoirs, wells, and water-courfes j 
to the planting of gardens 5 to the creating ferais, and other pious and ufeful 
foundations ; and fee that fuch as have fallen into decay be repaired. He 
muft not be fond of retirement, nor indulge himfelf in melancholy j nei- 
ther ought he to be familiar with the populace, nor always in a crowd.

*• Neither aflbciate with every one ; nor feparate yourfelf from every one; 
Go in the road of wifdom, and be. neither a fly nor a phoenix,*'' 


Let 
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Let him venerate thofe who devote their lives to the fervice of God, and 
refpedl the dervithes and truly pious mendicants. Let him not confider im- 
ploring bleflings from the fun and venerating lamps as ignicoly. Let him 
accuftom himfelf to watching, and lleep and eat with moderation. Let 
him employ himfelf in prayer at funrife, noon, evening, and midnight. 
When he is at leifure from religious and worldly duties, he fhould perufe 
books of philofbphy, and guide his aflions by their precepts. If he is not 
in a temper of mind to relifh this ftudy, he may read the Mufneevy, re- 
gardlefs of the letter, but confidering the fpirit of the author. He ought alfo 
to cultivate his mind with the approved tales of the Keleilah Dumnah, thus 
making the experience of ancient times his own. Let him liften to true 
theology, and not give attention to idle tales. Let him aflbciate with the 
wife, and thofe of good and friendly difpofition, and having feledted from 
amongft them a man of truth and integrity, direct him to give due attention 
to all his actions, in order that whatever appears improper to him may be 
reprefented by him in private. If at any time he mifconceives a motive or 
adtion, he (hall not therefore be difpleafed at him, for it has long been mat- 
ter of complaint that people are backward in fpeaking any thing that may 
be difagreeable to their fuperiors, and that it is difficult to find one who will 
benefit another to his own injury. Let him not be hurried away by the re- 
prefentations of flanderers, but exert his own circumfpedtion on all occafions, 
becaufe men of bad charadler forge ftories, and paffing themfelves off for 
men of integrity and dilintereftednefs, labour to injure others. Let him 
not; be revengeful, but behave with modefty and kindnefs to every one. 
He muft riot flight the defcendants of ancient families, but cohfider the 
glorious aftions of their anceftors as the recommendation of their lefs deferv- 
ing pofterity. Let him obferve that at meals every perfon fays Allah Akher, 
and that the principal man amongft them anfwers Jelle^ehhhoo. Let him 

fee 
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fee that neither a goat nor a flieep be killed that is not a twelve-month old. 
For a month following the anniverfary of his birth-day, he fliall abftain from 
eating flefh ; neither fliall he eat of any thing that himfelf hath flain. Let 
him not addid himfelf to fenfual gratifications, nor have commerce with 
a pregnant woman. The food which is ufually given away after the death 
of a perfon, he fhall prepare every year on his own birth-day, and beftow 
upon the needy. 

Upon the fun’s entering a lign of the zodiac, let him employ himfelf 
in prayer, and difcharge cannon and mufketry, to apprize the populace 
thereof. And let him order the kettle-drum to be beat at funrife and mid- 
night. Let him not confider himfelf as ftationary, but hold himfelf and 
family in readinefs to repair to the prefence at the fliorteft fummons, 

THE FOUJDAR. 

For the further profpcrity of the empire, his majefty, in the fame manner 
as he has appointed a Sepahfillar for every foobah, has nominated one of 
his intelligent and dilinterefted fervants to the charge of fevcral pergunnahs, 
who is ftiled Foujdar ; he is under the orders of the Sepahfillar, to whom 
he is to give every afliftance in his power. 

Whenever a zemeendar, or a colleftor of the royal or Jageer lands is dif- 
obedient, he fhall endeavour to bring him back to his duty by fair words ; 
and if they fail of producing the defired cfFed, he fliall take down in writing 
an account of his proceedings, in the prefence of the principal officers of go- , 
vernment, and then inflicfl a proper punifliment. If a number confederate 
together, let him fix his quarters near to their abode, and pofTefs himfelf of 
their men and property by degrees, without hazarding a general engagement* 

Von. I. T t For 
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For a fervice which can be effedted by infantry, he (hall not employ cavalrj'. 
He muft not be precipitate in attacking a fort, but encamp his troops be- 
yond the reach of its guns, and block up all the avenues thereto. He mufl: 
be guarded againfl their nightly fallies j and he ought to provide a fafe re- 
treat for himfelf. Let him be careful that the troops are relieved regularly. 
When he has poffeffed himfelf of the ftrong hold of the rebels, he muft adl 
with fidelity in the divilion of the plunder, a fifth part of which he fltall fend 
to the royal exchequer ; and if after making the divifion there be any re- 
mainder, that ftiaU alfo be, the property of the ftate. Let him pay conftant 
attention to the horfes and accoutrements of the troops. If a trooper be 
without a horfe, his comrades (hall provide him with one at their joint ex- 
pence; If a horfe is killed in battle, the trooper is to be mounted again at 
the expence of government. He muft fend regularly to the prefence a roll 
of the troops who are prefent, and of thofe who are abfent. In all inftances 
he muft exert himfelf in carrying into execution the royal regulations. 


THE MEER ADUL AND THE CAZY. 

Although it be the immediate duty of a monarch to receive complaints 
and. adminifter juftice, yet,, feeing that it is not poflible for one perfon to do 
every thing, it necefifarily follows that he muft delegate his power to an- 
other. This delegate muft not be fatisfied with witnefTes and oaths, but 
make diligent inveftigation'; becaufe it is very diflacult to come at the 
tnith without painful fearch and minute enquiry, Confidering the de- 
pravity of human, nature, he ought not to place much reliance on depolitions 
and folemn aftevefations. Divefting himfelf of partiality and avarice, let 
him diftinguifh the opprefiied from the opprefforj. and when he has dif- 
covered the truth, aft accordingly- He (hall, begin with aiking the circum- 
ftances of the cafe, and then try it in all its parts. He muft examine each 

witnefs 
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witnefs feparately upon the fame point, and write down their relpedive 
evidences. Since thefe objeds can only be efFedually obtained by deli- 
beratenefs, intelligence, and deep refledion, they will fometimes require 
that the caufe (hould be tried again from the beginning ; and, from the 
fimilarity or difagreement, he may be enabled to arrive at the truth. The 
Cazy tries the caufe j and the perfon who paffes fentence and orders punifh- 
ment, is called the Meer Adul. 


THE COOTWAL. 

This office requires one who is courageous, experienced, adive, and 
of quick comprehenfion. He muft be particularly attentive to the nightly 
patroles, that, from a confidence in his vigilance, the inhabitants of the 
city may fleep at eafe, and every attempt of the wicked be prevented or 
fruftrated. It is his duty to keep a regifter of all the houfes and frequented 
roads. And he fhall caufe the inhabitants to enter into engagements to aid 
and alfift, and to be partakers in the joy or forrov? of each other. And he 
fliall divide the city into mehals (or quarters) and nominate a proper perfon 
to the fuperintendcnce thereof, under whofe feal he fhall receive a journal 
of whatever comes in or goes out of that quarter, together with every other 
information regarding it. He fhall alfo appoint for fpies over the condud 
of the Meet Mehal, a perfon of tliat quarter, and another who is unknown 
to him 5 and keeping their reports in writing, be guided thereby. Travellers, 
whofe perfons are not known, he fhall caufe t6 alight at a feparate ferai j 
and lie fliall employ intelligent people to difeover who they are. He muft 
carefully attend to the income and expences of every man. His own con- 
d'ud muft be upright and ftridly honeft j and he muft make bimMf ac- 
quainted w'ith every tranfadion. Out of each clafs of artificers lie (hall 
feledt one to be at their head, and appoint another their broker for buying 

T t a and 
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and felling, and regulate the bufinefs of the clafs by their reports : and 
they fhall regularly furnilh him with journals attefted by their refpeftive 
feals. He lhall endeavour to keep free from obftrudtions the fmall avenues 
and lanes, fix barriers at the entrances, and fee that the llreets are kept clean. 
When night is a little advanced, he fhall hinder people from coming in and 
■going out of the city. The idle he lhall oblige to learn fome art. He fhall 
not permit any one forcibly to enter the houfe of another. He fliall dif- 
cover the thief and the ftolen goods, or be himfelf anfwerable for the lofs. 
He fhall not fuffer any one to levy baj or tumgha, excepting upon arms, 
elephants, horfes, goats, and manufaftures j upon each of which fomething 
is taken, in every foobah, at one appointed place. He lhall caufe old coins 
to be melted at the mint, or pay them into the treafury as bullion. He 
fhall be careful that the gold and filver coins of the prefent reign do not 
pafs current at different rates j and upon coins flrort of weight, he fhall take 
cxaftly the deficiency. He lhall fee that the market-prices are moderate ; 
and not fuffer any one to go out of the city to purchafe grain j neither fhall 
he allow the rich to buy more than is neceffary for their own confumption. 
He fhall examine the weights, and fee that the feer be exaftly thirty dams j 
and fhall not fuffer any other meafure than the Ilahee guz to be ufed. He 
lhall prohibit the making, drinking, felling, and buying of fpirituous liquors 5 
but need not take pains to difcover what men do in fecret. If any one die 
or difappear and leave no heir, he fliall make an inventory of h's effeds, and 
take care of them. He lhall fee that particular ferries and weii-i arc kept 
feparate for the ufe of women only. • He fhall take care to employ trufly 
people in drawing water for fupplying the public water-courfes. He fliall 
not permit women to ride on horfe-back. He lhall take care that neithcj 
an ox, a horfe, a buffaloe, or a camel be llaughtered. He mufl not allow 
private people to confine the perfon of any one, nor admit of people being 
fold for Haves. He fliall not allow a woman to be burnt contrary to her 
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inclination. He fhall not fufFer any one to be empaled. He' fliall not' 
permit any one to be circumcifed under the age of twelve years j but after 
that period i they may be left to their own difcretion. Let him expel from 
the city all hypocritical mallungees and calendars, or make them quit that 
courfe of life ; but he mull be careful not to moleft reclufe worfhippers of 
the Deity, nor to offer violence to thofc who refign themfelves to poverty 
through religious principles. Let him fee that butchers, thofe who waQi 
dead bodies, and others who perform unclean offices, have their dwelling 
feparate from other men, who fliould avoid the fociety of fuch ftony-hearted 
dark-minded wretches. Whofoever drinketh out of the fame cup with an' 
executioner, let one of his hands be cut off ; or if he eateth of his kettle, 
deprive him of one of his fingers. Let him fee that the cemetry be without- 
fide the city, in the weftern quarter. Let him prohibit the dlfciples from 
mourning in blue veftments, ordering them to wear red cloths upon fuch' 
occafions. From the firft till the nineteenth of the month Ferverdeen,- 
during the whole of Aban, on the firft day of every folar month, on 
feftivals, on days of eclipfes of the fun and moon, and on Sundays, let him 
prohibit men from flaying beafts, except it be for feeding animals ufed in 
hunting, or for fick people, as neceflity may require. Let him have the 
place of cxecntion withoutfide the city. Let him fee that the Uahee fefti-- 
vals are duly obferved; and on the night of the new year, and the 19th 
night of the month Ferverdecn be celebrated with illuminations. On the 
eve of a feftival, as well as on the feftival itfelf, let him order a kettle-drum 
to be beat every three hours. He fhall caufe the llahee tarikh to be ufed' 
in the Perfian and Hindovee almanacs, obferving that in the latter the- 
month be made to begin from Kiflienputch.

THE AMILGUZZAR (OR COLLECTOR OF THE REVENUES.) 

He mu ft confidcr himfelf the immediate friend, of the hufbandman, be 
•diligent in bufmefs, and a ftrid obferver of truth, being the reprefentative 
of the chief magiftrate. He muft tranfafl: his bufmefs in a place where 
every one may find eafy accefs, without requiring any mediator. The 
crafty and difobedient he fliall ftrive to reform by reprehenfion ; and if that 
produce not the defired effedt, he Ihall inflidt other puniftiment. Let 
him not be difcouraged at the lands having fallen wafte, but exert himfelf to 
bring them back again into cultivation. He fliall not be fatisfied with re- 
•ceiving pecuniary fines in exculpation for murders and other capital 
offences : his condudt muft be fuch as to give no caufe for complaint. He 
muft affift the needy hufbandman with loans of money, and receive pay- 
ment at diftant and convenient periods. When any village is cultivated to 
the higheft degree of perfedlion by the ikilful management of the chief 
thereof, there fliall be beftowed upon him half a bifwah out of every beegah 
of land, or fome other reward proportionate to his merit. Let him en- 
deavour to afcertain the quantity of land in cultivation, and make trial of 
different portions, in order to gain a competent knowledge of its various 
properties, for there is a great difference in the value of land j and fome foils 
are only capable of being cultivated for particular purpofes. Let him learn 
the charadter of every hufbandman, and be the immediate protedtor of that 
clafs of our fubjedts. He fhall acquaint himfelf with and maturely confider 
the conduift of former Aumils ; and if they appear to have been guilty of 
inconfideratenefs or difhonefty towards the hufbandman, he muft ftrive to 
remedy the evils they may have occafioned. Let him endeavour to bring the 
wafte lands into cultivation, md be careful that the arable lands are not 
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negle&ed. Let him promote the cultivation of fuch articles as will produce 
general profit and utility, with a view to which he may allow fome re- 
mifiion from the general rate of colledion. If an hufbandman cultivates a 
lefs quantity of land than he engaged for, but produces a good excufe for 
fo doing, let it be accepted. If an hufbandman is able to cultivate more 
bunjer land than may happen to be in his own particular village, he (hall 
be allowed land in fome other place. Let him ufe the utmoft circumlpec- 
tion and impartiality in meafuring the lands. He fhall annually alGft the 
hufbandman with loans of money. Let him fee that his demands dg not 
exceed his agreements. If in the fame place fome want to engage by 
meafurement, and others delire to pay their proportion of the .revenues from 
an eflimate of the crops, fuch contrary propofals lhall not be accepted. As 
foon as the agreements are concluded and executed, let them be fent to 
the prefence. Let him not be covetous of receiving money only, but likewife 
take grain. The manner of receiving grain is after four ways ; — < Firit, 
Kunkoot.' Kufii in the Hindovee language, fignifies grain ; and the meaning 
of Koot is conjedture or eftimate. The way is this ; The land is mcafured 
with the crops Handing, and which are cftimatcd by infpedlion. Thofe 
who are, conver-fant in the bufinefs fay that- the calculation can be made 
with the greateft exadtnefs. If any doubt arife, they weigh the produce of 
a given quantity of land, confiding of equal proportions of good, mid- 
dling, and bad, and form a comparative eftimate therefrom. Second, 
Biittieyf and which is alfo called Bhavoehy^ is after the following manner ; 
They reap the harvcft, and, colledling the grain into barns, there divide it 
according to agreement. But both thefe methods are liable to impofition, 
if the crops are not carefully watched. Third, Kheyt Buttiey^ when they 
divide the field as fdon as it is fown. Fourth, Lang Buttiey. They form the 
grain into heaps,, of which they make a divilion. Whenever it will not 
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be opprefiive to tlie fubjed, let the value of the grain be taken in ready 
money at the market-price. 

If an hufbandman fows his land with the belt kinds of grain, let there 
be remitted the firft year a fourth part of the rate for poolej land. If 
upon making the meafurement the kinds of grain appear to be better, al- 
though the quantity of land be lefs than was agreed for, fo that the difference 
caufes no deficiency in the revenues, the aumii fhall not exprefs any 
difpleafure thereat ; and in every inHance he muft endeavour to adt to the 
fatisfadlion of the hufbandman. Let him not entruft the principal men of 
the village with making the eftimates of kunkoot j for fuch a meafure, by 
giving room for .oppreflion, would create difguft, and confequently occafion 
indolence and negledt. But, on the contrary, let him tranfadt his bufinefs 
with each hufbandman feparately j and fee that the revenues are demanded 
and received with affability and complacency. He muft take fecurities 
for the condudt of the land-meafurers, weighmen, and other officers in this 
.department.

And befides the above, he (liall pay them their monthly fakirics. Tliey 
fhall fix a mark upon the land they have meafured. 
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The aumil fliall take a written obligation from the principal inhabitants, 
to difcover any difference that ma)' happen in the crops. If at the time of 
making the meafuremerit he meets with a parcel of bad land, he fliall im- 
mediately make an eftimate of the quantity and quality, and give;, the paper 
to the hufbandman, by way of certificate. If fucli difeovery be made after 
gathering the harvefl, he fliall coiledt information from the neighbours of 
that place, as well as from the putwaree’s accounts, and allow what may ap- 
pear to be the medium. 

The mohurur and the putwary fliall keep their refpedive accounts of 
the produce of the foil in the fame manner as the karkun. When the aumil 
has compared thefe accounts together, he fhall put his feal to them, and 
give the karkun, mohurur, and putwary, copies of their refpedive papers. 
When the accounts of the crops of a village are completed, they fhall be 
fubjoined to the montijee (or account of affets) and again authenticated by 
the karkun and putwary. This paper ought to be fent to the prefence 
weekly, and mufl on no account be delayed beyond a fortnight. If after 
fehding the nefukh (eftimate of affets of revenue) any calamity befals the 
crops, the aumil fhall immediately invdiligate the circumftances, make an 
exadt calculation of the lofs, and tranfmit the fame to the prefence, in order 
that it may either be approved of, or an aumeen fent to make further in- 
quiry. Let him colledt the revenues with kindnefs, and never make any 
d.emands before they become due. He fhall commence the collcdlions of 
the fpring harvefl: from the Hooly. This is an Hindoo feftival which 
falls out differently between the time of the fun’s arriving at the end of 
Aquarius to the fifteenth of Pifees. The autumn harveft he fhall begin to. 
colledt from the Desfhereh, which is another Hindoo fSJlival that alfo happens 
differently, from the beginning of Virgo to the commencement of Libra. 

VoE. I. U Let 
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Let him be careful that the treafurers do not require any particular fpecles 
of coin, but that whenever there be any deficiency in finenefs or weight, 
the exadt deficiency be taken, and an account thereof given in writing. 
•Let him agree with the hufbandman to bring his rents hirafelf at ftated 
periods, that there may be no plea for employing intermediate mercenaries. 
Whenever there is a plentiful harveft let him colled the full amount of re- 
venue, and not leave any balances to be realized from future crops. If any 
one does not cultivate kherajee-land, but keeps it for paflurage, let there be 
taken yearly from a buffaloe fix dams, arid from an ox three dams ; but 
calves (hall be permitted to graze without paying any duty. For every 
plough there fliall be allowed four oxen, two cows, and one buffaloe ; from 
whom likewife no duty fhall be taken for pafturage. 

He fliall himfelf keep an exaft account of whatever is paid into the trea- 
fury ; and having compared it with the journal of the karkun, caufe it to 
be authenticated by the treafurcr. Having faftened and fealed up the mo- 
ney-bags, let them be depofited in a fafe place, on the door of which there 
fliall be feveral locks of different conftrudions ; he fhall keep one of the 
keys himfilf, and the others are to be in the charge of the officers of the 
treafury. At the end of eveiy month he fliall take from the tepukchy an 
account of receipts and difburfements, and fend it to the prefence. When- 
ever two lacks of dams are colledted together, they are to be fent to the 
principal treafury, under charge of a trufty perfon. Let him give diredtions 
to the putwary of .every village, that whenever there be any balance in favour 
of the fubjed, he be furnifhed with a memorandum fpecifying the particulars 
thereof ; and he fhall alfo be direded to draw out an exad account of the 
balances due to governfiient, with the names of the perfons indebted, which 
lhall be figned by the principal part of them. Let the balances, be col- 
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lefted without oppreflion from the next harveft. He fliall attentively ex- 
amine the grants of feyurghal, and, taking copies thereof, fend them to the 
regiftry to be compared. Let him carefully fcrutinize the chucknameh, 
and refume the fliare of the defiindt, the abfentee, and thofe who are re- 
moved from offices. Let him be cautious that refumed lands are not fuf- 
fered to remain uncultivated. He ftiall mind to take proper care of the 
effedts of abfentees, and of thofe who die without heirs, and reprefent the 
circumftances to the prefence. Let him fee that no jezeyeh be .colledted, 
and that whatever taxes former monarchs thought proper to remit, do 
continue to be excufed. The charges attending travelling, feafting, or 
mourning, fliall not furnifh pretences for exadtions ; neither is he permitted 
to receive falamees of any kind. The mokiiddem and putwary, whenever 
they came with treafure or to the courts of juftice, ufed to prefent a falamy 
of a dam each j which cuftom is ordered to be difcontinued. Alfo bil- 
kutty, meer behry, rahdary, duties upon blankets, wool, leather, and ghee, 
and various other vexatious taxes, which the avarice of men who feared not 
God had introduced, to the oppreflion of mankind, he fliall by no means 
fuffer to be exadted. He fliall appoint oric who is perfedtly acquainted with 
the diflridts under his charge to refide at the prelence, for giving the moft 
minute information that may be required. He fliall make a monthly report 
to the prefence of the condition of the liibjedts, jageerdars, neighbours, and 
rebels, together with the market-prices of goods, the rent of houfb and Ihops, 
the ftate of derviflies and artificers, and every other remarkable occurrence. 

If there be not any cootwal within his diftridir, the aumil fliall execute 

; 

that office in the manner preferibed by the regulations for that department. 
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THE TEPUKCHY 

Muft be of an upright difpofition, a good writer, ikilful in accounts, 
and induftrious, as the aumil depends folely upon him for juft information. 
His duty is this : He (hall take from the canoongoo an account of the me- 
dium ftate of the revenues for ten years in money and in kind, and having 
thereby made himfelf acquainted with the nature and capacity of the country, 
fatisfy the aumil in every particular. He lhall write down whatever en- 
gagements are made with the hufbandman. He fliall keep a feparate ac- 
count of the boundaries of the villages. He lhall draw out a ftatemenf of 
the wafte and arable lands, to which he lliall fubjoin the names of the 
munfif, the meafurer, and tanahdar, together with thofe of the hufband- 
men and niyaks (or chiefs of the village) the articles of cultivation, villages 
pergunnah and harveft j and fubtrafting the deficiency, leave the amount of 
aflets. When the meafurement of a village is completed, let him draw out 
the proportion of afleflment «f each hufbandman, and fpecify the revenue 
to be paid by that place, to fcrve as a rule for the aumirs colledlions. The 
account of meafurement, which in the Hindovee language is called khejfei-elif 
lhall be fent to the prefence. At the time of drawing out the tovvjee (or 
account of demands) if former ftatements thereof are not procurable, let him 
obtain information, by taking from the putwary an account of the land 
cultivated by each hulbandman. The towjee, together with the accounts 
cf receipts and dilburfements, lhall be fent to the prefence regularly. The 
name of the collector lliall be written in the journal at the bottom of the 
account of each place. When an hufbandman brings his revenue, let him 
have a receipt for it, figned by the treafurer. He fliall receive from the 
putwary and mokeddem copies of their towjee accounts, as a guidance for 
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making the colleftions, together with copies of the lirkhut, or receipts, which 
are given to the hufbandmen. Thefe he ftiall carefully compare together, 
and if he difcovers any fraud or collufion, inflidl a fine upon the offenders. 
He fhall daily report to the aumil the receipts and balances of every village, 
and ftimulate him to the performance of his duty. Whenever a hulband- 
man comes to fettle his account, let it be done immediately. At the end of 
every harveft, he fhall prepare accounts of receipts ' and balances, and 
compare them with the putwaree’s books. He fliall keep a journal of re- 
ceipts and difburfements under every name and form, and which (hall be 
every day authenticated by the feals and fignatures of the aumil and treo/. 
furer. At the end of the month he fliall inclofe the above account in 
a khereeteh (or filken bag) under the feal of the aumil, and fend it to the 
prefence ; whither he fliall alfo daily tranfmit, under the feals of the prin- 
cipal officers, the rates of exchange of niohurs and rupees, together with 
the market-prices of every article. At the end of every harveft, he fliall 
draw out a particular account of the treafurcr’s receipts and difburfements, 
and fend it to him for his fignature : and at the end of the year let there 
be lent to the prefence, under the feal of the aumil, the mujemmel (or ab- 
ftraft) aqd the jummabundy (or particular account of afleflinent); If any 
place has been attacked and plundered, let a calculation be made of the lofs 
fiiftained in cattle and effedts, which is to be entered in the journal, and the 
circumftances reprefented to the prefence. When the feafon for making 
the colledlions is concluded, he fhall draw out an account of what remains 
due from the country, which he fhall deliver to the aumil, and fend a copy 
to the prefence. In cafe of 4ifmiffion from office^ he fliall deliver over to 
the new aumil an account of the balances of revenue and tekavy, and, after 
having fatisfied him regarding thofe particulars, take an abftrad thereof, and 
repair to the prefence. 
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THE TREASURER. 

The treafury (hall be fituated near the refidence of the principal officer 
of government. The treafurer fhall not demand from the hufbandman any 
particular kind of coin, but receive mdhurs, rupees, and copper of every 
fpecies. ’No ferf fliall be taken upon the coins of the prefent reign that 
are of full weight j and if any of tliem are ftiort in weight, the deficiency 
only is to be made up. The coins of former reigns fliall be received as 
bullion. The money fliall be carefully kept, with the knowledge of the 
fhekdar and karkun ; it fliall be counted every evening, and a memorandum 
thereof figned by the aumil. His accounts are to correfpond with thofe of 
the karkun, who is to counterfign them. He is to have one of the keys 
of the treafury ; and whenever iris to be opened, he fliall apprize the aumil 
and karkun thereof. He fliall not receive any money without the knowledge 
of the aumil and karkun ; and he fliall give the hufbandman receipts for his 
payments. T o the bookj which in the Hindovee language is called Bihee, 
the putwary fliall affix his lignature, in order that there may not be any dif- 
agreenient in their accounts. No difburfements ihall be made without the 
approbation of the dewan, excepting in cafes of abfblute neceffity which will 
not admit of delay, when he may a<ft from the orders of the ftiekdar and 
karkun, but muft afterwards reprefent the cafe to his fuperiors. 
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
